T HE Nobleman whofe Portrait adorns 
ourprefent Magazine paffed a long 
iife in purfuits fo feldom the objeéts of 
attention in perfons of the fame rank, 
that we cannet forbear claiming for his 
memory that refpect which ever fhould 
accompany thofe who, by the exertion of 
their mental faculties, have contributed to 
the improvement of their own or to the 
entertainment of future times. 

Horace WALPOLE was the youngeft 
fon of the celebrated Minifter of Great 
Britain, Sir Robert Walpole, after- 
wards Earl of Orford (a title which 
became extin&t by the death of the No- 
bleman now under our confideration), by 
his wife Catherine Shorter *. He was 
born about the year 1718, and received the 
early part of his education at Eton, where 
he fiit became known to the celebrated 
Mr. Gray, whofe triendthip at that early 
period he cultivated, and whofe efteem 
ans regard he retained, wich a fort inter- 
ruption, to the end of that Gentleman's 
lite. From Eton he went to King’s Col- 
lege, Cambridge ; but, according to the 


practice of men of rank and fortune at 
that time, left the Univerfity without 
taking any degree. While there he wrote 
** Verfes in Memory ot King Henry the 
Sixth, Founder of the College," which are 
dated Feb. 2, 1738, and are probably the 
firit production of his pen]. In the 
fame year he was appointed Infpector- 
General of the Exports and Imports ; a 
place which he foon after exchanged for 
that of Ufher of the Exchequer f. To 
thefe were added the poft of Comptroller 
of the Pipe and Clerk of the Eftreats ; 
all which he held unto his death. 
Finding himfelf difinclined to enter fo 
early into the bufinefs of Parliament, he 
prevailed on his father, Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, to permit him to go abroad, and 
Mr. Gray confented to accompany him in 
his travels, “They left England on the 
29th of March 1739, and took their route 
by the way of France to Italy, viewing 
whatever was remarkable in the feveral 
places they vifited, and at fome of them, 
particularly Florence, refiding feveral 
months. Unequal friendfhips are not

# Mr. Pope faid, ** She was untainted by a Court,” 
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always the molt lating. About July 
1741 the two friends came to a rupture, 
and parted at Reggio, each purfuing his 
journey homewards feparately. Of this 
quarrel the circumftances are unknown 5 
but Mr. Walpole enjoined Mr. Mafon 
to charge him with the chief blame, 
confefling, that more attention, complai- 
fance, and deference, to a warm triend- 
fhip, and fuperior judgment and prudence, 
might have prevented a rupture which 
gave much uneafinefs to them both, and 
a lafting concern to the furvivor. The 
liberality of Mr. Walpole on this ccca- 
fion deferves much praile ; though we 
cannot but affent to Dr. Johníon's re- 
mark, that “if we look without preju- 
dice on the world, we fhall find, that men 
whofe conícioufnefs of their own merit 
fets them above the compliances of fervi- 
lity are apt enough, in their affcciation 
with fuperiors, to watch their own dig- 
nity with troublefome and punétilious jea- 
loufy, and in the fervour of independence 
to exadt that attention which they refufe 
to pay.” In 1744a reconciliation took 
place between them, by the intervention 
of a Lady who wifhed well to both 
parties ; though it 1s probable the cordi- 
ality which bad fubfifted between them did 
not wholly return, as Mr. Walpole was 
entirely unnoticed by Mr. Gray in his 
Jaft will. 

in the Parliament which met the 2 sth 
of June 1741, he was returned for Cal- 
lington, and foon had an opportunity of 
fhewing that he was not likely to.beceme 
either a filent or inactive Member. On 
the 25d March 1741-2, on Lord Lime- 
rick's motion for an enquiry into the 
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conduct of Sir Robert Walpole for the 
preceding ten years, he S is the pro- 
pofition, as far as the debates of that 
period may be depended-on, in a (peech 
of fome length, with great fpirit, and 
greatly to the credit of his filial piety *. 
He was not, however, a frequent {peaker. 
In 1747 he was chofen for the borough of 
Cafile Rifing. 

The tenor of his life was not much 
varied by accident or adventure ; though 
about the year 1749 he narrowly efcaped 
the piftol of a highwayman, the relation 
of which we fhall give in his own words: 
** An f acquaintance cf mine was robbed 
a few years ago, and very near fhot 
through the head by the going-off of the 
piftol of theaccomplifhed Mr. Maclean ; 
yet the whole affair was conducted with 
the greateft good-breeding on both fides. 
The robber, who had only taken a purfe 
this way becaufe he had that morning 
been difappointed of marrying a great 
fortune, no fooner returned to his lodg- 
ings, than he fent the Gentleman two 
letters of excufes, which with lefs wit 
than the epiftles of Voiture had ten times 
mcre natural and eafy politenefs in the 
turn of their expreffion. In the pofticript 
he appointed a meeting at Tyburn at 
twelve at night, where the Gentleman 
might purchaíe again any trifles he had 
loft; and my friend has been blamed for 
not accepting the rendezvous, as it 
feemed liable to beconflrued by ill-natured 
people into a doubt of the honcur of a man 
who had given him al] the fatisfa€tion in 
his power for having unluckily been 
near fhooting him through the head.”"

Mr. Bernard 
afk'd him, if he was fure it was wrong; 
he faid he was, and bid him depend upon 
it. The next day Mr. Bernard fent him 
this verle in Horace, £ quid componere cu- 
vem, but was forry afterward he did not 
lett him publifh his criticifm. We expect 
foon fome reply to his differtation at the 
end of Wotton's book. This new act of 
parliat, againít correfponding with K. 
James, lyes very heavie upon a great 
many people : it is reckon'd to compre- 
hend above 20 thoufand at leaft. I 
beleive I know above thirtie of my ac- 
quaintance that muft gett them gone bes 
fore the day appointed.

It is 
no newes to tell you of his highnefs the 
Duke of Glocefters preceptors & gover- 
nour My Lord Malborough, the B* of 
Salefburry, La Valteur, a French refugee, 
whom you have feen at Oxford, & I cant 
tell how many more of one fort of people 
& other. I hope at leaf the Univerfity 
of Oxford may have the interet to have 
one. I have not had the good fortune to 
fee M! Jeffreys fince he came home, I 
have made fome enquiry about him, & 
expect a return before I proceed further. 
I fhall ufe the freedom to give my refpects 
to the Warden of All Souls, The Dean 
of Chrifts-Church, and Dr. Wallis. I 
long for good weather, & leifure to fee 
yourlelf & the reft of my frends at Ox- 
ford. Jf I thould be fo happy as to have 
a line from you, pleafe to direct it for me 
at the Pine apple in St Martines Street. 
Pricket faid he was going out of town, 
but I fancy nct without feeing the Czaar,

rY^HE Biographical Article at the heed 
of your relpectable Magazine, at the 
fame time that it is flattering to the va- 
nity of many an Author, renders it un- 
neceflary for him to fatter himielf, or 
when he publithes a Work to hang forth 
his own face in front, 
ee With bays and wicked rhyme upon' t." 


Without entering into the difcuffion, 
whether or not it be decorous to exhibit 
living characters to the public eye, it cer- 
tainly is attended with this advantage, 
that miitakes refpecting them may eafily 
be corrected and omilions fupplied. F 
have taken the liberty of doing both on 
the fubject of your Biographical Article 
for December: and you will print it, un- 
lefs you are of opinion that erough has 
already been faid on a fubject of fo little 
importance to the Public. 

Thomas Martyn was born in Church- 
lane, Chelfea, on the 23d of September 
1735. He was admitted of Emanuel Col- 
lege the 24th of June 1752, and was ma- 
triculated of the Univerfity on the 18th of 
December following. 

He was elected to a Fellowfhip on the 
foundation of the Lady Frances Sydney, 
Countefs of Suflex, on the 27th of April 
1758. He was ordained Deacon cn Tri- 
nity Sunday, May the 21ít, the fame year, 
at Conduit-ftreet Chapel, in the parifh of 
$t. George's, Manover-fquare ; and 
Pricft at Buckden, on the 23d of Decem- 
ber 1759 ; both hy T. bn Thomas, then 
Lord Eifhop ci Lincol.. The beginning 
of this year he was an untuccefstul can- 
didate for the Lefurethip of Chelita, then 
vacant by the death of his fchochnafter, 
Mr: Rothery. 

Mr. Martyn was usanimowiy chofen 
Profefior of Botany by the Senate of the 


Univerüty of Cambridge on the ad of 
February 1762, on the refezatio», not 
the death, ot his father ; for his father did 
not die till the 29th of January 1768. 
“Prefentlv after, he was appointed, by Dr. 
Walker himiclt, who was then founding 
the Botanic Garden, bis firft Reader of 
Botany. Boih thefe offices were without 
emolument tili ihe year 1774, when a fas 
lary of one hundred pounds a year was 
given by the King, whilft the Duke of 
Grafton, Chancellor of the Univernty, 
was at the head ct the T'restary ; and (o 
continued to the 2d of Auguft 1793, 
when Mr. Martyn was appointed Regius 
Profeffor by patent, with a falary of two 
hundred ponnds a year. [ 

It any merit is to be claimed from read- 
ing Lectures in Enghifb, Mr. Martyn can 
derive none from that circumitance ; for he 
merely followed a cuftom which he found 
eftablifhed, and which his father had 
adopted thirty years betore. Mr, Martyn 
fometimes made excurfions into the coun- 
try with his pupils, but not fo conftantiy 
as his father hed done; the neceflity of 
them being in fome degree fuperfeded by 
the foundation of a Botanic Garden. 

January 6th, 1773, Mr. Martyn was 
prefented, by the then Bifhop of Ely, to 
the vicarage of Foxton, in Cambridge- 
fhire; and on December the oth, the 
farne year, he was married to Mis Mar- 
tha Ellifton, f&er to the prelent worthy 
Matter of Sydney College. n 

January 1ft, 1774, he was prefented 
by John Borlafe Warren, Efq- to the 
Ke&ory of Ludgerfhall, ia Buckingham- 
fhire; and on Augut roth, 1776, to the 
Vicarage of LitileMarlow, in that county, 
by the fame patron. 

Mr. Warren, now Sir John Brize 
Warren, never was Mr. Martyn's pupil, 
but there had been a friendfhip between 

them 
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them for many years, and Sir John in- 

trufted his brother to Mr. Martyn's care. 

s On being preiented to Little Marlow, 

Mr. Martyn refigned Foxton, and quitted 

Triplow for that place on the 14th of 

Oftober 1776. July 29th, 1778, he fet 

off for the Confinent, and returned from 

his travels Sept. 2d, 1780. Heremoved 
to London Nov. 27th, 1784, and on 

June 4th, the year following, he refigned 

the Rectory of Ludgerfhall to his brother, 

the Rev. Claudius Martyn. 

1786, May 18th, he was elefteda Fel- 
low of the Royal Society, and admitted 
on the 15th of June. 

1788, June 18th, he was appointed to 
the donative of Edgware, in Middlefex, 
by William Lee Antonie, Efq. the patron. 

July 15th, the fame year, he was re- 
ceived Fellow of the Linnzan Socicty. 

March 18th, 1794, he was prefented 
by the Society for the Improvement of 
Naval Architecture. with their firt gold 
medal, for his fervices in the original in- 
ftitution of that Society, and acting as 
their firft Secretary. 

The circumftance in a literary man's 
life of moft importance to the Public is 
what works he has written and publifhed ; 
an accurate lift therefore of theíe is fub- 
joined, with their dates, in the order ef 
their publication.

BANK or ENGLAND NEW BUILDINGS. 
[ WITH A VIEW. ] 


THE New Building fituated in Loth- 
bury was executed under the in- 
fpe&ion of J. Soane, Efq.

POPE, 


OF COVENT-GARDEN THEATRE. 
[Continued from Page 169:] 


MUS YOUNGE having made fome 
1 cccafional trips to Ireland, her fame 
in Dublin was as well eftablithed as in 
London. TheManager ofCrow-itreet The- 
atre therefore, in the year 1785, renewed 
an engagement with her for that fummer, 
when fhe, in company with the late Mr. 
Henderfon and Mr. Pope (a young attor 
trom Dublin), who made his appearance 
the winter before at Covent Garden The- 
atre in Oroonoko with very confiderable 
applauíe), fet out for that capital in the 
June of the fame year. Accident threw 
Mr. Pope, Mifs Younge, and another 
Lady ot her acquaintance, into the fame 
poft-chaiie, and as Cupid avails himfelf 
much of accident, the two former, from 
fellow-travellers, foon commenced lovers. 
In fhort, towards the clofe of that ieafon 
they were mairied together in Dublin, 
on terms vf fettlement, &c. very credita- 
ble to the fincerity of Mr. Pope’s affec- 
tions. 

The following winter Mr. and Mrs. 
Pope reaffumed their fituations at Covent 
Garden Theatre; he in the firft lines of 
Tragedy and Comedy, fhe as evidently 
the firit a€trefs in all the parts of her pro- 
teflion ; which fhe fupported with a fta- 
tionary degree of reputation till Thurf- 
day the 26th of January 1797, when, 
in the run of the new Comedy called 
** A Cure forthe Heart-Ache,”’ fhe was 
reluctantly corfined to her bed. She 
found herfelf fo ill three days before this, 
that none but thofe who felt like her 
would venture out; but fuch was her 
zeal for her profeffion, fuch her invariable 
fenfe of duty to Managers, Authors, and 
Performers, that, from the bare hint 
trem her phyfician Dr. Warren, that her 
bufinels migbt diflipate her diforder, fhe 
cheerfully tried the experiment. 

Nature, however, was not to he con- 
quered thus; her illnefs increafed upon 
her fo much, that on her return from the 
"Theatre fhe was feized with fuch a light- 
tets in her head, as for awhile to deprive 
her of all fenfation. From this moment the 
was confined to her bed, and it was foon 
difcovered that fhe had a paralytic aifec- 
tion. During the firit month there were 
hopes of her recovery, as fhe retained her 
fenfes pretty accurately, and employed 


them to the beft of all poffible purpofes, 
in cozffant a&ts of prayer, and pious re- 
Signation to ber condition. 

During this interval, being requefted 
by a female friend to endeavour to com- 
pofe herfelf, fhe complacently faid, ** fhe 
would, if fhe would firft permit her to 
repeat Pope’s Univerfal Prayer," which 
fhe immediately began, and recited with- 
out ever milling a fingle word, with a 
precifion, a fervour, and fullnefs of voice, 
that delighted and aftonifhed every body 
about her. 

For the lat fortnight (he daily became 
more infenfible, feldom fpeaking, and 
then evidently with great effort, until 
Sunday the x2th of March, when fhe 
refufed all nourifhment, and gave ftrong 
fymptoms of approaching diilolution. 
She continued in this ftate til] the morn- 
ing of the 14th, when fhe made figns to 
a particular triend as if fhe had fome- 
thing to communicate; many things 
were fuggefted to her, to all of which 
fhe waved her head ; till, very oppor- 
tunely, her old and valued friend, the 
Rev. Mr. Matthew, called in, and read 
prayers by her. This feemed to be the 
objeét fhe aimed at, as fhe grew inftantly 
compofed, and, clofing her hands toge- 
ther as well as her infirm ftate would 
permit, joined moft fervently in the de- 
votions. 

Atter this fhe relapfed into a ftate of 
infenfibility till Wednefday the 15th 
March, when, about half pait two o'clock 
on that morning, fhe expired without a 
groan. 

By Mrs. Pope's marriage fettlement 
fhe had the power of difpofing cf her for- 
tune by will; but with that juftice and 
propriety which ever diftinguifhed her 
character, by dying inteftate, fhe left the 
whole of her property, except a few no- 
minal legacies, to her hufband. 

Her remains were carried, ina hearfe 
and fix horfes, from her houfe ip Half- 
moon-itreet, Piccadilly, on Wedneiday 


"the 22d of March following, between the 


hours of twelve and one o’clock, attend- 
ed by her particular friends in twomourn- 
ing coaches, and tollowed by the Gen- 
tlemen compofing the School of Garrick * 
(wearing the medallion of their founder) 


* A few months before Mrs. Pope's death Me wasinftituted an honorary Member of this 
So: ety, and at the fame time complimented with a geld medal, 
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in four more, befide her demeítics, and 
a numerous train of the populace, who, 
in the proceffion, as at the grave, tellified 
their forrow for fo general a lofs by a 
mournful and refpecttul filence. 

She was interred on the Weft fide of 
the Cloyfters, Weltminfter Abbey (the 
Rev. Mr. Champnes reading the funeral 
fervice), between the graves of Dr. 
Dupuis and Sir Richard Jebb, and co- 
vered by a marble fone with the rol- 
lowing plain infcription : 


In Memory 
of Mrs. ELIZABETH Pope, 
late of the Theatre Royal, Covent 
Garden, 
who departed this Life 
‘on the 15th of March 1797, 
aged 52 Years. 

—— * Renowned be thy Grave”... 
And “may the Worthy thus with 
Honour and Regret be 
mourned.” 

HER CHARACTER. 

Such sre the brief Memoirs of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Pope—there remains to be 
added a fketch of her public and private 
character ; and it is pleafing to the pen 
of Biography to review beth; becaufe 
in doing fo it will fult] the left melan- 
thcly yet pleafing office of friendfhip-- 
rec^id departed excellence, and fet before 
the Public an example truly worthy their 
imitation, 

That Mrs. Pope was born for her 
profefhon the various qualities of her 
mind and perfon evidently proved. Of 
the latter we have already reported in the 
beginning of thefe. Memoirs; hence we 
have little more to fay, but that as time 
had added fullnefs and rotwndity to her 
figure, theie gave her a greater degree of 
grace and dignity. — Tn refpect to her ta- 
lents, though they: may be called univer- 
tal, her forte conteffedly Tay im the grave 
and dignified parts of Tragedy, and 
particularly in thofe which required the 
powers of secr tation- here dong was at leat 
cgnal to any one aétreís in her tune, and 
fuperior to mof, as the belt judges who 
Rave feen her in many of her parts, and 
particularly in Queen Catherine, have 
"inanimoufly tekihed. 

Her Comedy was rather of the well- 
bred Ready kind, fuch as Mis. Belmeur, 
Lady Eafy. Lady Brute, Mrs. Sullen, &c. 
which required a fenfible marked deli- 
very—not but what we have feen her in 

Beatrice, Clarinda, Ejifania, Rofalind, 
co, to very great advantage ; and, in- 
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deed, when we recolle& her performance 
of Letitia Hardy, in the ** Belle's Stra- 
tagem, we are tempted to withdraw our 
former opinion, as here fhe difplayed 
fuch grace, fpirit, and verfatility of 
charatter, as to. make it original in her 
hands. 

Her ftudy was favovrable to her ge- 
nius; as there was feldom known an 
inftance in which fhe wanted the aid of 
a Prompter. Her afliduities in her pro- 
fefhon were likewife conftant and unre- 
mitting: fhe drew her information from 
the beit fources, from the converfation 
of intelligent perfons; from obfervation 
on thofe eminent on the Stage who pre- 
ceded her ; and from the fiudy of the old 
and modern dreilzs, Sc. &c.; fhe was 
fo particular in this laft, that before fhe 
firit appeared in the character of Qu-ex 
Elizabeth, fhe had not only reviewed the 
dreffed figure in wax werk of this Prin- 
cels in Weftminiter Abbey, but care- 
fully read over and noted the minutiz cf 
ber drefs, as related by the celebrated 
Paul Hentzner during his refidence in 
England towards the clofe of Queen 
Elizabeth’s reign ;—her attentions were 
fully repaid, we believe fhe made ag 
fine a reprefentation of this character in 
point of limilitude, {pirit, and deport- 
ment, as ever was difplayed fince the 
daysof Shakefpeare. In fhort, after the 
example of ber great. mafter, Garrick, 
fhe omitted no enquiries, no afliduities, 
that could enlarge the bounds of her pro- 
feffion, : 

Her private life refle&ed credit on her 
theatrical character. Called upon at an 
early age to exert herfelf for her future 
maintenance, fhe had the gocd fenfe to 
profit in this {chool of trial; fhe had the 
grace to know herlelf, to have a refpect 
icr the fufferings of others, and to efti- 
mate the value of independence ; thefe, 
tempered by a juft fenfe of religion, gave 
a colour to her life of the beft complexions 
it checked all ring temptations, which 
the gauds and vanities of her prof.ffion 
might otherwile expoie her to; it taught 
her equanimity of mind and economy c£ 
fortune ; and by perfevering in thefe du- 
ties fhe became uleiul to herfelf and 
ethers. 

She had, like moft women fo high in 
her profeflion, many temptations to mix 
in what is called ** the Great World; 
bat her natural inclinations (independent 
of her prudence) led her to prefer com- 
forts to externals; the teldom, therefore, 
appeared in thofe circles, except im se” 
turning morning Vilts, oz paying her 

coeca- 
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eccafional refpects to thofe who patro- 
nized her in her profeflion, To he. friends 
the was cordial, affable, and polite, and 
did the honours of her table with very be. 
coming hofpitality and attention. 

Her converfation partook as little of 
the Stage as any performer we ever knew ; 
and yet when the fubject was alloat 
amongft intelligent perfcns, fhe gave a 
very goed opinion both of plays and 
players, but with a referve ‘ that never 
once cutítepped the medefty of nature.” 
Indeed, her difpofition to fpeak well of 
every body was univerial, and fhe’ had 
this deferved character from her friends, 
her neighbours, her fervants, and from 
ali who knew her. 

She was regular in the whole of her 
conduct—in her devotions, her charities, 
her hours, and in all her domeflic con- 
cerns 5 ihe kept her accounts herfelf, 
which fhe generally fettled weekly, and, 
tike moft people who are their own ftew- 
ards, fhe felt the benefits, and her tradef- 
men the punctuality, cf this conduét. 
But the truet teft cf a well-fpent life, 
and “that which fhould accompany zts 
clofe, as honour, love, obedience, troops 
of friends,” the enjoyed toa degree which 
was as gratifying to fee as it is now 
gratifying to relate. 

"rom the frt to the laft hour of her 
iiinefs, crowds of perfons of all ranks 
were found at her door, inquiring the 
ftate of her health with the moft anxicus 
folicitude. She was attended entirely by 
her oun fervants, who would futer no 
common nurle tender to approach her, 
but who teck the charge ot fitting up 
with her themfelves, and who executed 
this charge with a readinefs, a tender- 
nels, and a fympathy, that at once be- 
ipcke the gocdnefs of the miftrefs, and 
the gratitude of the domeftic. 

‘To thete were added two ladies of her 
intimate acquaintance, who daily vifited 
her, and conftantly adminif'ered, or {faw 
adminiftered, to her the prelcriptions of 
her phyfician, accompanied with every 
degree of comfort and attention. One of 
them in particular deferves to be recorded 
as a fhining example of female friendjbip 
in thefe days of frivolity and difiipation. 
Thislady, though in the bloom of youth 
and beauty, living much in the circles of 
fafhion, and in the pofleffion oi a hand- 
iome fortune, not only gave her friend 
the teudercit affiduities by day, but fat 
up feveral nights with her, fuggefting 
every degree of comíort and rehef, and 
doing all the menial offices of a fck 
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room ; the three lafi nights fhe never once 
ftirred from her bedfide; nor did the 
leave her till death clofed this nielancholy 
fcene for ever. 

From this example let the Good and 
Virtuous be cheered with the pleafing 
hope of having théir deeds repaid them 
by the tender opizes of friend/bip, and the 
affectionate regards of the Public, whilit 
the Proud and vain of beari may be taught, 
that without a merited affection the, 
numerous train of vifitors and domeftics 
are but the unfeeling pageants of cerea 
mony, aud the pity or wailings of a 
fick rocm the cant of intereft or hypo- 
eiify. 

The following articles are fubjoined 
to fhew, from this Lady's firft appear- 
ance cn the Stage to the meridian of her 
theatrica] excellence, what opinion the 
beft judges, as well as the Public at large, 
entertained of her profeffional abilities.

« The young L:dy who laft Saturday 
(22d October) made her firt appearance 
in the very difficult character of Imogen 
has more than an[wered the expectation 
of the Public, Though her great fens 
fibility the £rft night hindered her frem 
exerting the powers of her voice, and 
occafioned her at times to be a little too 
low, yet the audience perceived that 
this fault (if it might bc celled one) pro- 
ceeded from a proper and  meritoricus 
feeling of her fituati. n ; and her eafy de- 
portment and graceful action, with her 
very forcible manner of expreliing the. 
ftronger part of her character, convinced 
them that, when her fesrs were removed, 
they fhould have no reafon to complain of 
her want of exertion. Her fecond per- 
formance fully juítified their opinion, 
and it was agreed by the audience lait 
night, that no actrefs ever made fuch a 
Ngure, and gave fuch hopes, at the firft 
and fecond time of her appearance. 

* The particular merit of this young 
Lady (whofe name we hear is Younge) 
is, that fhe has acquired that part of 
acting at her firft fetting out, viz.—Eafy 
addrefs—expreflive attention, and a na- 
tural familiar manner of fpeaking, which 
it requires years to attain” to.) Her 
greateft praile was {poken by a gentie- 
man inthe boxes from the fulnefs of his 
Hh 2 heart- 
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heart—'* By G— this muf? be good ading, 
becaufe it is fo little like adding.” 


Letter from Davip GARRICK, Efq. 
to Mifs YouNGE, whilft at Briftol, 
on her return from Ireland in the Year 
1771. 

“ Hampton, July 4th [1371]. 
“ DEAR MADAM, 

* [ am greatly obliged to yeu for 
your polite letter, and I fincerely congratu- 
late both ycu and the Managersof Drury- 
Lane Theatre upon your return to Eng- 
land and to them. You have, in my 
opinion, acted very witely to comeback, 
and eftabliih your theatrical character in 
London. I have known fome examples 
of ladies and gentiemen of our proieífion 
who have been allured, by large offers 
, and other inducements, to ftay in Ireland 
“very much to their prejudice. Every 
nation has its peculiar tafte for dramatic 
performances, and young performers are 
too often mifled by talie approbation. I 
muft therefore repeat it, that, taking me 
out of the queftion, you have acted ju- 
dicioufly to return to the old dramatic 
ichool, where the bufinefs is more regu- 
larly conducted, and the judgment of 
plays and players is more certain, and lefg 
partially given by the audience. 

“In fhort, I am fincerely glad that you 
are again amongít us, and I hope and 
tpuft that you will have no cauíe to re~- 
pent. One thing I mutt defire of you ; 
when you have any real grievance (for it 
will not be worth your while to be uneafy 
at trifles), let me defire you either to 
fpeak or write to me about it, and J 
will either relieve ycu directly, or con- 
vince you of your miftake. This will 
be the beft way to prevent what has hap- 
pened for the future. 

ee Let me defire you to fend me a frefh 
lift of the parts you have played ; the 
fuller the better: be pleafed to mark 
them as you yourfelf feel your merit in 
them —your favourites No. r, the next 
2, and fo on. Let me have a complete 
lift as foon as poffible, that I may look 
it over, and confider the bufinefs for your 
and our own intereft. If you would 
add the parts you would with to play, 
not yet ftudied by you, I fhall perhaps be 
more prepared to fhew my regard as oc- 
cafions reafonably offer; though you mutt 
not expeét to perform half the characters 
you may put down ; yet as I fhall always 
regard you for the future (the little ne- 
gle&cts of me being totally forgotten) as 
one of my dramatic family, and a fincere 
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friend to the caufe and me, I fhall take 
every opportunity of ferving you when 
compatible with reafon and juftice. As I 
am fure your good fenfe would not defire 
my triendfhip upon any other footing, 
you may depend upon it that I am and

your talents and the public. Mr. Jeph-

€ The other female character is one very 
common in Piays, and that admits of no ule 
of the violent tranfitions which only lucha 
capital actrefsas you, Madam, are capable 
of difplaying. The daughter is a fimple, 
tender maid, bred up in ignorance and 
devotion, and demands nothing but plain- 
tive innocent tones. Mrs. Crawford 
declined the mother's part, but I believe 
trom refentment on her hufband's account, 
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whom Mr, Jephfon had undervalued. I 
will not fulpe*t that fhe had the weaknets 
pf preferring the daughter's part for her 
youth, becaufe ihe muft know the world 
too well not to be fenfible that nothing 
makes the middle age fo apparent as ap- 
pearing,in too juvenile a light. 

“It ] am not much miftaken, Madam, 
when yeu hear the Play read you will be 
ftruck with the opportunities the Coun- 
teís's part will give you of exerting the 
variety of your abilities. Devotion and 
jealouty contraíted are not all: there is 
conjugal and maternal tendernels too, 
very different fhades, as you know, 
Madam; thereis iovereign dignity, and 
the philofophic command of pride in 
wifhing to wave that dignity. But un- 
lefs I were as great a matter of the Stage 
as you are a miftrefs, Madam, I could 
not defcribe half that you will call out from 
the part; and I will trut to your good 
fenfe more than to my own rhetoric for 
the part's making an impreflion on you.

; Y OU were but too well founded in your 
conjectures ; which, however, I am 
inclined to think have arifen more from 
your own good talte and judgment, than 
irom any opinion, which you may have 
formed of mine. The (train of approbation, 
with which I was lo well pleaied to open 
my obfervations on the admired palage 
prefented. to you in my laft, you will 
yourfelt fee, cannot be extended beyond 
the inticductory line. Pope has farely 
betrayed great tailure of judgment in the 
next; where he has rendered the word 
ouixruy by the periphrafe nig bt of vapors: 
thus confounding the mift with the night, 
to which in the original it is pointedly 
oppoied. The fame unaccountable inat- 
tention runs through the reft of the ver- 
fion. Having betore called the mift a 
night of vapors, he exprefies the night 
itielf by another periphrafe, mids:pht 
Jbude : and drops without feruple another 
oppolition, very flrongly marked by Ho- 
mer, between the different effeéts pro- 
duced by this temporary darknefs on the 
fhepherds and on the thief.

Then can you excufe? I am fure you 
cannot approve, the feeble . paraphrafe, 
into which the thought is drawn out in 
the third line: 

Swift-gliding mitts the dufky fields invade; 


which is merely a repetition of what had 
been more pocticaily exprelled iu the firit 


couplet. Not fo much a repetition, peg- 
haps you will fay, as a narration of the 
progrefs, which the mitt makes. It is 
firft fhed on the tóps of the mountains, 
and thence defcends 'on the fields below, 
How far this progreís be according to the 
ccurfe of nature I will not detain you 
now to examine. One thing is certain, 
we have nothing of it in Homer 5 and, to 
confefs the truth, is-it inferted here to 
much for the fake of the ideas, which it 
conveys; as of therhyme, which it “fur- 
nifhes for the next verle ? 

To thieves more grateful than the midnight

Was it the difficulty of traafmittin, 
correfpondent ideas through the medium 
of the Englith language, under the re- 
ftraint of rhyme and metre? or the ani- 
bition of improving upon his author ? and 
exchanging, as the ingenious Eflayit 
exprefies it, an offenuing eircumftanee fur 
a beauty? which betrayed Pope into thete 
evident improprieties, as alfo into a pe- 
neral dereliction of his author's fenfe and 
manner. The circumftance ofta man's 
not feeing during this temporary dark nels 
beyond a ftone’s throw appears to the 
ingenious Effayift a mean idea cota- 
pared with that which; be fays Pope 
has fubftituted in its ftead, «€ the difi- 
culty which the fhepherds experience of 
furveying their flocks." On 1uch a point 
how are we to determine? By what cir- 
terion arc we to decide? Talte is fe 
vague and capricicus, that f am always 
difpofed to miftruft my own; efpecially 
when it runs counter to the cpinion of a 
writer, who has fhewn fo much accuracy 

oi 
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ef diferimination and critical perfpicacity 
in his valuable Effay. Let it, however, 
be allowed me to examine the pallage 
without prejudice or partiality by the 
eltablifhed rules of criticifm. The Poet, 
as is uiual with him, illuftrates his fub- 
je& by the moít common and familiar 
circumftances. Amongit thele that of 
throwing a ftone feems, no doubt, fufü- 
ciently trivia and unimportant. "Phe 
bufinefs of a fhepherd furveying his flock 
does not appear very far exalted above the 
common tracks of life. Does the mean- 
neis of the idea confift in the act ? cr in 
the infrument employed? Would the 
thought be raifed to a proper degree of 
elevation? if, inftead of a itone, the difc 
or javelin were lubitituted:  theie were 
warlike inftruments, which heroes uled 
in their martial games and exerciles : or 
rather, does not much of the offence, which 
ftrikes fo forcibly on this elegant writer's 
feelings, arife more from the expreflion 
than the thought? He feemsin his proie 
verhon purpoiely to have lowered the dic- 
tion, that Pope on comparilon may ap- 
pear to greater advantage. Allow me 
to render the lines with equal fidelity 
to the text, and more juitice to the Au- 
thor, 7 

** As Notus fheds a mift on the tops 
ef the mountains, unfriendiy to the 
fhepherds, but more favorable to the 
thief than even night itfelf ; during which 
tenporary*gloom a man cannot fee far- 
ther than he can throw a ftone.”' 

In order to eítimate their refpective 
murits more accurately, let Pope's tranf- 
lation be taken out of rhyme and metre, 
and compared with thet given above. 

# Thus when Notus fheds a night of 
spors on the heads of the mountains, the 
faults gliding fwifiiy invade the dufky 
felds, which (mits) are more grateful 
to thieves thanthe midnight fhade , dur- 
ing which time the iwains fcarcelv furvey 
their iceding flecks, which are loft and 
€ontuíed as the day grows thicker.” 

1 wil! not teaze you with captious ex- 
ceptions to particular expreflions. Take 
the whole together and tell me, Does 
there really appear to you io much ad- 
vantage on the part of Pope, as the in- 
genious Effayiit feems to diicover ? The 
coiparifon, perhaps it may be faid, is 
not fairly initituted. By contronting the 
two pieces 1n this form Pope is deprived 
of his characterillicexcellence, the charms 
of his feducing verüfication. If this 
fhould be infited on in Pope's behalf, I 
will adventure one couplet, merely to fet 
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forth the offending circumflance in as fa- 
vorable a light as I can:

No further now can pierce the ftraining eyes 
Than from the hand a flone projected flies, 


I have hitherto confidered this admired 
palage, and the improvements which 
Pope is faid to have made on the original, 
under the fame form, as the ingenious 
Effayift appears to have viewed it. But 
I cannot difmi(s the fubjeét without re- 
marking, that in the warmth of his ad- 
miration he has been betrayed into an 
extraordinary error. Pope has not ex- 
changed ihe offending circumflance for a 
beauty: he has dropped it altogether, 
without fubikituting any thing whatfoever 
in its ftead. The plain fentiment, fimpl 
exprefled in the Greek text by three words 
Coy^szi eT; Dion, is indeed not eafily 
ditcovered amidít the heap of extraneous 
matter, with which it is encompafled in 
the Englith verfions Yet certainly it is 
this plain fentiment, which Pope meant 
to convey by his werdy interpretation, 
extended through a whole couplet; though, 
as appears by the mittake of the ingenious 
Effayift, under this difguife itis not known 
again for the fame. Now if mere omiffion 
be conhdered as fo great an improvement, 
Pope in this inftance only fhares the ho- 
nor with another of lefs note, who has 
given us the firft three books of the Iliad 
in verle. He too, with equal delicacy of 
feeling, has had the addrefs to drop the 
offending circumftances 
And as a mountain-mift glides o'er the piains, 
Friend to the thieves, but fatal to the fwains ; 
When hazy fkies the diftaat view confound 5 
So the thick coud rofe dark'ning froin the 

ground. TRAVERS, 


On the whole, whatever beauty the in- 
genious Eilayiit may fee in thefe lines of 
Pope, has not too much been facrificed to 
obtain it? Can you think a tranflator 
juitified in giving fo different a caft to 
the original compofition ? in alteriag fo 
materially the characteriftic features of 
the piece? and prefenting an image fo fo- 
reign, and bearing folittle refemblance of 
the model, which &e profefles to copy? 
The ingenious Effayift lays it down as the 
firit law of tranilation, that “it fhould 
give a complete tranicriptot theoriginal.”” 
On this fundamental law I will venture 
to reft whatever you have heard from me 
on thefe fubjects. « Adieu, GOP re.

I do not find that you take notice of a very general prejudice that has prevailed 


againít this Author's veracity. 


Travellers in this particular, more perhaps tham 


in any other, experience a fevere, and fometimes an unreaíonabie judgment. 


FT^O determine the exact boundaries be- 

tween truth and falfhood, in what is 
derived from human teftimony, is beyond 
the attainment of human wifdom. Whe- 
ther he believe too little, or too much, 
the hearer and the reader is equally liable 
to miftake. Nothing, fays lome one, is 
more credulous than incredulity ; and the 
knowledge of him who cnly believes what 
he has been able to obferve himfelf, will 
be neither certain nor comprehenfive. 
There was a time when the Anthropo- 
phag: of Trave, lere were clafled among the 
Giants and Fairiesot Romance ; and even 
in the prefent day extraordinary cuitcms 
or occurrences are often rejected as woz- 
ders, though, in other refpeéts, not def- 
titute of marks of authenticity. Per- 
haps it is the beft objection to the licn- 
eaters in Shaw, and in Bruce to the 
feeders on living flefh, that the Jake had 
‘been never feen or related before. 

What part, or whether any, of Mr. 
Le Vaillant’s narration be unworthy of 
the Keader’s credit, he muit determine 
for himíelf. Different perfons, as Mr. 
Locke obferves, will ule d.fferent mea- 
fures of probability. Let him not, how- 
ever, forget to difcriminate between the 
extraordinary and the incredible; tor 
that which 1s extraordinary in one fitua- 
tion may excite in another neither fur- 
prife nor curiofity. Let me be permitted, 
however, to obferve to more ícrupulous 
and wary readers, that the prefent work 
is not near fo fertile in marvellous tran- 
factions as the former Travels of our 
Author on the African eoaft. I agree 
with you in thinking, that it is equally 
moral, animated, and inftru€live. 

The Introduction, which, with the Dedi- 
&atioh and Preface, confiits of 50 pages, Te- 
fers chiefly to local and temporary concerns 
at the Cape of Good Hope ; the enly fubject 
treated that is generally interefting relates 
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toexperiments made by our Author on the 
power different animals pofleis of endur- 
ing abftinence from food tor a great length 
of time. He found that a large garden 
fBider, inclofed under a glais bell, faf- 
tened round the bottom with cement, 
continued ten months together without 
nourifhment, and during the whole pe- 
riod vigorous and alert. The oniy 
alteration it appeared to fuitain was a 
diminution in its belly, from the fize of 
a nut to that of the head of apin. Ano- 
ther fpider of the fame kind being placed 
along with it, the original inhabitant, 
after a long conflict, deftrcyed and de. 
voured the ftranger, and foon after be- 
came as plump as at the frt moment of 
its confinement. : 

It appeared, by a comparifon of the 
effect on the ftomach of animal and ve. 
getable food, that the former was much 
better adapted for the prolongation of 
lite. Two fparrows, of the fame age, 
and in equally gocd condition, were re- 
duced by the want of nourifhment to fuch 
a ftate of weaknefs, that neither of them 
was able to take what was offered them. 
Some bruifed fecds were then forced dowa | 
the throat of. one of them, and of the 
other a little minced feh. In a few mi- 
nutes the latter was quite well, and the 
former, two hours after, died. 

Of the emufements, ard mede of edu. 
cation, of the African children, the fol- 
lowing, particulars are mentioned in the 
firft volume, which, as they alfo defcribe 
anew method of killing imall animals, 
I think intereftirg. 

ec With the Atricans, the only amufe- 
ment the children know íerves at the 
fame time as thecominencement of their 
education. 

“It is cuftomary, when the cart or 
waggon belonging to a planter is not em- 
ployed, to leave it in the open air by the 
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fide of the houfe. As {oon as the chil- 
dren can climb to the board that ferves 
for a feat, they place themfelves upon it, 
and, witha whip in their hands, exer- 
cife themfelves in commanding the oxen, 
which are fuppofed to be prefent, calling 
them by their names, ítriking the place 
of any one that is thought not to obey 
with fufheient readinefs ; in a word, in 
directing the couríe of the waggon, in 
making it turn, go on, or recede, pre- 
cifely as they wifh. After having fuc- 
cefively handled, in this manner, v hips 
fuited to their age, they arrive at laft to 
the management of a bamboo, nicely ta- 
pered, fifteen or fixteen feet in length, 
with a thong at the end of it ftill longer; 
and with this inftrument they can ftrike, 
at the diftance of more than twenty-five 
feet, a pebble that is pointed out to them, 
or a piece of money thrown upon the 
ground. I have already mentioned a 
pleafant amufezment of this kind, which 
one of the Slabers procured ine, who fin- 
gled out, with altonifhing addrefs, among 
a multitude of birds, fuch individuals 
as I was defirous of having. Swanpool 
alfo, the companion of my journey, 
would feldom mils a partridge flying ; 
and, notwithítanding his age, applied 
kis whip with fo much force, that in one 
ef our excurfions I (aw him ítrike, per- 
fely dead, a duck, of,a much larger 
fpecies than the common one of Europe.” 

Though the Author of this Article is 
willing to allow a fuperionty of adroit- 
nefs to the favages of Africa, when com- 
pared with the inhabitants of civilized 
sountries, yet he could have wifhed that 
as our Author has enlarged his duck 
beyond the meafure of Euzopean magni- 
tude, he had alfo defcribed, with more 
precife minutenefs, the mode by which 
the artiit, with the la/b merely of a whip, 
could fo inffantaneoully deftroy it. 

At page 74 there are three curious and 
well-authenticated inftances of the power 
ef fafeination exerted by ferpents towards 
the objects of their food, and even man 
himfelf, Thefe Y am the more willing 
to believe, as I mylelf have been wit- 
neís to fimilar energies put forth by a cat 
towards birds. For a more particular 
narration of thefe fingular phenomena in 
Natural Hiftory, the Reader is referred 
to the work at large, as the extracts have 
been already anticipated in a former Ma- 
gazine. 

Our Author defcribes, in lively co- 
lours, theefcorte with which he adven- 
"red on his firft expedition of the new 
Travels to explore the African coaft. 
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Tht Reader will, probably, not be unin- 
terefted in the detail of his retinue. 

** On the 14th I made a general mutter 
of my equipage and my people. Indus 
ing the wite of Klaas, and my Inipector- 
general Swanpool, I had all together nine- 
teen perions, thirteen dogs in high con- 
dition, one male and ten female goats, 
three horfes, of which two, handicmely 
caparifoned, were thofe given me by 
Boers; three milch cows, thirty-fix 
draft oxen tor my three waggons, four- 
teen for relays, and two to carry the bag- 
gage of my Hottentots. Thele fifty head 
ef horned cattle were fufücient for the 
prefent fervice ; but I meant to increafe 
them as it fhould become necellary, and 
as I advanced farther from the colony, 
when in the way of barter I fhould be 
able to purchale them at a cheaper rate. 
The cock that in my firft journey (fee 
the former Travels of the Author) had 
afforded me intervals of plealure, fug- 
gefted the idea of having one again, ana 
that it might be happier than my other 
had been, E gave ita mate. Laftly, for 
my amufement, and F may alfo fay for 
fociety, I took my ape Kees; Kees, who, 
chained up during my ahode at thc Cape, 
had apparently lott his gaiety, but who, 
from the moment he regatned his liberty, 
gave himielf up to ipofts and antics that 
were extremely diverting. 

“ Such was the company I aflociated 
with in my enterprife, and which I hua 
conceived to be neteflary, either to infure 
its fuecets, or for the purpote of affording 
me iome pleafant relaxations.” 

Towards the clofe of the Firft Volume 
there is a wonderful elcape of our Author 
from the danger of drowning, in crofling, 
on a ratt drawn by Hottentots, the 
Queer-boom, an extremely bread and 
rapidriver. The danger was much in- 
created by M. Le Vaillant’s inability to 
fwim, and his being incumbered betides 
by his powder flaiks and two fufees. 
For a moment his fituation appeared 
hopelefs, as the ftream was conveying 
them with an irrefiftible current towards 
the fea. The vigorous and perlevering 
exertions of his Hottentots at laft landed 
him in fafety. 

fn the beginning of his tour into the 
country of the greater Nimiques, our 
Author obferved a curious eircumftanse 
in Natural Hiftory. F will recite it in 
his own words : 

* Every time I difeharged my piese 
at thefe (the ‘pring-back) antelopes, 
their rumps imunediately, and at the 
fame moment, all became white; and 
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thofe theufandsof red backs flying before 
me, formed, as it were, one íheet of 
fnow, which teemed diiplayed only to 
difappear again inan inftant.”” 

t: I have already fpoken of that fin- 
guiar property of the fpring-back ante- 
lope. which has the faculty of changing 
ai will the colour cf its rump, which is 
red, and of making it fuddenly become 
white, as if by a kind of enchantment. 
A phenomenon of this nature prefents 
at frit to themind iomething marvellous 5 
itis, however, ftri&ly true, and may be 
ealily camprehended after the following 
explanation. 

* The long thick hair which covers 
the rump of the fpring-back antelope is, 
in general, of atawney hue: but though 
it appears to be entirely of that colour, 
it is only the furface that is really fo, for 
underneath it is of a pure white, ard in 
its natural fituation this part is entirely 
eoncealed : now all the hair on the rump 
grows trom a ftreng tiffue of muicular 
hbres, by means-of which the animal 
can, at pleature, extend or contraét the 
fkin; to that, when extended, the upper 
hair is laid flat to the right and leit, and 
that below only, which is perfectly white, 
remains expofed to view, and even covers 
the ret. . I cannot better deleribe this 
operation, than by comparing it to the 
action of opening and fhutting a book 
placed on its back.” 

Mr. Le V. remarks on the prodigious 
multiplication of tiefe antelopes, not- 
withitanding the country they inhabit is 
infefted with carnivorous animals, that 
the herd he had roufed, in a very rapid 
courle, employed three hours to pats the 
detile. 

The account of a Rhincceros Hunt, 
though it be fomewhat long, is too fin- 
gular and intereiting to be withheld from 
the Reader. I will endeavour, there- 
fore, to abridge it, without omitting any 
important circumftance, 

““One day Klaas came in great hafte 
to iny tent to inform me, that he had 
obferved, at fome diftance from my camp, 
two rhinocerolles, ftanding quietly clofe 
to each other in the middle of the plain. 
To attack two luch torinidable enemies 
it was neceflary to ufe great precaution, 
and that we fhould approach them in fech 
amanner'as they might neither ite nor 
finell us. I gave myfelf up, therefore, 
to the entire direéticn of my favages, 
and we fet out armed alike with a géod 
fufee. I cauled two of my ftrongelt 

dogs to be led in a leafh, in order that 
they m'ght be let loofe onthe rhinocercfics 
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in cafe it fhould be neceffary. We were 
obliged to take a long circuit to gain the 
lee fide of them, left they fhould finell 
us; and wereached the river under cover 
of the large trees which grew on its 
banks 

** As one of thefe animals was much 
larger than the other, I fuppofed them 
to be a male and female. Motionlets, 
by the fide of each other, they ftood with 
their nofes to the wind, and, confe- 
quently, prefented to us their rumps. I 
was giving fome orders to iny company, 
when Jenker, one of my Hottentots, 
requefted that I would permit him to at- 
tack the two animals alone, as a be- 
&ruypar. 

* I have before obferved, that in 
Africa it is impoffible to get within reach 
of certain wild animals but by creeping 
on the belly. Thofe who have acquired 
this artarecalled bekruypars. As Jenker's 
propofal could not impede our general 
plan, I granted his requelt. He then 
itripped himfelf naked, and, taking his 
fufee, proceeded towards the animals, 
creeping on his belly like a terpent. 

“In the mean time, I pointed out to 
my hunters the different pofts they had 
to occupy. As for me, I remained on 
the {pot where Iwas, with two Hotter» 
tots, one of whom held my horfe, and 
the other my dogs ; but, to avoid being 
feen, we pofted ourlelves behind a buth. 
Jenker fiowly advanced, with his eyes 
fixed on the two monfters. If he faw 
them turn’ their heads he ftopped, and 
remained motionlefs. One would have 
taken him for a large ftone ; and in this 
refpeft I myfelf was deceived. He cone 
tinued creeping, with various interrup- 
tions, for more than anhour. At length 
I faw him proceed towards a large bufh 
of euphorbia, which was only two hun- 
dred paces from the animals. Being 
then certain he was concealed, he rofe 
up, and made preparations for fring. 
I waited with impatience for the report 
of his gun; and was told by the Hot- 
tentot who ftood near me, that Jenker 
could not fire till one of the rhinocerofles 
fhould turn round, that he might, if pofli- 
ble, take aun at its head. 

““Preiently, the largeft of the two hav- 
ing looked behind, was immediately 
firedat: being wounded, he fent forth a 
horrid cry, and, followed by the female, 
ran furioufiy towards the place from 
which the noife had proceeded. Jenker 
threw himfelf down with his belly oh the 
ground, and they p: fled clole by his fide 
without pereciving him, and came 
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raight fowards me, Í prepared myfelf 
to receive them; but my dogs became fo 
reftlefs on thtir approach, that, being 
unable to check them, I ordered them to 
be let loofe, and encouraged them to the 
attack. 

** When the animals faw this, they in- 
flantly turned afide and preceeded to- 
wards another of the hunters placed in 
ambufh, from whom they received a fe- 
cond fire, and then to another, from 
whom they received a third. My dogs, 
onthe other hand, harraíled them pro- 
digioufly, which {till encreaied their 
rage. ‘They kicked at their puriuers in 
the moft terrible manner, ploughed up 
the plain with their horns, and digging 
furrows in it feven or eight inches in 
depth, threw around them a fhower of 
pebbles and ftones. 

* During this time we all kept ap- 
proaching to furround them more clofely. 
This rendered them completely furious. 

'The male, however, fuddenly ftopped, 
and turning round to attack the dogs, 
endeavcured to rip up their beliies with 
his horn; and while he was engaged in 
purfuing them, the female quitted him 
and made her efcape. 

et Her flight was a fortunate circum- 
ftance, for we fhould have been much 
embarrafled with two fuch formidable 
adverfaries. Without the afiiftance of 
the degs we fhould not “ave been abie 
to combat, but with great hazard, the 
one that remained. The bloody traces 
which he left wherever he went an- 
“nounced that he had received more than 
one wound; but he defended jumfelf with 
the greater obftinacy. 

«€ Arter a fruitlefs attack, which cen- 
tinued for fome time, he began to retreat, 
and feemed- defircus of gaining {ome 
buthes, with a view of finding fhelter, 
or to prevent his being harrafled but in 
front. | In order to difappoint him, I 
ruih.d towards the place, and made a 
fign to the two hunters nezreft me to ad- 
vance thither alfo. He was only thirty 
paces from us when we took poffeífion of 
the poft ; accordingly we all at the fame 
inftant difcherged our three fhots 5 he 
inftantly fell, and was never after able to 
rii. 

« Though mortally wounded, the ani- 
mal fil! continued to defend hüuniclf 
when lying on the ground, as he had 
gone when on his legs. With his feet 
he threw around him heaps of ftones, 
and neither we nor our dogs durit venture 
to approach him. T wibed to put an 
end to his totment by gng onc more 
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ball, but my people intreated me ta. 
defift. 

* T have already faid, that all the fa. 
vagetribes, and even the people at the 
Cape, fet a high value on the dried blood 
of the rhinoceros, to which they afcribe 
great virtues in the cure of certain dif- 
orders. This animal had loft a great 
deal by his wounds. It was with much 
regret that they faw the earth moiitened 
with it around him; and they were ap- 
prehenfive that a new wound would in- 
create that loís. 

** Scarcely had the animal breathed 
his lait, when the Hottentots all ap- 
proached with eazernefs in orderto collect 
the blood. I had approached the body 
alfo, but with a different defign, to mea- 
fure and examine it. ‘The favages of the 
horde affured me it was one of the largeft 
of its fpecies. I, however, did not be- 
lieve them, as its principal horn was only 
nineteen inches three lines in length--I 
had feen horns much longer. The height 
of the animal was feven feet five inches, 
and its length, from the fnout to the root 
of the tail, eleven feet fix inches.” 

Mr. Le V. mentions an extraordinary 
faculty poflefled by the Hottentots, of 
diicovering water concealed in the bowels 
of the earth. Onetribe, the Kuurowanas, 
dothis by the fight. They throw them- 
felves flat on the ground, take a diftant 
view, and if the {pace their eye traverícs 
hides any fubterranean fpring, they rife 
and point to the ipot. They difcover if 
by an ethereal and fubtile exhalation, 
which evaporates from every current. of 
water, when: not funk to too great a 
depth. : With regard! to pools, their 
evaporation is more feniible, and is dif- 
coverable even when behind aneminence ; 
and the vapours of the ftre.ms and rivers 
are fo diltindly marked, that all their 
finuofities may be traced. Our Travel- 
ler acquired this faculty from his com- 
paaions to a certain extent, fo as to be 
able to diltinguifh water at the diftance 
of three hundred paces. . i 

Mr. Le V. in one of his excurfions 
difcovered about a dozen zebras, and was 
fortunate enough, by the help ‘of his 
dogs, to fecure one, which was a female. 
He ventured upon her back, having {e-~ 
cured himfelf from her teeth by a muzzle, 
and after a flight refittance, lefs than that 
of a colt the firit time of being mounted, 
he proceeded quietly with her rider for 
more than a league, to the houic whither 
the party was going. “This trial fo far 
fatished Mr. Le V. that he thought 

of keping her for riding, had not her 
wounds 
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wounds been too large, from the bite of 
the dogs, to promife a fpeedy cure. Our 
Author reafons from this fact on the 
pofibility of training the zebra, and en- 
deavours to refute theargument that might 
be taken from the weakneis occaficned by 
her wounds, which might render her more 
manageable and docile. He ftates the 
difference, in this refpeét, between ds- 
mefiic animals and thote ina /late of na- 
ture; the former of which bear blows, 
and even wounds, with confiderable pa- 
tience, while the latter are only rendered 
by acute pain more ungovernable and fu- 
rious. J think there is much truth in this 
diftinction. 

After along abfence from water, our 
Author deicribes, in animated and glow- 
ing colours, his arrival at the Great 
River. 

« It was not long before I heard the 
noile of flowing water toward the North 
Weit. This jound, which announced 
our fafety, made my heart leap for joy, 
and my people involuntarily uttered a 
Mout of gladnefs. A fecond time cur 
pains were on the point of being ended, 
and I fhould at length fee a river! For 
fince we quitted that of the Ele- 
phants, I had found nothing but the beds 
of periodical ftreams, either completely 
dry, or containing a few puddles of itag- 
nant muddy water. The more fpeedily 
to enjoy fuch an agreeable fight, Emount- 
ed on horfeback with Klaas, and rede 
towards the place to which the noife 
directed me. All thofe of my people 
who were not employed about the wag- 
gons bean to run with me, and my ape, 
my dogs, and indeed every one of my 
animals that was at liberty, fet off at the 
fame time. We pufhcd on, helter ikel- 
ter, contending who fhould rft reach the 
{pote However, I ífuffered my animals 
to precede me a few paces, certain that 
their fmell and their initinCt would lead 
me by the fhorteft road. The barkings, 
the cries, the tranfports of this gzllop- 
ing crew, refembled a troop of bacchanals 
rather than a company of famifhed tra- 
vellers,  Ifhared the joy of every indi- 
vidual. A thoufand confufed fentiments 
agitated me at once, and my eyes were 
filled with involuntary tears. ew men 
upon earth have fuilered pains equal to 
mine, but then few have experienced fuch 
exquifite pleafure. 

«€ My frh hep when I arrived at the 
water was to leap into it, tuat I might 
cool and refreih my limbs while I was 
. quenching my thirft. Thus I fatisfied 
two urgent wants at once, and my peo- 
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ple, and all my animals, did the fame." 

The hiftory of travellers over defert 
regions muft be a hiftory of the chace, 
The game cf which Mr. Le Vaillant 
fpeaks with the greateft delight, is the 
camelopard, or giraffe, and the day on 
which he obtained one of them he ac- 
counted the happieft of his life. 

* I commenced my chace,” fays our 
Author, ‘at fun-rife, and after walking 
fome hours perceived feven giraffes, 
which my dogs inftantly attacked. Six 
took flight together, the feventh, inter- 
cepted by my dogs, fled a different way. 
I followed him full {peed ; but, in fpite 
of the exertions of my horie, the giraffe 
fo far outftripped me, that on turning a 
little hill he was out of fight, and I gave 
up the purfuit. The dogs, however, 
foon came up with him, and he ftopped 
to defend himielf, I heard them bark 
with all their frength, and concluding 
they had the animal at bay, {purred my 
horfe towards them. 

« Thad icarce turned the hillock, when 
I perceived him furrounded by the dogs, 
and endeavouring, by forcible kicks, to 
drive them off. I had only the trouble 
to alight, and brought him to the ground 
with a fingle fhot. While I was looking 
for my people, one of them appeared, 
and made figns to me, which at firft £ 
did not underfand. Looking towards 
the fpot to which he pointed, I perceiv- 
ed, with furprize, a giraffe ftanding un- 
der a large ebony tree, and afiailed by 
my dogs. It was the one I had jut be~ 
fore Mot, which had, in reality, rece- 
vered itfelf; but the moment I was pre~ 
paring to fire at it a fecond time, it 
iropped down dead.” 

Mr. Le V. goes on to relate the tran- 
fports with which his mind was over- 
whelmed ja this acquifition to the ftores 
of Natural Hiftory. He enters minutely 
into the precautions which he took to 
preferve the ikin entire and undamaged, 
and he has brought it to Europe. He 
would alfo have ftuffed it, fo as to exhibit 
a faithful reprefentation of it in its na- 
tural tate, were not the apartments of 
an individual too low for the placing of 
fuch an enormous animat. 2 

Our Author difcovers upon all occa- 
fions a ftrong partiality for his African 
friends, which, in general, confidering 
their hofpitality and fidelity to him, is 
notonly excuíable, but laudable; but in 
{fome inftances this partiality fhews itielf 
fo plainly in oppofition to truth, that I 
wonder how it could have efcaped the 
obfervation even of Mr. Le V. himfelf. 

Thus 
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"Thus he tells of his coming to a horde 
ef favages, all of whom were infected 
with a dangerous peltilence, and their 
bodies being us with wiecrs they 
lay extended in their huts. Such of the 
horde, adds he, as had fuppoied them- 
felves in good health, had retired towards 
the Sri to avoid its inflneuce. It is 
precifely in this place, which feems 
the worlt chofen in the book, that Mr. 
Le V. chules to vindicate favage nations 
from the accufation of abandoning, in 
their emiprations, old and infirm perlons, 
who are not in a condition to tollow them. 

A very honourable inftance of our Au- 
thor’s friendly attention to the diftreiles 
of the favages occurs in his Kazardous 

and fuccefstul attempt to ditlodze from 
an impenetrable thicket, a family of 
lions, which had greatly annoyed one of 
their encampments. I will mention the 
more material circumitances of this oe- 
currence, which alfo fhews the ufual 
method in Africa of affailing thofe for- 
midable beafts. 

* Full of hope and confidence in my 
fire-arms, the chief requefted me to em- 
ploy my weapons to deliver them from 
fuch a feourge. The circumitance of 
the lions eee young ones rendered 
the attack a bufinefs of no {mall danger. 
Thele animals, at ail times termidable, 
have, at {uch pericds, a hercenefs that 
nothing can reuit. Nevertheleis I pio- 
mifed toattack them the next day. At 
break of dawn the men cf the horde were 
ready armed with arrows and aflagays, 
and waited my orders to proceed to the 
attack. 1 heard the lions {till grewling 
in their ftrong hold, but theincgreatug 
light foon filenced ticle 

*€ The thicket was about two oe 
paces long and fixty wide. It cecupicd 
a [pot funk lower ahan the ad'acent 
ground. As it was unfate to attack 
thele beafts in their intrenchments, all 
that remained was to tempt them out of 
their fort. E therefore placed my mark{- 
men and the other favages upon the emi- 
nences all round the wood, fo that the 
lions fheuld be unable to reach the plain 
without being perceived. 

s None of the favages daring to enter 
thewood, we W- to fcrce all the 
"xen of the horde into it. Accordingly, 
when we were at our pofts, with our 
guns ready to fire, we drove the oxen 
before US, compelling them by voices 
and blows to enter the thicket. The 
oxen, icenting their enemies, focn rufned. 
hack with aibight ; but our cries, the 
barking cf the “tags, and the report ef 
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our piftols, compelled them to re-enter, 
the thicket, which they did in a fort of 
fury, jotting cre : another, and bellowing 
in 2 learful manner. 

** The tions, on their fide, were rouled 
at the fight of danger, and their rage 
vented itfelf in dreadfid roars. T 3 
hideous cencert continued great. part of 
the morning, and we began to defpair 
of fucceis, when fudde enly I heard, on 
the fide oppofite to me, Ed iercing cries, 
inftantly followed by the report of a gun. 
Sheuts of joy immediately fucceeded ; 
Iran to the plac v, and found the lionets 
expiring. Klaas, who was ftaticned at 
that peft, had fhot her thrcugh the belly. 
Her dugs were {welled *1 pendant, 
which indicated fhe had young enes, It 
came intomy head to employ her carcafe 
for the purpofe cf enticing them oyt of 
the thicket.. With this view I ordered 
itto be drawn to a certain diflance. We 
retired about thirty paces from the car- 
cafe, ready to fire if the animals advanced, 
Put my ftiatagem was unfuccefsful. The 
whelps, indeed, unealy at not fceing their 
mother, ran about the thicket growling 
on all fides. The male, too, au 
his roarings and his rage ; : We faw him 
fora moment appear at the edge of the 
thicket, his eyes Soiree his mane 
erect, and lafhing his fides with his tail. 
He was ont cf fhot cf my carbine, and 
one of my merk‘men, pofted near, fired, 
and miffed him ; at this he retired, and 
appeared no morg. The fun was now 

declining, and the {pert was becoming 


Gabgerous ; [deemed it, therefore, pru- 


dent to defer our fin al victory till the 
ngxt day. 

es The iavages conveyed the Herefs 
ta the kraal, for tne purpofe of tcalting 
ener. She was four feet eight inches 
high to the top of the thoulder, and eleven 
feet four inches long from the point cf 
the nofe to the extremity OPE tam. 1 
had certainly not the fame deine for its 
fefh as the reft of the guefts, yet I way 
induced to tafte it, but found it inferior 
to that cf the tiger. 

During the night Y heard nothing 
either ef the licn or the whelps, which 
; afcribed to the noify mirth of my la- 

ages. There was another reafon tor 
Mes filence: The male, affrighted by 
the dangers he had run, availed’ him! ult 
of the darknefs of the night fo retire 
with his family, and in the morning 
when we returned to the chace, we ss 
ceived the thicket deferted. We'cau- 
tioully advarced into it, and found 
the ba on X of the (potd ibat had k sm 
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made by this hungry family; on all 
fides were icen bones lying in heaps. I 
employed myfelf in tracing the footíteps 
of the lion and the whelps. The latter 
appeared to have been two in humber, 
and at leaft equal to my great dog Yager, 
who was as high as my middle. To 
judge of the lion from the print of his 
foot, which was one-third larger than 
that of thelioneis, he muft have been of 
the largeit ize.” 

This adventure furnifhes an additional 
evidence in tavour of the cultom among 
tavages, fo often dilputed, of ferding on 


hipris E : 


Mr. Le V. propofes to publifh a Na- 
tural Hiltory of that part of Africa, 
which, as it will contain many non-de- 
Jeriptanimals and plants, mutt becurious. 
I hope he will endeavour to render his 


ftile more clofe and fciertific than that of 


the prefent work, which is often unne- 
ceffarily diffufive. In moft of the ex- 
tracts I have made, though I have 
abridged the narrative more than one- 
half, I am not confctous that I have 
omitted any material traniaCtion.— The 
Volumes in the Tranflation have neither 
Index nor Table of Contents. This 
you have properly cenfured and remedied, 
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THIS Volume js part of a feries of 
elaborate oriental difquifitions. It 
may, however, be very fairly confi- 
dered as an independent work, contain- 
ing two hiltorical enquiries, one into the 
origin of the Druids, the other into the 
ancient commrce ot Hindofian. 

In the /7//, Mr. Maurice thinks he has 
traced out and cRablifhed a //riking affi- 
nity between the religious rifes and cere- 
monies anciently pragtifed in the Brith 
Illauds, and thofe of the Brabmins of she 
Eaf. It is divided into three Se&ions, 
of which the third is conhderably the 
longeít, as it runs out into an extenfive 
parallel between the facred rites and civil 


cuftoms prevalent in India, Britain, and 
the Northern Empires of Europe. The 
firit Se&ion is principally occupied in 
delineating the prodidle geographical 
connection between the inhabitants of 
thele feveral countries, and the eatraor- 
dinary likenefi conceived by our Author 
toexift between their primeval languages. 
Some of thefe refemblances, if they be 
deemed fanciful, will be cextainly al- 
lowed to be rgemneut. 

In the /econd Sedi.n Mr. M. confiders 
the Britith ludicrous cuftom of makin 
April fools, as it is called, on. the firí 
day of that month, and traces it up to 
Ada, where, he fays, it is praftiled 
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among the Hindoos, by immemorial ufage. 
It takes place at a celebrated feltival 
holden abeut the fame period in India, 
termed the Huk Feffival.. An account 
of it is collected from a paper of Colonel 
Pearce’s, publithed in the 1econd volume 
of Afiatic Refearches. We fhall infert 
it as quoted by Mr. Maurice. 

* During the Huli, when mirth and 
feftivity reign among Hindocs of every 
clafs, one íubje&t of diveriion is to fend 
people on errands and expeditions that 
are to end in difapporntment, and raife a 
laugh at the expence of the perfon fent. 
The Huli is always in March, and the 
lali day is the general holiday. I have 
never yet heard any account of the 
origin of this Engli/a cuflont, but it is 
unqueftionably very ancient, and is ftill 
kept up even in great towns, though lefs 
in them than in the country: with us, 
itis chiefly confined to the lower clafs of 
pecple, but in ladia, high and low join 
init, and the late Suraja Dowla, Iam 
told, was very fond of making Huli fools, 
though he was a Muflulman of the highett 
rank. They carry the joke here fo far, 
as to fend letters, making appcintments 
in the name of perfons who, it is known, 
muft be abfent from their houle at the 
time fixed upon, and the laugh is always 
$n proportion to the trouble given.” 

Mr. M, is of cpinion, that an en- 
quiry into the ancient cuftoms of Perha, 
or into the general a/henozucal my!bo- 
logy of the Eaft, would have taught Co- 
Jonel Pearce, that the boundlefs hilarity 
and jocund {ports prevalent cn 7he fir? 
day of April in England, aid during the 
Huli feflival of India, have their origin 
in the practice of celebrating with jccund 
rites the period of the vernal equinox 5 
which alfo was the day when the zew 
year of Perfia anciently begun. 

In a fubfequent page Mr. M. afferts, 
that the frf of May is equally regarded 
as a feftival in India as in Britain. He 
alfo remarks, ‘that the wra of the Crea- 
tion began, in all probability, at the 
vernal equinox, wien nature was gay and 
finiling, and not at the dreary autumnal 
equinox, when the beauty of the earth 
was declining, and its verdure decaying, 
Perhaps our Author may deride the opi- 
nion of Buraet, and fome other Philoto- 
phers, that the Earth has, in confequenee 
of the Deluge, changed its pofition in 
the Ecliptic, and has thus been deprived 
of its original donation from Heaven of 
a perpetual fring. But he certainly has 
forgotten that the [pring which we enjoy 
is enjoyed. only in the Norsbern bemi- 
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Sphere of the globe, and in its repetate 
zone. 

We find in the “bird S2Zfioz a very ex- 
traordinary opinion, that the magret 
was inthe poflefiion of the ancient Ro- 
mans, under the name of Lapis Heracitus, 
in allufion to its repuied inventor Her- 
cules, *He affirms allo, trom Dr. Hyde, 
that the CAaldeans and Arabians have 
immemorially made ufe of it to guide 
them over the vaft deferts that overipread 
their refpective countries. 

It feems too that the Chinefe Records 
declare, that the Emperor Coing-Fang, 
above a thoufand years before Chrift, 
prefented the King of Cochin-China, cr 
his Auibaffadors, with a fpecies of mag- 
netic index, in other words, with the 
mariner's compafs. This may be true, 
but, confidering theextreme 22:01 ance and 
timidiiy of the Chinese even to this hour 
in nautical concerns, can hardly be con- 
fidered as probable: But when Mr. M. 
infers from an expre7 ox in the ancient 
Inftitutes of Menu (allowing them a 
date equal, or even anterior to the 
1500th year before the Chriftian æra), 
that the Brabmins were then acquainted 
with this wonderftl difeovery in naviga- 
tion, he will furcly be thought to make 
a Very precipitaie conclufion. It is de. 
duced from a paflage on the legal intereft 
of money, and the limited rate of it in 
different cafes, «wb an exception with 
regard to adventures at fea. The can- 
ger of fuch adventures is not augmented 
but dimini/bed by the invention. of the 
magnetic power; and there can be no 
queftion but that man as eéten, if nct 
more frequently, found a watery grave 
for himfelf and for- his merchandize in 
the bofom of the deep before the need/e 
was hiscompanion and conductor. 

Our Readers, more efpecially thofe 
of Fenodotian extraétion, will feel a 
glow of patriotic exultation frem the fcl- 
lowing animated detail of the learning 
of the ancient Druids. It has the [pirit 
of poetry, without its fairy fi ion. 

e What fciences, in particular, ficu- 
rifhed among the Druids befides:affrono- 
my, which they ieem to have carried to 
wonderful perfection for thofe pericds ; 
moral philoforbv, whole fublime and aw- 
ful precepts they inceffantly inculcated 
on their difciples ; mufic, whofe folemz 
melody, breathed from  innumerable 
harps during the public worfhip, roufed 
to tranfports of enthufiafm the votaries 
of that animated fuperttition ; mechanics, 
which enabled them to elevate to fuch 
furprifing heights the immense mala of 
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Rone difcourfed of above (Stoxe-henge, 
ac ); and botany, towhich a race con- 
ftantly refiding in woods, andaccultomed 
to ule plants and herbs of a fuppofed 
myfterious efficacy in the rites of divi- 
nation, could be no itrangers : What 
fciences, I fay, befides thefe they might 
have cultivated, the impenetrable dark- 
nefs in which they delighted to bury 
themfelves and their purfuits, muft ever 
prevent our knowing. An acquaintance 
with geography is indeed allowed them 
by Celar; but toa race fo entirely fe- 
cluded from the reit of the habitable 
globe, little more of that fcience could be 
known than what they might learn from the 
Pheenician and Grecian navigators, who 
fucceffively vifited the coat of Britain. 
lgnorant of its external furface, how- 
ever, the. deep and productive mines 
with which the ifland abounded afforded 
that inquifitive race a noble opportunity 
of contemplating its internal wonders, 
and advancing’ far in the knowledge of 
minerals, metals, gems, and other pro- 
cuctions of the fübterraneous world. Of 
geometrical. knowledge alto, no inconli- 
derable portion may fairly be afligned 
them, as being {o intimately connected 
with a//rouomy and the mechanical arts, 
in which they had evidently made to 
great a proficiency. Dr. Borlafe; indeed, 
irem his own perfonal inveftigation, 
greatly confirms this latter pohtion ;. for 
on one of the rocks on the famous Kara- 
ére.Hi/] in Cornwall, he ditcovered a 
very regular elliptical baion, ten inches 
by fourteen, which; he cbíerves, could 
hardly be fo exactly delineated without 
ftationing the rwo focuffes of the el/ip/fis 
mathematically; a ttrong evidence that 
not only the faid bafon was inade by the 
Druids, but that they underitood the 
principles of geometry.’ 

The tubject of the fecond Differtation, 
ftated at lengyh, is au enquiry into the 
commerce carried on in very remote ages 
by the Pheenicians, Carthaginians, und 
Greeks, with the Britifh lülands, for 
their ancreat flaple of tin; and their ex- 
tenlive darter of that commodiry for 
thofe of the Indian Continent ; the whole 
confirmed by extraéts from the In/ktutes 
of Menu, and intertperfed with ftrictures 
on the origin and progrefs of navigation 
and pbuilding in the Eaff. This 
enquiry 1s replete with curious and amu- 
fing literature ; and with feveral fingular 
facts im natural hiflory. We are told, 
, that in exploring the tía mines ot the Caf- 

Jiterides and Cornwall, they exhibit in - 
rernal teftimony of the remote, almot 
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of the incalculable period at Which they 
have been wrought; for in digging to 
the depth of fitty fathom, the miners 
frequently meet with large timbers ftill 
entire. They are vulgarly fuppoled to 
have been depofited there by the waters 
of the deluge; but without going guite 
fo far back in the annals of time, Mr: 
M. thinks we may reafonably enough 
conclude them to have been left there by 
Phænician workmen, the props and pil- 
lars of the exhaufted mines; etpecially 
as we are told in Childrey's Natural Hil- 
tory, that pick-awes, brals-nails, and 
other utenfi/s, are found at the greatest 
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depths intermixed with tho? tim- 
bers, Mr. M. fubjoins a very. cleas 


and particular account of the mie- 
thod of preparing zin in the mines ot 
Cornwall, which, though | divefled of 
technical pbrafes, and as much abridged 
as the nature of the fubject will admit, 
is too prolix for our publication, We 
mult therefore refer our readers for it tg 
tne oricinal work. p>. 

In the progrefs of the hiftory of our 
national commerce with the cities ot 
Tyre and Carthage, we are told of fome. 
Jingular and magnificent projects of the 
Macedonian Alexander. Among his pa- 
pers were found memoranda of certain 
grand {chemes which, if he bad lived, it 
was his intention to have executed. Cne 
of thefe was, to build a shoufun.l g alites, 
to reduce the Carthaginians and othef 
maritime nations who might be inclined 
to oppofe the progres of his arms in. an, 
intended conqueit of all the fea-coafts of 
Atrica and Spain lying in the Mediterra- 
nean. Another memorandum itated his 
intention te carry a broad and regular 
Ligh road “along the line of the fame 
coat, as far as Ceuta and Tangier. 
This was for the convenience of com- 
merce, and for a more ealy communica- 
tion between his land and fea-forces. A 
mid plan was tor the erection of fot- 
treffes, eltablifhing arfenads, and forming 
havens, docks, and yards, for building 
and repairing fhips throughout his dos 
minions. at proper intervals. . The whole 
icheme, if carried into execution,. mutt 
have annihilated the power of Carthage, 
and decifively marked the judicious po- 
licy and comprehenfive grafp of the mind 
that formed it. 

In defcribing the navigation of antis 
guity, Mr. M. obferves, that the Greeks 
were accuftomed to fortify the outfide of 
theie veífels with p7rch, mixed with rofin, 
which gave them a dark uppearance, and 
hence, in Homer, that they are uniformly

‘denominated paa or black. The 
Romans, he adds, in fucceeding ages 
improved on this practice, and fet the 
firt example to polterity of /beathing 
Vejfeds with metal. Mr. Lock in his 
Hiffery of Navigation informs us, that 
Trajan's fhip having been weighed out 
cf thelake of Riccio, where it had lain 
funk for above ibirteen hundred years, it 
was obferved that the pine and cytre/s of 
it lad lated moft remarkably. On the 
outlide it was built with double planks, 
daubed over with Greek pitch, caulked 
with linen rags, and over all a /heet of 
lead, fattened on with itle copper nails. 
This fhip was weighed up by the order 
of Cardinal Profpero Colonna. Thus 
it appears that caulking and /beuthing 
were in ule /x/een. bundred years ago. 
For it cannot be doubted that the eet 
of lead nailed over the outfide cf the vef- 
fel with copper nails, was Jbeatbing, 
and that in great perfection, the copper 
nails being ufed in preference to iron, 
which when rufted in the water by the

With the mott; polite and 
refined circles he is not fo converfant 5 
or, if he be, he has caricatured their 
manners with a degree of licentioufneis 
that does not accord with the profeliion 
that his Sketches are drawn trom real 
life. Theturn for fpeculation that rages 
too much even in the fober -walks of 
commerce, is Judicroufly expofed in the 
ftory of a Loan Contractor, who pur- 
chafed an annuity on the life of one of his 
ploughboys.

In the account of the natural produc- 
tions of Perfia, Mr. M. enumerates 
their delicious wines, with which the 
ancient inhabitants were not, like their 
Mahometan deferndants, denied to regale 
themfelves. he uzae of Schirez we 
remember to have feen highly commended 
in that fanciful but authentic ref fitory 
of Eaflern manners, the Arabian Tales, 
Our Authcr thinks, that it was in allu- 
fion to the multitude of the Perian vize- 
yards that the golden bed ot Darius was 
adorned, as Athenzus writes, with the 
Falk of a vine in gold, and with branches 
reprefenting grapes, whether . reen, ma- 
Iureicent, or mature, by cluiters of rukjes, 
emeralds, and ameribyis. 

We here take leave of Mr. M. wifh- 
ing him thatprcfit from his book, which 
neither his learning nor his diligence, as 
we gather trom {ome hints fcattered here 
and there, have yet procured him from 
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Exhibiting Views of the Philofophies, 
In Two Voiumnes,

Providence, indeed, 
bleft the feoundrel with a molt uninter- 
rupted flate cf health, and, excepting 
the year after he domefticated with me, 
he had never the flighteft ail.”

This agcident broke the purport of the 
vilt. ** We mult return. again," faid 
Vaurien, “ when Bob is quite recovered 
or quite dead.” 

There is mych juft as well as refined 
fentiment in the picture that is exhibited 
in Chapter XIX. ef an Englih woman 
pol/ed between a Briton and a Gaul; or 
»etween what we call phyfical and mo- 
rallove-—** Vaurien, fafginated in her 
[Emily's) prefence ; Charles, enchanted 
in his abíence ; one was to he looked at, 
and. the other was remembered. The one 
was all that imaginat;on could ferm of 
the agreeable, and the other all that fen- 
timgnt could form of the tender.” There 
is alio much delicacy of fentiment in 
Chap. XXI. on Loving by. Anticipation. 

We think it is fcareely worth while, in 
a Sketch of the Literature, Philofophy, 
and P«lities cf the age, to infit io much 
on the wild extravagancies cf Godwin, 
Bgyicroft, and others at the fame Kamps 
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who know no other mafters in fcience 
than the Jacobins of France; nor on 
Crazed Myttics ; nor yet on the Hiftory 
of the Jews, which forms by far the 
largeft fe€tion in the work 5 although we 
Íhould be forry to miís fome of the ob- 
fervations on the circumftances that form 
the Jewifh charaSter, particularly thofe 
that direct their literary purfuits. 
Qur Author animadverts on a practice, 
which he confiders as prevalent, of name- 
efs writers compofing books which are, 
from vanity, fathered by other perfons, 
who, no doubt, pay an extra price for 
the gratification of their vanity. The 
writers thus employed muf be men in 
indifferent circumftances, we are to pre- 
fume, otherwife they would not facrifice 
the hope of praife for the conveniency of 
money. Itis poflible that fuch m:n may 
poflets good natural parts as well as ac- 
quired accomplifaments ; of which we 
have an indifputed inftance in Mr. Bad- 
cock, who 1$ now known to have been 
the author of a great part, at leaft, of 
the BAMPTON Lectures, There is no 
fpecies of compofition that requires 
greater tafte, judgment, and genius, than 
to fele& from an immenfe variety of ma- 
terials fuch particulars as are interefting 
to all times and ages, to arrange them in 
a clear order, and, without repetition, 
to involve them, under fubhme and af- 
fe&ting views, in one copious and ma- 
jeftic ftream of narration. Does it re- 
quire lefs power in the unfortunate wri- 
ter, who is reduced to the neceffity of 
compofing hiftorical works, in the name 
of another, under the chiiling damps of 
obícurity and poverty, than it would do 
under the genial influence of fortune, and 
the animating hope of approbation and 
applaufe? We particularize hiftorical 
compofition, becaufe it is to this that 
our Author chiefly refers. But the fame 
queftion may be put wit) regard to every 
other fpecies of compofition. It is by 
the compofition itfelf, mot the circum- 
ftanees of the writer, whether anonymous 
or fictitioufly named,that his merit ev de~ 
merit is to be determined. Dr. Johnion 
wrote a great variety of pieces, and, 
among others, lexmons, preached, and 
perhaps publifhed, by clergymen, And 
he fays, thag “a man may write at oll 
times, andinall humours, if be-will fer 
doggedly tə work;" that is, roule his 
faculties into dye exci ticn : which is cer- 
tainly tsac5 «yet Vaurien €. Nars 
anonymous authors, at leah thole thar are 
employed by others, as totally ceftitvte 
* oF invention and imaginassga,” MA as 
Kk f forming 
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forming mechanical beoks with me- 
chanical pens (See Vol. if. p. 162— 
164) ; as if fuch writers employed fome 
phyfical power in their works, and not 
the ufual inftruments and powers of 
thought, the ordinary modes of reaioning, 
and the ufual laws of the affociation cf 
ideas. Preciiely on the fame ground he 
might reprefent as mere machines the 
moit renowned Pleaders before Courts 
of Judicature, whole iubjects, in general, 
are none ‘of their own chufing. The 
abfurdity of Vaurien in this matter is not 
greater than the petulance of joining a 
vulgar cry againit men who are forced 
to write for bread ; who may, petiibly, 
pollels as great powers as thole who write 
tor fame. Nay, if what he fays be true, 


that there are perfons in London who can. 


write with plaufibility on any fubject, 
“in funfhine or in rain,” the pretump- 
tion. is clearly in favour of the pocr and 
laborious writer. 

The ftri¢tures of Vaurien on this clafs 
of writers will fall with the lefs weight, 
that it is evident he is not a man of edu- 
cation, but unacquainted even with the 
common divifions of fcience, as appears 
from his fheers at the recommendations 
of a certain writer in the Reviews cf 
the Study of ** Univeral or PHILOSO- 
PHICAL GRAMMAR 5" words which he 
reprefents as ** unintelligible, theugh 
formidable, confufing, and alarming" (See 
Vol. IY. p. 164). Is this beld Critic 
to be informed, that philofophical gram- 
mar, by connefting words with ideas, 
ideas with the principles and operations 
of the mind, and thefe again. with the 
properties and powers of matter, opens 
to every ingenious and cultivated mind 
a wide and beautiful field of fpeculstion, 
and gives precifion to the Ityle, as well as to 
the (eritimenis of an author? The Pialofo- 
Cphical Inquiry of Mr. Harris on the 
fühjeft cf Univerfal Grammar is gene- 
rally known, not only to thoie who have 
had the advaatege cf a liberal and icien- 
tific, but even to boys who have received 
what is called a common claffical cduca- 


tion. And this fubject of philetophical 
Grammer has, of late, received -ratch 


ingenious, pleafing, and fatistattory il- 
luitration in Mr. Herne Tooke’s Exec 
Vregosile 3 Or, Diverfions of Purley 5 par- 
ticularly in his cbfervaticns on the 3b. 
'ftraét meaning of the Particles. 

` But we were not futprifed to find opr 
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Author, though poffeffed of lively parts, 
and a knowledge of the world, unac- 
quainted with the, exiitence of fuch a 
icience as Philofophical, after perceiving 
his frequent errors againft Englifh Gram- 
mar.— Examples: # Mr. Juftice, who 
[whom] I do not name,” Vol. I. p. 17. 
** She was refolved to vifit two kinds of 
perfous ; firk, thofe who fhe did know 5 
and, fecoudly, thofe who the did not 
know,” Vol. I. pv 269. The nominative 
who ts ufed inftead of the acculative whom 
throughout the whole of thefe volumes, 
** His great foul can aloxe receive,” Vol. 
I. p. 29. Meaning “his great foul alone 
can receive." “ While his fever was 
only Vifible in his hollow eyes,” Vel f. 
p. 103. This would feem to import 
that his fever might poffibly kave been 
more than vibble. But his meaning mut 
doubtlefs be, that his # fever was vilible 
only in his hollow eyes.” «Except a 
total ignorance of Greek, Charlotte Fen- 
ton was the nymph of his feul,” Vol. IT, 
p- 177. Would it be poftible for Arii- 
totle himfelf, were he to rife from the 
dead, or any of his Commentators, to 
make either a logical or gramniatical 
analyfis of the above fentence ?--The 
writer of thefe Sketches poftefies fancy, 
acutene/s, and a confiderable knowledge 
of the werld. He has alfo read, and 
ade excerpts from, a great variety of 
books. He is, hewever, very, imper- 
feat acquainted with the fciences, and 
the general principles common to all fci- 
ence. He does not feem to have had the 
advantage cf a good education. Though 
a judicious and humorous obferver on 
the ways of men, he is by no means fitted 
te deicribe the Literature and Philofophy 
of the thnes. We have farther to add, 
that he fems, in very mary inftances, if 
we rightly guefs his allufions, which are 
indeed very obvious, to pay more regard 
to the effect he wifhes to produce on the 
aflctions and emotions of his reader, 
than either to matter of fact, or candour 
of judgment. Yet, on the whole, it is 
but juftice to Vawrien to fay, that 
though he is no great Critic in either 
Philofenhy or Literature, and although 
there is icarcely any natural bond of con- 
nection between the numerous facts and 
fancies he has heaped together, he is, 
neverthelefs, an intelligent, entertaining, 
and ioftrwétive writer,

T HE following fingular circumftance, 

which cccurred to the Author in 
confequence . of an attack from a 
South American bat, may amufe the rea- 
der:

“The myftery Eowever was, that I had 
been bitten by the vampire, or fhecire, 
of Guiana, which is alfo called the fying 
dog of New Spain, and, by the Spaniards, 
perrovalader. ‘This is no other than a 
bat of a monftrous lize, that fucks the 
blood from men and cattle when they are 
fait afleep, even, fometimes, till they die 5 
and, as the manner in which they proceed 
is truly wonderful, I fhal} endeavour to 
give a diftinét account ef it.--Knowing 
by infinct that the perfon they intend to 
attack is in a found lumber, they gene- 
rally alight near the feet; where, while 
the creature continues fanning with his 
gnermons wings, which keeps one cocl, 
he bites a piece out of the tip of the great 
toe, fo very fmall, indeed, that the head 
of a pin could fcarcely be received into 
the wound, which is, confequently, nct 
painful; yet through this crifice he con- 
tinues to fuck the blood, until he is 
obliged to difsorge. He then begins 
again, and thus continues fucking and 
dilgorging tili he is fearcely able to fly, 
and the fufferer has often been known to 
fleep trem time into eternity. Cattle 
they generally bite in the ear, but always 
in fuch places where the blood flows 
fpcntaneoullv, perhaps in an artery—but 
this is entering rathey on the province of 


the medical faculty. Having applied 
tcbacco-afhes as the beft remedy, and 
wafhed the gcre from myfelf and from my 
hammock, I obíerved fcveral final] heaps 
of congealed blocd, all round the place 
where I had lain, upon the ground ; up- 
on examining wbich, the furgeon judged 
that I had loft at leaft twelve or fourteen 
ounces during the night. 

ee As I have fince had an opportunity 
of killing one of thele bats, I cut off 
his head, which I have drawn in its na- 
tural fize, and as a great curiofity, with 
the whole figure flying abcve 1t, on a 
fmaller fcale. Having meafured this 
creature, I found it to be between the 
tips of thewings thirty two inches and a 
half ; it is faid that fome are above three 
feet, though nothing like in fize to the 
bats of Madagafcar. The colour was 
a dark brown, nearly black, but lighter 
under the belly. Its afpect was truly hi- 
deous on the whole, but particularly the 
head, which has an ereét fhining mem- 
brane above the nofe, terminating in a 
fErivelled point, &c. 

Captain S. met with the fame accident 
twice afterwards during à march through 
the foreits of Guiana; by which it fhould 
feem that attacks from thefe formidable 
blood-fuckers are carefully to be guarded 
aguinil in thofe expoled folitudes. 

A cizcumftance is related in the T wen- 
ty-fitth Chapter which confirms the com- 
mon opinion that frogs can exift in very, 
confined fituations. 

« On the 26th one of my men brought 
me a nake which he had jult killed, it 
was about four feet long, and not thicker 
than the barrel of a mufket 5 when, per- 
cciving a nob near its middle bigger 
than my HA, I had the curicfity to cut it 
open, and an enormous frog made its ap- 
pearabce, perfectly alive and entire, a 
{mall {pot on the back of its head and 
neck excepted, which was blue and flimy, 
as if begitning to putrify. For the fake 
of experiment, I faftened him, with a 
fring to his teot, upon a grafs-plat near 
the river, for three days ; when, finding 
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the poor animal hearty and well. I gave 
bim his liberty, with a caution to kap a 
beiter lec k-cutior the tuture.” 

Probabiy the fens of putrefaction, 
wluch appeared in the creature in its pri- 
fon, wight arife rather from the digeftive 
pewer in the temach of the fnake than 
mom the exclufion of the natural air, 
which theie arimals ere iaid to endure 
Wweathcut apparent inconvenience. 


Captain S. during his refidence at the 


Hope, was vilited by a neighbouring 
Gentleman, whem he conducted up his 
ladder 3 for he had fo corfiructed his ha- 
bitation, to prevent the too irequent in- 
wulon of vilitors, that it could only be 
entered at the top. The Gentleman had 
nG looner entered his acrialdwelling, than 
he leaped down from thetcp to the grc und, 
roaring like a madman with agony and 
pain ; after which he inftantly plunged his 
head into the river. On looking up, 
Capt. 8. ducovered the cause of his dils 
ticls to bean encrmous reft cf wiid bees, 
€x wefec-wafjer, m the thatch, directly 
above the preprietor's head, as he ftocd 
within his door; when our Author im- 
mediately tock to bis hecls, 2s his vifitcr 
had dene, and ordered the bees to be de- 
solifhed by the faves withe ut delay, A 
tas mop was now brought, and the de- 
vattation was juft going to ecmmence, 
when an old negro fic pped up, and offered 
io geceive any purifhbment his Matter 
frould decree ii any one of thele bees fheuld 
exer fing the owner of rbe dwelling "m 
erjun. — ** Maffera," faid he, ** they 
would have ftung you long ere now, had 
wou been a franger to them; but they 
kcing your tenants, what is, graduaily 
ab, wed to bud upon vew premifes, they 
aturedhy knew both you ard yours, and 
wil never hurt either you er them.” 
Capt. 5. infiuntly allented to the pra. 
poütion, and ordered his bey Quaco to 
aicerd thc ladder quite mokec, whigh he 
did, and was mot flung: he then ven. 
twied to follow himieli, and declares, 
upen his honcur, that, though he fhook 
the nef fo as to make its inhabitants buz 
about his ears, not a fingie bee attempted 
to fing him. Be immediately releafed 
the cld negro, whem he had tigd to a 
nee during the experiment, and rewarded 
him with a gallon of rum, and five fhit- 
lings, fox the difcovery. — «« "T his fwarm 
“of bees,” adds our Author, © I have 
Linge kept unhurt, as my body guards, 
ard they have mace many overfecrs take 
a defperate leap for my amuicment, as I 
gsucrally ient them up iny ladder, upon, 
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fome frivolous mefiage, when Y wifhed te 
punifh them for injuftice and cruelty, 
which was not feldom,” 

We have inferted this teftimony to the 
fagacity cf bees, which to fome may ap- 
pear to favour cf improbability and table, 
lgcaule it may be confidered by others, 
as we profefs it is confidered by us, as 
an evidence rather cf the Author's vera- 
city. Certainly it agrees with an cpi» 
nion very generally received in the vil. 
lages of this country. with refpect to the 
domefac becs, of which no apprehen- 
fien js entertained by the eflablithed in- 
habitants of the manfion, by which their 
Jittle colony is protected, as it is rarely 
known, even when much difturbed, te 
violate the laws cf hofpitality. 

Hitherto we have abítained from fe. 
le€ting any fpecimmens of the horrid pu- 
nifbments too frequently infli€ted on th 
Coaft of Surinam, and too frequently, 
perhaps, detailed in thefe volumes. We 
thall now, hewever, prefent our readers, 
with a fingle inflanee of this dreadful 
juftice, which we have chofen becaute 
our Author was himitlf a fpectator of 
it ; becaufe the fufferey was a very atro- 
cicus griminal ; and is alfo an exemplary 
proof of that wonderful infenfibility and 
contempt with which thefe favages make 
it their glexy to endure the bittered 
tortures their toes can inflict. But we (ul- 
pect that there is fome partiality in Capt. 
Stedman’s favourable account of the 
crime for whieh this, cruel posithmenz 
was inflicted. 

“This Negro, whofe name was Nep- 
tune, was no flave, but his own mailer, 
and a carpenter by trade; he was ycung 
and handiome ; but having killed tne 
ovcrieer of the eftate Altona, in the Para 
Creek, in confequence of fome diipute, 
Le juttly forfeited his lite. The parti- 
culars, however, are worth relating : 
This man, having ficlen a theep to en- 
tertain a favowrite young woman, the 
overseer, who burnt with jealoufy, had 
determined to fee him hanged ; ta pre- 
vent which the negro fhot him dead 
among the fugar-canes: for thelé offen- 
ces, of courfe, he was fentenzed to be 
boken alive upon tbe rack without the 
benefit of the coup de grace, or merey- 
roke, Informed of the dreadful fen~ 
fence, he compofedly laid bimiclf down 
cia his back on a ftrong crols, on which, 
with arms and legs expanded, he was 
fattened by ropes : the executioner, alfo 
a black mun, having now with a hatehet 
chopped off his left hand, next took a 
yos - heavy 
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heavy iron bar, with which, by repeated 
blows, he broke his bones to fhivers, till 
the marrow, blood, and fplinters flew 
about the field, but the prifoner never 
uttered a groan nora figh, The ropes 
being next unlafhed, I imagined him 
dead, and felt happy; till the Magiftrates 
ftirring to depart, he writhed himielf 
from the croís, when he fellon the grats, 
and damned them ail, as a fet of barba- 
rous ralcals ; at the fame time, removing 
his right hand by the help of his teeth, he 
refted his head on part ot the timber, and 
afked the by-ftanders fora pipe of to- 
bacco, which was intamoully aniwered 
by kicking and {pitting on him ; till {, 
with fome American ijeamen, thought 
proper to prevent ite He then begged 
that his head might be chopped off, but 
to no purpole. At lait, feeing no end to 
his milery, he declared, that though he 
had deierved death, he had not expected 
to die fo many deaths. “However,” faid 
he, ** vou Chriftians have miled your 
aim at lat, and Lnow eare not were [ 
to remain thus one month longer." At- 
ter which he lung two extempore fongs, 
with a clear voice, the fubjects of which 
were to bid adien to his living friends, and 
to acquaint his deceafed relations, that ina 
very little time he thould be with them, to 
enjoy their company for ever, in a better 
place, Dhis done; he calmlyentered into cons 
verfation with {ome Gentlemen concerning 
his trial, relating every particular with 
uncommon tranquillity. “But,” faid 
he, abruptly, ** by the fun it mutt be 
eight o'clock, and, by any longer dii- 
courfe, I fhould be forry to be the caule 
of your lofing your breaktaft.” hen, 
caíting his eyes on a Jew, whofe name 
was De Vries, ** A-ptopos, Sir," fuid he, 
“won't you pleafe to pay ine the ten fhil- 
lings you owe ine?" --- For what todo?" 
To buy meat and drink, to be (ure; don't 
you perceive £ am to be kept alive ?”* 
which fpeech, feeing the Jew ftare like 
a fool, this mangled wreicht accompanied 
with a loud laugh. Next oblerving the 
foldier who tood centinel over him bit- 
ing occafionally on a picce ot dry bread, 
he afked him, ‘ how it came to pafs that 
he, a white man, fhould have no meat to 
eat along with it?”  ** Becaufe I am 
not fo rich, "anfwered the foldier. “Then 
1 will make you a preient, Sir,” faid the 
negro; **firit pick my hand, which was 
chopped off, clean to the bones ; next 
begin todevour my body, till you are 
glutted ; when you will have b... bread 
And meat, as belt becomes you j^ which 
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piece of humour was followed by a fecon 
laugh ; and thus he continued till I lert 
him, which was about three hours after 
the dreadful execution,” 

We fhall fubjoin to this fhocking de- 
tai] our Author's reflections on it, as im» 
tirely agreeing with our own, togethut 
with a iingular occurrence which took 
place on his vilit to the fame ipot donis 
hours after. 

* Though I never recall to my re» 
membrante without the molt painful 
feniation this horrid feeney which mut 
revolt the feelings of all who have one 
fpark of humanity, I cannot forbear exa 
hibiting to the public the dreadful {pee= 
tacle in a drawing. {F the reader, hows 
ever, fnculd be otiended with this heteka 
ing exhibition, and my dwelling fo long 
on this unpleafant fubject, let it be fane 
relief to bis reflection to coniider this 
punifhment not ?nfliéted as a wanton and 
unprovoked act of cruelty, but as the e&= 
treme feverity of the Surinam laws on a 
deiperate wretch, fufferiug as an example 
to others for complicated crimes, white, 
at the lame time, it cannot. but give fne, 
and I hope many cthers, fone conioludoa 
to reflect, that the above barbarous mode 
of puniíhment was hitherto never pat 
in practice in the Britifh Colonies, 

“TI mult now relate an incident which, 
as it had a momentary effect on my iaa 
ginatton, might have had a laiting one ot 
lome who had not inveltigated the rea 
caule of it, and which it gave me no 
imall fatistaction to difcover. About 
three o'clock. in the afternoon, walking 
towards the place of exccution, with my 
thoughis full of the affe&ing fcene, and 
the image of the iufferer treh in my 
mind, the firit object I taw was his head, 
at fome diftanee, placed on a flake, sod» 
ding to me backwards and torwards, as 
if it had really been alive. Iinfantly 
itopped ihort, and, feeing no perfor in 
the Savannah, nor a breath cf wind fuf- 
ficient to move a leaf or a feather, T aca 
knowiedge that I was rivetted to the 
ground where I ítood, without having 
the refolution of advancing ona ftep, for 
fome time; till, reflecting that I muit be 
weak indeed not to approach,this dead 
(cull, and find out the wonderful phano- 
menon, if poffible, I boldiy walked up, 
and inftantiy diicovered the natural catie 
by the return ot^ yulture to the gallews, 
u67 perched upon it, as if he meant to 
difpute with me tor this feaft of carrion; 
which bird, having already picked out~ 
one of the eyes, had fled at my firit ap. 
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proach, and, ftriking the fkull with its 
talons as it took its fudden flight, occa- 
fioned the motion already deícribed. I 
fhall now only add, that this poor wretch, 
atter living wear fix hours, bad been 
knocked on the head by the commiitrat- 
ing centinel, the marks of whole mutket 
were perfectly vifible by a large open frac- 
ture on the fkull."* 

Our Author mentions a cuítom often 
practifed at Surinam by thoie who can 
afford it, of bathing young children in 

Madeira wine and water; and that his 
little boy was immericd inthis liquid by 
the generous hoipitality of a friend. The 
realons for this practice, to ftrange to an 
European, he docs not declare, perhaps 
he dees not know: but the tame cuilom 
prevailed among the ancien! Spartans, 23 
is related by Plutarch in his Life of Ly- 
curgus ; and he alfo gives this reafon tor 
xt?" “ They ppold, a fays he, “ that 
an ablution in this mixture determined 
the ftrength or weaknels of the inlant's 
conftitution, which, if it were defective, 
would, in confequence of fuch a bath, dry 
and pine away 5 but if healthiul, would 
become heartier and luitier,” 

So much having been Said in thei ex- 
tracts concerning Joanne and her little 
hoy, the reader will, probably, not 
be uninterefted in what remains to he 
told of her hittory, though the catattrophe 
be melancholy. Capt. S. on qnitiing 
Surinam for ever, wifhed to take with 
him to Europe his faithful companion ; 
but, notwithitaadin g her ardent affection 
tor him, his intreaties were iacffectual. 
Her attachment to her native countrv, 
her fente of juitice to. Mrs. Gedetroy, 
whofe debt was ftill undiicharged, and a 
Cecent pride, which mui neccilarily ex- 
perience mortification, on being degrad- 
ed irom the firlt rank among her own 
clafs in America to an humble and con- 
temptible condition in Eurepe, over. 
balanced every motive of leve and ten- 
dernels placed in the opposite fecale.

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manity, had interefted himfelf confidera- 
bly in the caate of a Nez, who had ap- 
pealed indicialiy againit her vows, inte 
which fhe had been torced by her parents.

In 
Spite of this generous interceffion, the 
unfortunate rectufe loft her caufe, and her 
vows were adjudged valid. 

In recalling this whcle adventure to 
their minds, the Marquis's literary af- 
fociates relolved to revive it to their 
own advantage. They took it for grant- 
ed, that this Nw had been fo fortunate 
as to efcape from her convent; and, in 
eonfequence, they made her write to the 
Marquis de Croifnvare, to intreat affitt- 
ance and protection. They employed 
themfelves at their petit foupé s,amidft loud 
burfts of laughter, in compofing thofe 
letters which were to make the good Mar- 
quis weep ; and at thofe meetings they 
allo read, with the fame exprefiions of 
mirth, the kind anfwers which were re- 
turned by this generous and worthy 
friend. 

They foon however perceived, that the 
calamities of their beraize began to inte- 
ret too deeply their tender benefactor. 
Accordingly they adopted the expedient 
of taking her off by death, preferring the 
uneafinefs which he would feel upon this 
event to thecertain danger ot inflaming 
his imagination, if the were permitted 
longer to furvive. “After his retum to 
Paris, all the cireumttances of this coz- 
piracy were unfolded to him. He laugh- 
ed, as may be iuppofed, at the trick, and 
the misfortunes of the poor. Nun ferved 
only to ftrengthen the bonds of friend- 
Ship among thoí£c fhe had left behind. 

It is a fingular circumftance, that if 
the imagination of the Marquis de Croi/- 
mare was heated by this pleafantry, that 
of Diderot, on his part, was no lefs ar- 
dently inflamed. He began to write in 
detail the whole hiftory of the Naz. He 
has not completed his work, but fill it 
muft be allowed to be a pathetic and iz- 
terefling romance. It eontains, however, 
zo mixture of love. It may be reckoned 
one of the moft /evere fatires on cloiflers 
that ever, was compefed ; and, -perhaps, 
not the lefs dangerous, as it feems'only 
to fpeak of them with praife. It cannot 
be denied, but, that like other /atires, it 
fometimes exaggerates the evils which it 
would remove, and /e/doz places in the 
oppohte fcale the good, which, in what- 
ever proportion, is ftillto be found in 
every human fociety. “The character of 
the Superior, Madame Mori, and of Fa- 
ther Lemoiné, are indeed both excellent 
in very different ways, but they are both 

. pafled over in a -hafty and perfun&ory 
manner, while the vicious and. fuperfti- 
tigus períonages of the drama exhibit 
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themfelves minutely, and in detail. This 
may be conformable enough to the pur- 
pofes of oratory and. popularity, but is ut- 
terly inconfiftent with truth; and with rea 
pbilofaphy. | 

Of the amiable pictures whicha nunnery 
mayditplay the following may beprefented 
to the reader, as no unfavourable fpecimen 
of our Author’s talent for diving into the 
depths of. the human heart: 

“J performed my xoviciate without 
averfion, I país rapidly over thole two 
firit years, becaufe they contained no- 
thing melancholy to me, but the fccret 
feeling that I was flowly approaching a 
ftate for which I was not formed. Some- 
times 1t was renewed with violence ; and 
as often as this happened, I recurred to 
my good fuperior (Madame Mont), who 
embraced. me, who unbofomed my foul, 
wbo difplayed to ime her arguments with 
force ; and always concluded with telling 
me-- And have not other fituations, 
too, their crofles? We are apt to be fen- 
fible only of our own. Come, my child; 
let us tall on cur knees, and pray.” She 
then knelt down, and prayed aloud, but 
with fo much x2z&&zion, eloquence, mild- 
nefs, elevation, and force, that you weuld 
hayedaid fhe was infpired by the Spirit of 
God. Hertheughts, her expreffions, her 
images, penetrated to the very bottom of 
the heart. At firt you liftened, by de- 
grees you were elevated, you were unit- 
ed with her ; the foul was thrilled, and 
your partook her tranfports. Her defign 
was not to feduce, but certainly this fhe 
accomplifhed. We left her with a heart 
enraptured, our countenances difplayed 
joy and extafy, we thed tears fo delight- 
ful! It was an impreffion which fhe her. 
felf took, which the long retained, and 
which thofe te whom it was communicat- 
ed likewife preferved. It is not to my 
own experience that I refer, it is to that 
of all the nuns. Some of them have told 
me, that they have felt the want of her 
confolation as that of an exquifite plea- 
fure, and I believe I required only a lit- 
tle more habit to reach that point 5 never- 
theleís, at the approach of my profe(fion, 
I experienced a melancholy fo profound, 
that it expofed my good fuperior to fe. 
vere trials : her talents forfook her : fhe 
herfelf acknowledged it to me. “ I don't 
know,” {ays fhe, < what pafles within 
me; it feems, when you come, as if God 
retired, and his Spirit were filent. It is 
in vain that I animate myéelf, that I feck 
ideas, that I attempt to exalt my foul, I 
feel myfelf an ordinary. and humble wo- 
man.”

se Ah, my deer mother!” faid I, 
*€ what prefentiment! if it were God 
that rendered you dumb.” 

“ One day that I felt mylelf more 
uncertain and more deprefled than ever, I 
went to her cell; my prefence at firft ren- 
dered her fpeechlefs ; it feemed that fhe read 
in my eyes, in my whole perfon, that the 
profound sentiment I carried within me 
was beyond her ftrength, and the was un- 
willing to ftruggle without the certainty 
of being vigtorious:  neverthelefs fhe 
made the attempt: by degrees fhe warm- 
ed; in proportion as my torrow fubfided, 
her enthufiafm increafed. She threw her- 
felf fuddenly upon her knees ; I foliowed 
herexample. I imagined I was to partake 
her tranfports; I wifhed it.

{fome words; then all at once fhe was 
filent. I waited in vain, fhe fpoke no 
more ; the rofe, fhe burft into tears, fhe 
took me by the hand, and (queezing it 
between her's, ** Oh, my dear child V° {faid 
the, ** what a cruel effect have you pro- 
duced upon me! Obferve the confequence; 
the Spirit has withdrawn--1 feel it. Go, 
let God {peak to you himfelf, fince it is 
not his pleafure to communicate himitlf 
Dy ne. 

* In reality, I know not what had 
pafled within her; whether I had infpired 
her with a diftruft of her power, which 
has never been diffipated ; whether I had 
rendered her timid, or really broken her 
correfpondence with heaven ; but the ta- 
lent of confilation returned to her no 
more. 

““ Upon the eve of my frofeffon, I 
went to fee her; fhe laboured under a 
melancholy equal to my own. I wept, 
and fo did fhe; I threw myfelf at her feet ; 
the blefled me, the raifed-me up, embraced 
me, and again fent me away, laying, GI 
am weary of life, I wifhto die. I have 
afked of God never to fee this day, but it 
is not his will. Go, I will (peak to your 
mother; I will pafs the night in prayer ; 
pray you alfo ; put go to bed, I com- 
mand you."—** Allow me, "anfwered T, 
€c to join you 3 -- I allow you from nine 
o'clock till eleven--no more, no more. 
At half paft nine o'clock I will begin to 
pray, and you will begin alfo ; but at 
eleven o'clock you will allow me to pray 
alone, and you wil! takerepofe. Go, dear 
child, I thall watch before God the re- 
mainder of the night.” 

«© She wifhed to pray, but could not. 
T flept ; and in the mean time this holy 

woman went through the pailages,knock- 
ing atévery door. She awoke the nuns, 
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and made them go down without noifé te 
the church. Ail of them repaired thi- 
ther; and, when they were there, fhe in- 
vited them to addrefs themfelves to hea- 
ven in my favour. This prayer was 
made in filence: then fhe extinguifhed the 
light, all repeated together the Mifererey 
except the Superior, who, proftrate at the 
foot of the altar, macerated herielf in a 
cruel manner, faying, # O God! If it 
be for any fault that I have committed 
that you have departed from me, grant 
me forgiveneífs! I do not atk you to re- 
s 5 M Wes c 

ftore me the giftof which you have de- 
prived me, but that you would addrefs: 
yourfelf to this innocent, who íleeps, 
while I here invoke you in her favour.” 

This is a faithful and animated pifture 
of glowing and bumble piety 5 and fuch, 
we truft, is not barely the creature of 
Fancy, but may be found both with: and 
without the precincts of the c/oz/fer. We 
are furprized to obierve the tranflator, who 
is in general fufficiently correct, ufing the 
word macerate for correGing with lafbes 
in the above, and in feveral other paf- 
fages of this Work. He mult have con- 
founded it with another word of a fimilar 
found. 

As a contraft to the above defcription, 
read the following account of the fuffer- 
ings our unfortunate heroine endured af. 
ter the death of the Superior, her friend, 
and when another of a very oppofite dif- 
pofition had fucceeded. We will hope, 
however, for the credit of conventual in- 
ftitutions, and of humanity, that the fcene 
has never been réatixed. 

* They no longer complained of me 
to the Superior, but they did every thing 
in their power to render my life uncom- 
fortable. They forbad the nuns to come’ 
near me, and I foon found mytelf defert- 
ed. Ihad a few friends, who contrived, 
by ftealth, to get the better of the re- 
ftraint which was impofed upon them 5 
and now that they could not pafs the day 
with me, they vilited me at night, or at 
forbidden hours. Spies were fet upon us ; 
they furprized me, fometimes with one, 
fometimes with another. “This fort of 
imprudence was all they withed for, and 
I was punifhed for it in the moft inhuman 
manner. . They condemned me for whole 
weeks to pafs the fervice upon my knees, 
apart from the reft of the choir; to live 
upon bread and water 3 to remain {hut up 
in my cell ; to perform the meaneft offices 
in the houfe. Thole whom they called 
my accomplices, were no better treated, 
When they could not find me in a fault, 

they 
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they took one forgranted : they fometimes 
gave me orders which it was impoffible ti 
execute, and punifhed me for not obeying 
them ; they changed the hours of fervice 
and of eating ; they deranged, without my 
knowledge, the whole cloifiral order 3 and 
with all the attention I could beftow. I 
was every day culpable, and every day 
punifhed. 

** Thad courage; but there is no de- 
gree of fortitude that can fupport defer- 
tion, folitude, and perfecution. Things 
«ame to fuch a height, that they made a 
/port of tormenting me ; it was the amuie- 
ment of a band of fifty perfons. It is 
impoffible to enter into a minute detail of 
their malicious tricks: they prevented 
me from fleeping, from watching, and 
from praying. One day they ftole fome 
ef my clothes; another day they carried 
off my keys, or my breviary; my lock 
was fpoiled : they hindered me from doing 
my duty; and what I did they never fail- 
ed to derange. They afcribed to me ac- 
tions and fpeeches of which I was not 
the author ; they made me refponfible for 
every thing 5 and my life was one conti- 
nued {cene of real or pretended faults, and 
of chaftifements. 

« My health was not proof againtt fo 
long and ievere trials. I fell into a [tate 
of deje&tion, fpleen, and-melancholy. At 
firit I had recourte to the altar for energy 
of mind, and I found fome at times. I 
wavered between refignation and defpair; 
fometimes fubmitting to all the rigour of 
my fate, at other times meditating my de- 
liverance by violent means. There was 
a deep well at the bottom of the garden. 
How often have I looked at it! There 
was by the fide of the well a ftone 
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feat. How often have I fat upon 
it, with my head leaning upon the brink ! 
How often, in the tumult of my ideas, 
have I fuddenly got up and refolved to 
put an end to my fufferings! What pre- 
vented me? Why did I then prefer Ja- 
mentation, crying aloud, trampling my 
veil under my feet, tearing my hair, and 
macerating my face with my nails?” 
After a variety of unheard-of perfecu- 
tions and hardfhips, om Nun is removed 
to another cenyent, where fhe experiences 
as extraordinary kindnefs. The Superiors 
however, is reprefented as irregular and 
carelefs in her difciplin, and licentious inher 
morals. In confequence of difappoint- 
ment in an improper attachment to the 
heroine of the tery, fhe becomes infane, 
and dies the terrible victim of guilt and 
defpair. The Nun is foon after accufed 
ot forcery by an aged and fuperftitious Su- 
perior, who fucceeds, and who believes 
her predeceffor to have been deluded and 
deltroyed by it. The old vexations and 
perfecutions are renewed, and the Nzz is 
perfuaded by a young Benediéiine to elope 
from the houfe. By his afliftance fhe fuc- 
ceeds in her ícheme ; and after repelling 
fome attempts which he makes on her vir- 
tue in their flight, finds herfelf at laft 
witha Madame Madin, from whofe houfe 
her correfpondence with the Marquis de 
Crorfmare commences. f 
Of all the eftablifhments of which 
France has been deprived, none will be 
lefs regretted than its monafficinfti ulions. 
The good they may have once generated 
has paffed away for ever ; and they could 
only be the feats of syrannical dominion, 
the nurjeries of indolence and apathy.

LORD BACON. 
e THE multitude of Penal Laws, fays 
this oracle of human wifdom, 
‘© expounds the curfe of the Prophet, 
*t Pluet fuper eos laqueos," and which 
are.more than fhowers of hail and rain 
to cattle, for they fall upon men.” 
The fevcrity, indeed, no lefs than the 
multitude of thofe {nares to mankind, 
are to be much complained of in this 
country, fecond, as Lord Bacon fays, 
tono other country in Europe for good 
laws. Upwards of one hundred and 
fixty crimes are punilhed with death in 
aur Criminal Code; that punifhment, 
of all terrible things the moft terrible 
(according to an Ancient), is inflicted 
equally on him who deftroys the image 
of his Creator, and on him who cuts 
zhop-bine. Our Legiflators feem, like 
Drace, to have written their laws with 
human blood, and to have regarded the 
life of aman in no higher eftimation 
than the appendage ofa plant. Againft 
this difproportion of crime to punifhment 
many perfons have infifted; the virtu- 
ous Sir Thomas More, the eloquent 
Dr. Johnfon, the learned Sir Wiiliam 
Blackftone, and the experienced and 
benevolent Mr. Colquhoun *.  Amidft 
the many reforms that have been pro- 
je&ted in Parliament, none furely would 
do more honour to it, and perform 
mere fervice to thofe from whom it de- 
rives its power, than a reform of our 
Penal Statutes ; Statutes but too often 
made, as Lord Bacon fays, upon the 
(pur of the occafion, and without that 
general reference to the difpofition of 
man, without which no great good can 
ever be effe&ed. Hence many crimes 
zo unpunithed from the feverity of the 
punifiment; profecution changes its 
mame very properly into that of perfe- 
cution. Many great crimes, as breach 
of truft, incur no punifhment at all. 

It would furely be wife and humane 
in the Legiflature to interfere in this 
chaos of legal and of moral confufion, 
and to appoint Commilfioners to reduce 
into a general fyftem of Criminal Law 
a code of offences and of punifhments 
tha: may bear their proper proportion to 
each other, and to whofe affittance the 
mottlearned Judges and the moft excel- 
lent practical Magiftrates fhall becalied. 
“The time and the pains beftuwed upon 


this noble work would be amply coms 
penfated by its utility to the country, 
and by the applaufes with whichit would. 
be received by their grateful fellow- 
citizens ; and then Bracton’s celebrated 
with would be realized, ** Ut pena ad 
paucos, metus ad omnes perveniet." 

Mr. Colquhoun, for many good rea- 
fons, is ftrenuous for the appointment 
of a public Profecutor for the Crown 
in all criminal cafes, affifted by Deputy 
Profecutors under the Attorney- General 
for the time being. “ An eftablifh- 
ment," adds he, “of this fort, even at 
a very (mall falary, would be confidered 
asan honourable entrée to many young 
Counfel, who, in protecting the public 
againft the frauds, tricks, and devices 
of old and profeffed thieves, by which 
at prefent they efcape juftice, would 
alfo, by keeping the ftream pure, allow 
no advantage to be taken of the prifoner.”” 

On the fubjeét of Criminal Law the 
exquifite Inftruétions of Catherine the 
late Emprefs of Ruffa, **Beccaria on 
Punifhments, with Voltaire's Com- 
ment,” and “Les Loix Penales, by De 
Valaze,” Alencon, 1704, oftavo,”-may 
be perufed with great advantage.

ART. L 

AE fhall be Peace, Friendfhip, 
andGood Underfanding between the 

FrenchRepublic andPope Pius theVTIrh, 

^ II. The Pope revokes all adhefion, 

afliftance, and cenceífion, open or fecret, 
given by him to the Coalition armed 
againft the French Republic, and to 
every Treaty of Alliance, Offenfive and 

Defenfive, with whatever Power it may 

be. He engages himfelf not to fur- 

nifh, either for the prefent or any future 
war, to any Power armed againft the 

French Republic, any fuccours in men, 

fips, arms, warlike ftores, or provifions 

of money, under any title or denomina- 
tion whatever, 

III. His Holinefs thal! difbond, with- 
jn five days after the ratification of the 
prefent Treaty, the troops of the new 
fo: mation, retaining only the regiments 
exifting before the Treaty of Armiftice 
figned at Bologna, 

IV. The thips of war or corfairs of 
the Powers armed againft the French 
Republic fhall not enter, or at leait fhall 
not make any fiay during the prefent 
War, in the Ports or Roads of the Ec- 
clefiaftical States. 

V. The French Republic fhall con- 
tinue to enjoy, as before the War, all 
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defired his compliments and acknow- 
ledgements, for having, by his fpeeches 
in our Houfe of Commons, hurled him 
from the Throne of Poiand.

Befides the fum mentioned in 
the preceding Articles, the Pope fhall 
pay to the French Republic, in fpecic, 
diamonds, and «ther valuables, the fum 
of 15,000,000 of French Livres Tour- 
nois, of which 16,000,000 livres (hall 
be paid in the courfe of March and five 
in the courfe of April next. 

KITI, The VIIIth Article of the 
Treaty of Armiftice figned at Bologna, 
concerning the manufcripts and objeéts 
of Art, thall be carried into complete 
execution as fpeedily as poffibie. 

XIV. The French army fhall eva- 
cuate Umbria, Perugia, and Camerino, 
as foon as the Xth Article of the pre- 
fent Treaty fhall be executed and ac- 
complifhed. 

XV. The French army fhail evacuate 
the Province of Macerata, excepting 
Ancona and Fano, and their T'errito- 
ries, as foon as the firt five millions of 
ehe fum mentioned in the XIIth Arti- 
cie of the prefent Treaty fhall have 
been paid and delivered. 

XVI. The French fhail evacuate the 
Territory of the City of Fano, and the 
Duchy of Urbino, as foon as the fecond 
five millions of the fum mentioned in 
the XIIth Article of the prefenz Treaty 
thall have been delivered: and the 111Iq. 
Xth, XIth, and XIIIth, hall have been 
executed. “The lah five millions, mak- 
ing up the whole of the fum flipulated 
to be paid by the XJ1th Article, fhall 
be paid at the fartheit in the courfe of 
April next, : 

XVII. The French Republic cedes 
to the Pope all its right to the different 
religious foundations in the City of 
Rome and at Loretto; and the Pope 
cedes entirely. to the French Repubiic 
all the aliodiai property belonging to 
the Holy 8ce, in the three Provinces 
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of Bologna, Ferrara, and Romagna, 
and particularly the eftate of Mefola 
and its dependencies, the Pope referv- 
ing to himfelf, however, in cafe they 
fhall be fold, a third of the fums arifing 
from fuch fale, which fhall be remitted 
as part of his contribution. 

XVIII. His Holinefs fha!l difavow, 
by his Minifter at Paris, the effafiina- 
tion of the Secretary of Legation. Bafe- 
ville; and, in the courfe of the vear, 
the fum of three hundred thoufand 
livres fhall be paid to and divided 
amongit thote who have fuffered by this 
event. 

XIX. His Holinefs fhall fet at liberty 
all perfons in confinement on account of 
their political opinions. 

XX. The Commander in Chief fhall 
permit all the prifoners of war from 
the troops of his Hoiinefs to return home 
as foon as he hall have reccived the rae 
tification of this Treaty. 

XXI.Untila Commercial Treaty thall 
be concluded between the French Re- 
public and the Pope, the Commerce of 
the Republic thall be re-eftablifhed and 
treated by the States of his Holinefs on 
the fame footing as the Nation molt fa- 
voured in its Commerce. 

XXIT. Conformably tothe 6th Arti. 
cle of the Treaty concluded at the 
Hague in April, in the 3d year, the 
Peace concluded by the prefent Trea- 
ty between the French Republic and his 
Holinefs is declared to extend to the 
Batavian Republic. 

XXIII. The Poft of France fhall be 
re-cftablifhed at Rome, in the fame 
manner as it exifled before. 

XXIV. The School of Arts, infi- 
tuted at Rome for all the French, hall 
be re-eftabiifhed, and fha!! continue to 
be conduéted as before the War. The 
Palace bclonging to the Republic, where 
this fchool 1s held, fhall be reltored 
without wafe. 

XXV. All the Articles, Claufes, and 
Conditions, of the preient Treaty thall 
be, without exception, oblipatory for 
ever, as well on his Holinefs as on his 
fucceffors. 

XXVI. The prefent Treaty fhall be 
ratified with the fhorteft potfible delay.

cut having taken the oaths required by 
Jaw, he had incurred certain penalries 
and difqualifications, which an Act of 
Parliament onlv could remove. He held 
a Dill in his hand. for that. purpofe, to 
which his Majefty had gracioufly affent- 
ed, and he moved to bring itin ; which 
being granted, the Bill was read a firft 
and fecond time, and ordered to be en- 
groffed.— Adjourned to Monday. 

MONDAY, MARCH 6, 
THANKS TO SIR JOHN JERVIS. 

Earl Spencer, in a fpeech of the high- 
eft panegyric on the late important vic- 
tory over the Spaniards, moved, ‘ That 
the thanks of the Houfe fhould be 
conveved by the Lord Chancellor to Sir 
John Jervis, for his brilliant and decided 
victory over the Spanifh fleet, on the 
14th of February 1797.” 

The Duke of Bedford hoped Mini- 
fiers had it in contemplation to move 
for fome more fignal mark of gratitude 
to him; he alfo thought the prefent 
motion not worded fufficiently ftrong 
to convey to polterity that this was 
more than an ordinary victory. He 
fuggefted, therefore, that the words 
s fo greatly fuperior in number” fhould 
be inferted after the words ** Spaniíh 
Hoi 

Lord Spencer had no objection to the 
introduction of any words which the 
Houfe were inclined to think would 
more ftrongly exprefs their fenfe of bis 
fervice. a 

The Duke of Clarence bore teftimo- 
ny tothe merits of Sir John Jervis ; 
gave fcveral inftances, from his own 
knowledge, of the excellent ftate and 
difcipline in which the men and ‘hips 
were invariably kept which were under 
his command; and, without meaning 
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the flighteft offence to anv other, hefi- 
tated not to declare him the very bet 
Officer in his Majefty’s fervice. 

Lord Guildford approved of the ine 
troduction of the words, as highly ne- 
ceffary ro diftinguith a fervice that was, 
perhaps, the very [alvation of the coun« 
try 5 it was the molt fignal vi&tury we 
had ever atchieved ; and he hoped it 
would everremain fo, for he hoped no 
Britith fleet would ever again be left to 
engage fo great a fuperiority. 

Lord Spencer, with much warmth, 
contended againft fuch a refponfibility 
being thrown upon his fituation as that 
a Britifh fquadron fhould never have to 
contend with a fuperior force :—he had 
in this inftance, as be fhould in every 
other, fupplied the Admiral with every 
fupport it was in the power of the coya- 
try to enable him to do. 

Lord Hood paid many compliments 
to the abilities anc valour of Sir John ; 
he faid, it appeared as if the gallant Ad- 
miral was aware that feme great at- 
chievement was ncceffary to difpcl our 
prefent gloom, and therefore, confident 
in the valour, fpirit, and difcipline of 
the Officers and men whom he had in 
command, he boldly hazarded a rifk 
which could only be equalled by his 
fuccefs ; no compliment, in his opinion, 
the Houfe could pay, would more than 
counterbalance the fervice the country 
had reccived. 

After a variety of obfervations on the 
fubject, it was at length agreed, that 
the motion, with the amendment of 
great fapiricriiy of the Spanifh fleet 
fhould be adopied ; and the thanks of 
the Houfe to Sr John Jervis, and to 
the Flag Officers, mentioning them by 
name, and the Captains, Officers, and 
Seamen of the victorious fiect, were 
voted.

CAUSE OF THE LATE ORDER OF 
COUNCIL. 


The Duke of Bedford, after a long 
fpeech, moved, “ That a Select Com- 
mittec, of fifteen Peers, be appointed to 
enquire iato the caufes for iffuing the 
Order in Council of the 26 h of Februa- 
ry laki.” 


Lord 
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Lord Grenville did not object to the 
appointment of a Committee, convinced, 
the more the matter was inveftigated, 
the more it would be to the credit 
of the Bank ; but he could not agree 
to its being an open Committee ; there- 
fore he moved to legve out the word 
Special, and infert the word Secret in 
its fead. 

The Duke of Bedford ftrongly con- 
tended againft this, upon the ground 
that, fo far from its being likely to be 
fatisfa€tory to the public, it would be 
confidercd as a mockery, and add to the 
alarm. 

Lord Grenville’s amendment was 
then put and agreed to, after which he 
moved that the Committee be appointed 
by ballot.— Carried by a Majority 
gf 39- 

THURSDAY, MARCH 16. 

The Earl of Albemarle refe to make 
his promifed motion on the Naval De- 
fence of Ireland. His Lordfhip en- 
tered into a copious detail of the naval 
operations, as well on the part of the 
enemy as the Gritith fleets, refpecting 
the atrempt on Ireland, from the period 
of the French fleet quitting Breft, until 
the time of Lord Bridport’s return to 
Porifmouth; and, from the whole, 
he argued, that neglect and mifmanage- 
menton the part of the Britifh, were 
the caufes why the cnemy’s feci did not 
all into our hands. He concluded by 
moving, “ That this Houfe do refolve 
iticif into a Coinmittee to inquire into 
the meafures taken for the protection 
ef Ircland by a naval force, on the late 
attempt of invafion,” 

On the quefiion being put from the 
Woolfack, 

Earl Spencer, in an argumentative 
fpeech of confiderable length, replete 
with nautical detail, fuccefsfully replied 
tothe Noble Earl. He refled with con- 
fidence on the decifion of the Houfe, 
eonfcious that the whole of what had 
taken place proceeded from caufes out 
of the reach of human controul, He 
ftood acquitted to himfelf.— He could 
not command what depended on the 
weather and the elements..--Could any 
serfon be found who could combat and 
tontzoul thefe irrefiftible opponents, to 
him he would cheerfully refign the 
management of the Britifh Nayy, and 
would rejoice at the circumftance . for 
his part, he had made the bei ufe of 
the means entrufted to his hands, and 
employed them in fuch a manner as a 
fenfe of duty, and the fafety and honour 
w the country, had dictated, 
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Lord Hood oppofed the motion, 
which he thought might be productive 
of much mifchief, without anfwering 
any good purpofe. Inftcad of thefe 
kinds of difputes, if all parties would 
cordially unite in fupport of Govern- 
ment, he had no doubt but that our 
endeavours would be fuccefsful, and that 
we fhould obtain a fafe and honourable 

eace. ' 

Earl Fitzwilliam cenfidered the ine 
quiry as neceffary, to fatisfy the people 
of Ireland that the defence of their 
country was not a fecondary confidera- 
tion, and that the fecurity cf England 
was not fo much preferred to ir, that 
their fhores were left unprotected, wnen 
an attack from aa enemy was reafona- 
bly to be expected. 

Lord Grenville replied, fo far from 
the fafety of Ireland having been ne- 
glected, it had been the object of parti. 
cular attention, 

Earl Carlifle, Marquis of Abercorn, 
Earl Moira, the Duke of Bedford, and 
the Marquis of Lanfdowne, fupported 
the motion. After which the Houfe 
divided upon Lord Albemarle's motion. 
—Contents, 145 Proxy, 1 ; in all, 15 : 
-—Non-Contents, 745 Proxies, 20; in 
all, 94 5 Majority, 79. 

TUESDAY, MARCH 21. 

Earl Moira rofe to bring forward a 
motion on the ftate of Ireland. He fet 
out with admitting the apparent delica- 
cy of the queftran, and with anticipat- 
ing the various obje&ions which mighr 
be urged againft bis propofition ; he 
allowed the propriety cf the feparate 
and independent Legiflatures of both 
kingdoms adhering to the conftitutional 
bounds prefcribed to them in particu- 
lar cafes, and was aware of the allow- 
able jealoufy which, on fuch occafions, 
fhould be entertained by either; but 
fuch a line of reafoning could not apply 
to the prefent occafion, He contended 
thar, when an urgent neceffity arofe, 
when circumftances took place in which 
the gencral fafety or welfare of both 
kingdoms were involved, it was proper, 
it was neceffary, that either the one or 
the other fhould boldly ftep forward, 
and, with manly opennefs, avow its fens 
timents in fuch a manner as to evince to 
the public the purity of its motives, and 
that it was on great and obvious grounds 
of public utility alone that its interference 
was offered. His Lordfhip then moved, 
*: That an humble Addrefs be prefent- 
ed to his Majefty, imploring his pater- 
nal and benevolent intervention to re- 

medy 
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medy the difcontents which unhappily 
pa in his Majefty's kingdomof Ire- 
and, and threaten ferioufly toaffeét the 
deareft interefts of the Britifh Empire." 

On the queftion being put, 

Lord Grenville rofe.--His Lordthip 
began by régretting the abfence of his 
Noble and Learned Friend (the Chan- 
cellor), from whofe experience and abi- 
lities their Lordfhips would receive 
much affiftance. He imagined that the 
Noble Earl. who brought forward the 
motion might conceive he had very 
ftrorg gr unds to proceed on,or he would 
not have urged their Lurdfhips to en- 
tertain fuch a very objectionable propo- 
fition ; a propofition which would in 
effect go to violate the folemn contract 
made between the Legiflators of Great 
Britain and Ireland, to tear afunder the 
bonds of union between the two coun- 
&ries, and to ftrike at the very founda- 
tions of the Britifh Empire. His Lord- 
fhip deemed the propofed call upon his 
Majefty to be at leaft highly fuper- 
fiuous ; there was no need of imploring 
his paternal intervention ; the whole 
tenor of his conduét towards Ireland 
fhewed there was no neceffity for urg- 
ing him.» Refpeéting the fubjeé of the 
feparation of the Legiflative Powers of 
the two countries, and confirming the 
independence of that ofIreland,hisLord- 
fhip went into an hiftorical detail, The 
bufinefs was firft taken up about 14 
years ago, and he recited the different 
conceflions which were made with this 
view, in the order in which they took 
place :—the renunciation of her claims 
on the part of Great Britain, the repeal 
of the 6th of George I. and the fub- 
fequent indulgences which were grant- 
ed tothe Irifh in matters of Conftitution- 
al and commercial regulation; thefe were 
granted to that nation by the moft folemn 
Aéts of the Britifh Parliament, and 
againft all thefe, he muft contend, the 
Noble Earl’s propofition direétly mili- 
tated. On this ground it was that he 
principally oppofed it, and he would 
trouble their Lordthips no farther than 
to fay, he deemed it his duty to give the 
motion his decided negative. 

_Earl Fitzwilliam fpoke in favour of 
the motion. He confidered the prefent 
as a cafe of exigency affecting the 
deareft interefts of both countries, and 
in which no impropriety could obtain in 
the Legiflature of the one addreffing 
their common Sovereign to interpofe 
and remedy thofe grievances which fo 
feriouily threatened both. 
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TheEarl of Liverpool expreffed his de- 
cided difapprobation of the Motion. He 
confidered the adoption of it as direttly 
trenching upon tKe Legiflative indepen. 
dence of lreland, as it was clearly a 
matter of internal regulation. 

TheMarquis of Lanfdowne fupported 
the Motion, 

The Queftion being called for, the 
Houfe divided on Lord Moira's motion, 
Contents, 205 Proxies, 1--Non-Con- 
tents,72 ; Proxies, 20, Majority againft 
the motion, 71. Adjourned. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 23. 

The Earl of Oxford rofe to make his 
promifed motion for a Negociation for 
peace.--He prefaced it with a very 
{fhort Aceleefs, in which he referred, in 
general terms, to what he alledged to 
be the diftreffed fituation of the coun- 
try, and the neceffity that exited for a 
fpeedy pacification, in order to fave it, 
—He alfo cenfured the condu& of Mi- 
nifters with regard to thelate Negocia- 
tion for peace, and contended for their 
infincerity on the occafion ; at the fame 
time, he infifted on the fincerity and 
earneft wifhes of the French Go. 
vernment to terminate the Negociation 
amicably.—He then moved an Addrefs 
to his Majefty, of confiderable length, 
and embracing a variety of topics. —The 
leading features of the propofition were 
to the following effect :—The firuation 
of the country was fet forth as embar- 
raffed in fuch a manner, that the fpeedy 
reftoration of peace was eifential to its 
prefervation and welfare. The general 
bad couduét of Minifters was infifted 
on, and particularly in the affair of the 
late pegociation for peace, in which 
their infincerity was obvious. At the 
fame time, the good-wifhes of the 
French Directory for peace were no lefs 
evident ; and thefe points were illuftrat- 
ed by copieus quotations. The pro- 
pofed Addrefs then referred to Conftitu- 
tional topics, and urged the propriety of 
reftoring to Englifh men the ancient and 
free Conftitution of their country, as the 
beft means cf infuring permanent prof- 
perity. Above all, the neceffity of 
peace was infifled on, and his Majefiy 
was implored to order fteps to be taken 
towards accelerating thefe defirable 
ends, &c. 

On the queftion being put, 

Lord Grenville obferved, that it was 
totally uunecefiary to reply in any derail 
to the very extraordinary firing of pro- 
pohiions their Lordíhips had juft heard. 
p With 
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With refpe&t to the prominent feature 
in the motion--that which refpeéted the 
Negociation for peace, it was a fubject 
which the Houfc had cently difcuffed, 
and folemnly decided. In this view he 
would move, that the Addrefs of their 
Lordfhips on that occafion, namely, of 
the goth of December laft, be read : this, 
he obferved, contained every meccflary 
argument againft that part of the mo- 
tion; and it would be feen, that, fo far 
feom the Negociation being terminated 
by this country, it was infolently and 
abruptly broken off by the Government 
of France. 

The Addrefs abovementioned was 
accordingiy read by the Clerk; ou 
which 

The Duke of Norfolk rofe.—He ob- 
ferved, that the circumftance of their 
Lordfhtps having come to fuch a deci- 
fion, even allowing itto bave been una- 
nimous and juft, was certainly no rea- 
fon why they fhould not confider and 
deliberare upon the fubject again when 
occafton required. He contended, that 
the infincerity of Minifters was appa- 
rent ; and he had no hope of an ade- 
quate peace, until the negociation of it 
was entrufted to abler and wifer perfons. 
- He reprobated the idea of making the 
ceffion of Belgium by France a fne gua 
zon in the Negociation : if that was in- 
fitted upon, we never fhould have peace. 

The Earl of Morton faid, he deemed 
it incumbent on him to refift the motion, 
witha view to the confifteacy and dig- 
nity of the proceedings of the Houfe, 
and prefed the Houfe to recolleét, that 
the D adi had not ooly broken off the 
Negociation for peace, but originally 
commenced the war—we were not the 
aggreffors. 

The Marquis of Lanfdowne faid, 
he certainly would fupport the motion.

ACCOMMODATION NOTES. 
AAR. WILBERFORCE BIRD ftated 
the great inconvenience that arofe 
to manufaéturers not having the means 
of paying their workmen ona Saturday, 
in confequence of the fcarcity of fpecic. 
The giving currency to the paper of 
the Bank of England, and the Banks in 
"W'eftminfter and the Borough of South- 
mack, would be of litte avail in therc- 
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A late decifion of the Houfe on the fub. 
je& was no ground that they fhould not 
take it up again 5 and it woul! hardly 
be denied him, that the prefent alarm - 
ing ftate of the country did render 
{uch difcuffion neceliary. His Lordfhip 
geverally cenfured the conduct of Mi- 
niiters with re(pcé& to the late Negocia- 
tion, and concluded wi:hafferting, that 
the fituation of this country was as well 
known in France as it was in En- 
gland. 

Fhe Earl of Guildford faid, he 
would fupport the motion, as he would 
every other propofition that had a ten- 
dency to the re eftablifhment of peace. 

Earl Spencer thought the adoption 
of the motion, inftead of accelerating 
peace, would retard it. It would, in 
effect, be holding out to France and to 
Europe, that we were willing to make 
peace upon any terms, 

The Earl of Carlifle was decidedly 
againft the motion, He was furprifed 
to hear the fincerity of Miniftersin their 
wifhes for peace doubted. He faw no 
poflitle reafon why they thould be other- 
wile. 

Lord Grenville entered into a very 
able and fpirited reply, and fuccefsfully 
refuted the various arguments which 
had been urged in favour of the motion 5 
after which the queftion was called for, 
and the Houfe divided—For the motion, 
16 ; Proxy, 1.—Againft it, 52 ; Prox- 
jes, 19.— Majority, 54. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 24. 

The Royal Affent was given by Com- 
miffion to the Marine Mutiny Bill, the 
Land Tax Commiffioners Bill, together 
with ten private Bills. 

The different Bills on the Table were 
forwarded in their refpe&tive ftaves, 
and their Lordíhips adjourned till Mon- 
day, 
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mote parts of the kingdom, where the 
tradefmen and labourers could not have 
half the confidence in a Guinea Bank 
Note iffued from Charing Crofs or the 
Strand, that they would if iffued by a 
man of known opulence and refpectabi- 
lity in their own neighbourhood. He 
concluded by moving “' for leave to

"The Houfe then refolved itfelf into a 
Committee on the Bill for permitting 
the Bank of England to iffue notes un- 
der the value of five pounds ; the re- 
port was immediately brought up, read 
a firft and fecond time, and agreed to.— 
Upon the queftion being put and carried 
that the Bill be engroffed, 

Mr. Pitt obferved, that the flate of 
the public intereft required that the 
Bill fhould be read a third time on that 
night, yet he had no objection that fome 
more time fhould be given for its con- 
fideration. Bill ordered to be en- 
groffed. 

Mr. Fox then moved, ** That a Com- 
mittee be appointed to enquire into the 
Caufes of the Order of Council.” 

After fome little more debate, tbe 
Houfe dividing, there appeared for Mr. 
Fox's motion 65 ; againft it 161. 

Mr. Sheridan afterwards moved, 
e That Mr. Fox's name be added to rhe 
Secret Committee," which was nega- 
tived by a majority of 91. Adjourned, 

THURSDAY, MARCH 2. 

Mr. Witberforce Bird brought up his 
Bill for fufpending the reftridtions of 
two Acts, tne one of the 15th, and the 
other of the 17th, of his prefent Ma- 
jey, and permitting the iffue of {mall 
notes... The Bill was read a firfi time ; 
and on the queflion for the fecond 
reading, 

Mr Sheridan afked if the ifue of 
thofe nores was limitedto Bankers only? 

Mr. Bird faid, the aperation of the Bill 
was general, and would extend to mer- 
chants, &c. 

After iome obfervations from Mr. 
Siicridan and Alderman Lufhington, on 
the danger of an unlimited iffue of fmall 
notes, 

Mr. Bird moved, that the Houfe do 
now refolve itfeif into a Committce ; 
which being agreed to, the report was 
received, and the Bill ordered to be read 
a third time to-morrow, if then en- 
groffed. 


FRIDAY, MARCH 3 

On the order of the day for the third 
reading of the Bill for allowing Traders 
and others to ifue {mall Notes, after 
. fome converíation as to the mode of en- 
forcing payment of thofe Notes, in 
which Mr. Pitt alluded to the probabi- 
lity of a new Copper Coinage, the Bill 
was read a third time. 
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A claufe was brought up by way of 
rider, fubjeéting the 1fuer of a Note, 
on non-payment, to a penalty oftwenty 
fhillings, with debt and cofs ; and alfo, 
on refufing to comply, toauthoriie Juf- 
tices of the Peace to iffue a warrant of 
diftrefs on the party's effects. 

The Thanks of the Houfe were voted 
to Sir JohnJervis, alfo to Vice- Admirais 
Thompfon and Parker, Rear- Admiral 
Nelfon, and to the Captains, Officers, 
Seamen, and Marines, on board his Ma- 
jefty’s fleet, for the brilliant and fplendid 
victory gained over the Spanifh fleet on 
the 14th of February. 

Mr. Whitbread rofe, in puriuance of 
his notice, to move for a Committee of 
Enquiry into the meafures adopted by 
Government rcfpecting the late defcent 
attempted by the enemy on the Coaft of 
Ireland ; which was got rid of after a 
long debate, by Mr. Dundas’s moving 
the previous queftion ; there appearing 
for the previous queftion 209,.—Againtt 
it 62.--Majority 147. 

The Chairman of the Committee to 
enquire into the concerns of the Bank 
of England reported, that they had en- 
‘tered into a full examination of the en- 
gagements of the Bank, and of its funds 
for difcharging the fame—that they had , 
found the outitanding engagements, on 
the 254th of February laft, toamount to 
the fum of13,770,390l. and that the funds 
and fecurity applicable to the payment 
of the fame amounted to 17,597,28ol. 
leaving a balance of nearly FOUR Miš- 
LIONS, exclufive of a debt due from the 
Government of the country tothe Bank 
of 11,686,8col. (upon which an intereft 
of three per cent. was annually paid); fo 
that they had left after the difcharge of 
all demands upon them nearly FIFTEEN 
MILLIONS fterling. 

MONDAY, MARCH 6, 

HIGH PRICE OF BUTCHERS MEAT. 

Mr. Mainwaring rofe to make his 
promifed motion on this fubje&. It ap- 
peared, that the high price of meat was, 
in a great degree, owing to the practices 
of jobbers, who went round the coun- 
try to buy up large quantities of cattle, 
which were afterwards jobbed again 
from them, and fometimes went through 
three or four hands before chey reached 
the market. The lait of thefe jobbers 
fent them to London, with a fixed price 
on their heads, contrary to the practice 
of the grazier, who would fell them for 
the price of the day. It was in evidence 
before the Committee laft Seffions, that 
one of thefe jobbers had gained in the 
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fpring of 1795 no lefs than 2c00l. and 
there were a variety of inftances where 
they had cleared other confiderable (ums. 
More recentiy they had gone into the 
further practice of buying up lean cattle 
from the breeders, and felling them 
again to the graziers.—— The carcafe 
butchers alfo, inftcad of purchafing cat- 
tle in Smithfield, met them at the dif- 
tance of fome miles, and purchafed ha!f 
the fupply intended fer the London 
market. Smithfield market was thus 
made to appear thin. It might be laid 
that there were aiready laws to prevent 
this; but the prefent mode of profecution 
was fo expenfive and dilatory, it fub- 
jected a complainant to fo much attend- 
ance, firfl, before a Grond- fury, and 
then at the’ ffizes, that offenders were 
feldom fued, nor had they in general 
known houfes at which they could be 
found. The Houfe would, of courfe, 
be very cautious when they were called 
upon to interfere with any trade; but 
they would be alfo careful to cherith the 
labouring claffcs, which were the true 
fupporievs of our national importance 
and wealth. The report was then read; 
after which Mr. Mainwaring moved for 
leave to bring 1n a Bill for more effec- 
tually preventing the foreftalling, en- 
grofling, and regrating of live cattle. 

Mr. Alderman Combe feconded the 
Motion. 

Leave was given, and Mr. Main- 
waring and Mr. Alderman Combe were 
ordered co bring in the Bill. 

The order of the day being read for 
the commitment of the Quakers Bill, 
Mr. Pierrepout objected to the Speak- 
er's leaving the Chair ; the Bill, which 
he had maturcly confidered, being, in 
his cpinion, fraught with dangerous 
confegnences. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair thought rhat all 
the objeétions to the Dill might be re- 
moved in the Committee. He then went 
over his former arguments in defence 
of it. 

The Solicitor General repeated his 
objections; contending that the Bul went 
to pick the pocket of one man, to re- 
lieve the pretended fcruples of another's 
corfeience. The conícientious part of 
the Quakers, whom he much efteemed, 
did not defire the Bill. 

Mr. Jefferys, of Poole, faid a few 
words for the Bill, and Mr. Hobhoufe 
and the Attorney General oppofed it; 
after which the Houfe divided 5 for the 
Speaker’s leaving the Chair 12.mAgainit 
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On a fubfequent motion, the further 
confideration of the Bill was poftponed 
to that day three months. 

THURSDAY, MARCH g. 

The Order of the Day for taking the 
Reports of the Committee of Secrecy 
into confideration being read, 

The Caancellcr of the Exchequer ob- 
ferved, that the Reports related to two 
particuiar accounts; one, the cempe- 
teucy of ihe Funds to defray the out. 
filanding engagements of the Bank ; and 
the other, the neccffity of continuing 
and confirming the Order of Council on 
the 26th of February laft, In regard to 
an enquiry in Parii4ment, he confidered 
it as a proper and neceffary mealure, be- 
caufe the Houfc and the Public would 
thereby have an opportunity of feeing, 
that 1 was not witbuura due fenfe of the 
neceffity, that Government had fuf- 
pended the further payments of the 
Bank in fpecie, becaufe, if the Bank 
had caM enough te atfift the public, it 
was impofiible that their ultimate fecu- 
rity fhould nct be eftabltíhed on clear 
grounds. He fhould take the general 
tenfe of the Houfe on the neccility of 
continuing the reftriction; aud after- 
wards, lie laculd wifh to have the real 
fituation and refources of the country 
enquired into; the preffure of the pre- 
fent burdens, and the probable effects 
of new ones ; the meafures moft impor- 
tant for the prefervation of the public 
fafety, and the cffeét of the meafures 
hitherto adopted, He was folicitous for 
a firm and candid inveftigation into all 
thofe fubjeQs ; and having fo declared 
himfelf, he concluded by tubmitiing his 
firt motion, “ That it bean Inftruction 
to the Chairman of the. Committee io 
move the Houfe for leave to bring in a 
Bill to confirm the reitriétions impofed 
by an Order of Council of the 26th of 
February laft on the payment of fpecie 
by the Bank for a limited time.” 

Mr. Fox began by ftating, that he 
could not coincide in the meafure pro- ` 
pofed of guaranteeing the notes iflued 
by the Bank ; for it tended to. cement 
Government and the Bank; and every 
thing that went to unite diftiné func- 
tions in the public department, was, in 
his opinion, a great and additional cala- 
mity to the nation. Any Minifter who 
advifed his Majefty teprorogue his Par 
liament until public credit was reftored, 
fhould it laft for five years, ought, in his 
@pinion, to be impeached. Mr. Fox, 
after reviewing the neceflity of the mea- 
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fures which led to the Order of Coun- 
cil, which he termed not only a breach 
of faith, but an att of robbery, pro- 
ceeded to ftate his obje€tions to the ap- 
pointment of a Secret Committee to en- 
quire into the caufes of the neceliity. 
He declared he thould oppofe going into 
a Secret Committee by ballot, convinced 
as he was, from the experience of many 
years, that a Committee of that kind 
was the fame as if actually appointed by 
the Minifter. 

Sir J. Sinclair obje&ted to the word 
confirm, as tending to give a legiflative 
fanction to the Order of Council 

Mr. Pitt explained, that nothing more 
was meant by the word, than to vive a 
legal force and credit to a meafure 
which the Committee had declared to 
be neceffary. 

The queftion, “that leave be given 
to bring in the Bili,” was then put and 
carried without a divifion. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 10. 
THE BANK. 

Mr. Sheridan, in conformity to no- 
tice, brought forward his motion'on the 
affairs of the Bank. In a fpeech of con- 
fiderable length, he entered upon a ge- 
neral review of the relative fituation of 
the Bank to Government and the Pub- 
lic; commented on the reports of the 
Committee, on which he founded his 
motion 3 pointed out the critical (tate of 
public credit ; deprecated a forced paper 
currency, which he confidered as the 
prelude to national infolvency, and as 
an opiate in a fever; and concluded by 
moving as a refolution, ** That itis the 
opinion of the Houfe, that immediate 
fteps ought to be taken to enableGovern- 
ment to difcharge the fum of 11,686,000). 
or a part due from it to the Bank.” 

Mr. Grey feconded the motion 

Mr. Pitt very ably replied to the ar- 
guments of the Hon. Gentleman, and 
#oncluded with moving the previous 
queftion. 

Mr. Sheridan explained, as did Mr. 
Pitt. : 

Mr. Fox fupported the motion of his 
Hen. Friend. 

A divifion then took place.—For the 
previous queftion 185--Againft it 45. 
Majority 140. 

MONDAY, MARCH 13. 
SINECURE PLACES AND PENSIONS, 

Mr. Harrifon cailed the attention of 
the Houfe to a fubject of no fmall inte- 
reft and importance to the country, ata 
period when the public expenditure fo 
tar exceeded the income that there ap- 


peared hardly a pofibility of fupporting 
any longer the accumulated burden to 
which this calamitous war had viveti 
rife. The public burdens, he faid, were 
not mercly ocezfioned by the war exs 
penditure,; they were materially in- 
creafed by the erection of new offices, 
and the profufion and prodigality of Mi- 
nifters in every department, for the be- 
nefit of their fatellites and dependants. 
This prodigality ought to aroufe the 
jealoufy and indignation of the Guar- 
dians of the Public Purfe. If the prefent 
{vtem of corrupt influence was not 
checked quietly within the walls of this 
Honufe, it would be done tumultunully 
without. By that new-fangled monfter 
called Confidence, the offspring of a too- 
confiding Houfe of Commons, were the 
difcuilionsand deliberations of the Houfe 
influenced, and to this undue influence 
was to be afcribed that train of accumu- 
iated burdens which were fo grievoufly 
felt by the country. He then mention- 
ed a few piaces and fees, not amounting 
to any confiderable fum, which he wifh- 
ed to be applied to public purpofes ; 
among them were the falary of the third 
Secretary of State, which he flated at 
soool. a year, and certain fees, arifiag 
trom Conringent Bills in the War De- 
partment, amounting to about 550,000i. 
He animadverted on the profligacy of 
Adminiftration, and the diftreffes of the 
Public from the confequent accumula- 
tion of taxes, and concluded by moving; 
asa refolution, “That the extent of 
fupplies voted to Government fince 
the commencement of the war, and 
the enormous increafe of taxes upon 
the people, made it incumbent upon 
the Houle to enquire, Whether fome 
alleviation of their burdens may not 
produced ^y the abolition of certain 
fuperduous offices, penfions, and ex- 
orbitant fees, and likewife what fav- 
ing may accrue from an ceconomical 
reform in the public expenditure." 
Lord W. Ruffel feconded the motion. 
Mr. Pitt, after alluding to fome ivre- 
levant ebfervations made by the movet 
and feconder of the motion, remarked, 
that the mover appeared to have twa 
different objects in view ; the Érít rela- 
tive to the making retrenchments, and 
correcting profufion in the eftablithed 
offices of Government, and in Gnecure 
places and penfions--the fecond to an 
enquiry into the ftate of the national ex- 
penditure, and propofing a check on the 
expences of the ftate. ‘This latter was 
already comprehended in a refciution 
Nn x - which 
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which had paffed the Houfe, to enquire 
into the finances of the country, and to 
confider of the moft practicabie means 
for obtaining a diminution of the public 
expenditure. ** The Hon. Gentleman 
means to include in the inveftigation 
which he propofes, fubjeéts of the moft 
extenfive and complicated nature. He 
wifhes to embrace all the ordinary and 
extraordinary expences of the different 
branches of Government. He extends 
his enquiry into the difburfements of 
Army, Navy, and even pucitc eftablith- 
ments. lam ready to admit (faid Mr. 
Pitt) that as far as this propoficion goes, 
it forms a fubjeét worthy the confidera- 
tion of the Houfe ; and the magnitude 
of it appears to be fuch, that no man 
can fay what wiil be the effect of it, or 
to what particular meafures it may lead. 
Y et, the Hon.Gentleman in bringing be- 
fore the Houfe confiderations of fuch 
extenfive views, and of fuch high im- 
portance, adopts a very fingular mode 
of proceeding. He does not think pro- 
per to offer matters, fo momentous and 
complicated in their relations, in a di- 
re& manner, to Parliamentary difcuf- 
fion ; but ftates them as the object of a 
collateral enquiry, and introduces them 
immediately after his motion for re- 
tr:nchment in the offices of Govern- 
ment. But certainly the Hon. Gentle- 
man will not deny that there is an extreme 
difference between both objects, for 
the check which he propoies on the 
public expences very much exceeds in 
importance that reform which he wifh- 
es fhould take place in the eftablifhment 
and falaries of public offices. The dif- 
tinétion between thefe two objects being 
{o evident, as the latter does not form 
any part whatever of the propcfition 
formerly fubmitted to the Houle by the 
Hon. Gentleman, nor of the notice 
which he gave of his motion cf ihis 
night, I. mutt confider the manner of 
introducing i: not only irregular, but 
inadequate to the magnitude of the en- 
quiry which ne propofes to eftablifh. I 
allo think it neceflary to remind Gen- 
riemen, that the objects which it com- 
prehends form the grounds of my mo- 
tion for the appointment of the Com- 
mittee which has this night been chofen 
by ballor. 1 fiated in general terms, 
previous to mv bringing forward that 
motion, the various points to which the 
attention of the Commttee was to be di- 
rected ; but Í could not, until Í AP- 
POINTED THAT COMMITTEE, proceed 
to offer, in a Sprsilic manner, each of 
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thofe points. I therefore only ftated, 
that it was my with and defire to move, 
as an inftruction to the Committee, 
that, after enquiring into and afcer- 
taining the whole ftate of the finances 
of the country—after reviewing the 
whole amount of the debt which had 
been incurred during the war—after 
inveftigating the provifions which had 
been made to meet it—after-confidering 
the probable amount of the total ex- 
pence of public fervice for the whole of 
the year 1797, and the fums now appli- 
plicable to defrayingit; the Committee 
fhould exercife a full power in forming 
and digefüng a plan for comptrolling 
the public expeuditure, and to enquire 
and report upon the beit and moft prace 
ticable means of obtaining a diminution 
thereof. 1 therefore am not a little 
furprized, after ftating thefe meafures 
in general terms--meafures which have 
been fanétioned by the unanimous con- 
currence of the Houfe, in. confequence 
of the appointment of the Committee 
for the profeffcd and acknowledged con- 
fideration of thofe very objects, that the 
Hon. Gentieman fhould now bring for- 
ward a motion to the fame end, and 
without any previous notice what- 
ever: i 

After reafoning with much ingenuity 
and effet on the juftice and propriety 
of the offices under confideration, Mr. 
Pitt called the attention of the Houfe ta 
the redu&ion that had already been 
made, and the favings that had been 
made in confequence. Under this no- 
tion of an economical reform in 1782, 
and a fubfequent enquiry bv the Trea- 
fury, 273 offices had been abolifhed, and 
the expences reduced from 171,0001. to 
60,0001, The (alaries of the Exchequer 
Office had. been materially reduced. as 
bad the Auditors of Imprefs. The 
favines from thefe were nearly 60,0061. 
The Penfon Lift had been reduced 
fince 1783 above 48,0001. and during the 
fame period Sinecures in the Cuftoms 
to the amount of 13e, the expence of 
which was16,680]. hed been fvppreffed. 
In the Excife there was a {faving of 
nearly 12,0001. and Lotteries, &c. were 
under fuch regulation as prevented cor- 
rupt influence. 

To afcertain the fate of the expen- 
diture compared with the income, was 
a fair fuhje&t of inveftigation. Convin- 
ced.as he was, that any attempt at en- 
quiry, with a view to the production of 
an efficient refource from the materials 
propofed, would end in Rieter 
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he fhould move the previous quefion, 
not wifhing to preclude the Houfe from 
enquiry, fhould it afterwards be judged 
expedient. He accordingly moved 
the previous queftion. 

Mv. Sheridan fupported the original 
motion; he admitted there were many 
Offices that were not over paid, but there 
were a very great number that called 
either for abolition or reformation. He ob- 
ferved,theGentleman oppofite to him had 
places to the amounz of 10,000]. per.ann. 
but allowed he was a very active fervant 
of the public. The Minifler himfelf 
alfo had a finecure, and undoubiedly 
deferved it, for having brought the 
country into its prefent happy and prof- 

.perous firuation. Adverting to the 

number cf Peers created by the prefent 
Adminiftration, 160, he cenfured it as 
a lavifh diftribution of Minitterial Fa- 
yours. 

Mr. Rofe faid, that of the offices enu- 
merated by Mr. Sheridan, there were 
tóree which he did not at prefert hold, 
and oze which he never poffeffed. To 
the fituation of Clerk of the Houfe of 
Lords he was appointed in confequence 
of an Addrefs of the Houfe of Peers to 
his Majefty. His falary as Secretary to 
the Treafury was rightly (tated at 32001. 
a year, which was 2000l. a year lefs than 
any of his predeceffors. 

Mr.W yndham san iddicdquie motion 
ina ridiculous point of view, and ex- 
preffed his indignation at any petty fyf- 
tem for faving the ends of farthing can- 
dles and the parings of cheefe ! 

Mr. Fox faid, the finecures alluded to 
in the motion were merely the power 
of holding nominal places under Go- 
vernment, without a plea ef neceílity 
or the fanétion ofa grantfrom the Crown, 
Mr. Burke's reforin did not confine it- 
felf to a fubject of one or ten thoufand 
pounds. Its object was the faving of 
millions. He lamented that Mr. B. had 
affociated with and fupported an ad- 
miniftration  conítituted on principles 
directly oppofite to thofe maintained in 
moft of his own bcoks.— He contended 
that had it not been for the (upport Mi- 
nifters received from perfons holding 
finecure places, the fiate of France 
would never have been fu formidable as 
to have difireffed this country with fuch 
heavy calamities, hadit not been for the 
influence of the Crown, France would 
not have poffeifed Belgium, Holland, or 
Ttaly —With regard to the argument 
that the influence of Parliament could 
aéi in contradiction to its fentiments, he 
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had the authority of Mr. Burke, who 
in one of his late pamphlets had afferted 
that the minority (poke the fentiments 
of the majority, Alluding to Mr. 
Wyndham and .others who had feceded 
from their former convexions, he faid, 
he was convinced, fuch as quitted their 
friends, and fwerved from the principles 
to which they were formerly attached, 
knew not their own motives. Their 
Views of ambition end in reducing them 
toa ftate of iufufficiency andindifcretion. 
Thefe fecellions of perfons from their 
eftablifhed connections created a jea- 
loufy in the minds of the people that 
was pregnant with public mifchief, 
However he and his friends might be 
defirous to be employed as oftenfible 
agents of the country, he wifhed the 
prefent motion might pafs, in order to 
prove to the people, that the view of 
poffeffing a place was not merely that 
of emolument; on this principle he 
wifhed to deftroy the exiftence of fine- 
cure places. 

Mr. Rofe, in fome warmth, obferved, 
that Mr. Fox, who had diilipated his 
own fortune, was not; he thought, the 
moft proper advocate for public econo- 
my. 

Mr. Fox in reply obferved, that Mi- 
nifters in their wifh to infult him on liis 
having {pent his own fortune, were uot 
angry for his having diffipated it, but 
for not having been mean enough to re. 
pair it. 

Some warm words paffed between 
Mr. Fox and Mr. Rofe, as to the res 
verfions held by both of them. Mr. 
Fox faid, feveral Exchequer and other 
ofhces, after the lives of the prefent pof- 
fefors, ought to be abolifhed. 

Upon a divifion there appeared, For 
the previous queftion 167,againft it 77.

FRIDAY, MARCH 17. 

Leave was given to bring in a Bill to 
erect the Corporation of Surgeons into 
a College. 

‘Mr. Pitt moved the fecond reading 
ef 
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of the Bill for continuing and confirm- 
ing the Order of the Privy Council to 
the Bank. 

Mr. Fox faid he fhould not oppofe 
the fecond reading ; but wifhed to know 
Hit were to be obligatory on Govern- 
ment to receive Bank of England notesin 
payment of taxes; and whether Bank 
paper was to be legal payment between 

individuals, for neither of which he faw 

any provifion in the Bill ;—he thought 
alfo a claufe thould be added to limit the 
šank in their advances to Guvern- 
ment. 

Mr. Pitt faid, Mr. Fox had now flat- 
ed matter which more properly belong- 
ed to the Committee on the Bill. 

Mr. Hobhoufe violently objected to 
the Bill ix foto, as an act of robbery and 
depredation upon the public creditor. 

Mr. Grey confeffed, that as the Order 
of Council had taken place, it would be 
impoffible to open the door fudden!v 
again. He was therefore for the fecond 
reading of the Bill. Bat what he with- 
ed to notice was, a piper which had 
been Jaid upon the table, and which 
contained very alarming information. 
From that paper it appeared, that on 
Ssturday laft Minifters had iffued 
120,000]. in Exchequer Bills, for the 
patpat of being paid to the agents of 
sis Imperial Majeity, which Bills mutt 
pe converted into fpecie, and could o uly 
be tent in fpecie tothe E mperor.— Tne 
Bilis were fold in the marker at three, 
aud three and a half per cent. difcount ; 
op whom was this luis to fali; on the 
Emperor, or on this country? The 
whole matter, he thought, was worthy 
“ Lk” ferious attention of the Houfe. 

Mr. Pitt cbierved, that the Empe- 
ror s bills bad been drawn and accepted 
feng before the Order of Council was 
Wucd.--thiey formed part of the 502,000l. 
voted the Emperor before the recels; 
and we could not avoid paying them. 
Exchequer Bilis were iffued for this 
parpole, and part of the difcount fell 
upon the Emperor. 

Tbe Bill was then read a fecond time, 
and committed for Monday, and the 
Houfe was ordered to be Called over on 
Monday fe'nnight. 


MONDAY, MARCH 20, 

Mr. Put remarked, that the Order 
for the Commitment of the Bill for 
confirming and continuing the late Order 
of Council refpecting the. Bank itood tor 
this day ; but fome circumfances had 
come to his knowledge Ence the notice 
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was given, which induced him to pofts 
pone the Commitment of the Bill. He 
therefore moved, that the Order of the 
Day fhould us Zifcharged, and that the 
Bill fhould be committed on W ednefday 
next. Agreed to. 

Mir: Abo, in a fpeech of fome 
length, urged the inconveniences that 
refulted from the defective manner in 
which the laws were promulgated, and 
expatiated on the Refolutions wlich he 
afterwards fubmitted to the Committee. 
It was his intention, he faid, to move 
that the refolutions fhould be taken in- 
to confideration at a future period, and, 
in the interval, that they fhould bo 
printed. Hu mete by moving eight 
Refolutions, of which the following is 
the fubftance. 

1. lt is the opinion of chis Committee, 
that it is expedient that his ag T 8 
punter, in(tead of 1126 copies of Atts, 
as he now prints, be authorifed and di- 
rected to print 3x50 copies of every 
public AG, 200 eee, public local Act 
(incl uding. Road, Canal Acts, &c.), and 
200 of every private Act. The fecond 
and third Refolutions related merely to 
the mode of diftribuiing thofe public 
and private Acts through the medium of 
the Poft Office. The fourth enjoins the 
Chief Magiltrates of towns corporate, 

Scotch boroughs, and Sheriffs of coun- 
ties, on receiving thofe copies, to pre- 
{erve them for public ufe, and tranfmit 
rhem to their fiiceo dotés in ofice. The 
fifth charges the parties interefted in the 
profecution and event of private bills 
to trapn(mit the copiesto rhe Magiftrates 
in their refpective diitricts, without any 
additional charge to the public. The 
fixth dire&s the King's printer to [kate 
the general heads of the ftatutes, to- 
gether with the general fubftance of © 
each Act, The feventh provides that 
the duration of any temporary law be 
exprefied in the title of the Bill, and at 
the end of it, and no where elfe. And 
the eighth enjoins, that all ftatutes in- 
tended to be revived fhall be included 
in one Bill, deicribing the ftatutes rea 
{pectively 3 and thofe of a temporary 
nature in another Bill, defcribing the 
precife duration and continuance. 

The Houfe refumed, the Chairman 
brought up the Report, and the Refoe 
lutions were ordered to be taken fur- 
ther into confideration this day fe'n- 
right. 

“The other Orders being difpofed of, 
the Houfe adjourned. 
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WEDNESDAY, MARCH 22. 

Sir John Sinclair rofe to fubmit the 
notice he had given of his intention to 
propofe a meafure for the cultivation of 
wafte and other lands. Tt was unnecef- 
farv, he remarked, to dwell on the im- 
portance of a fubje&t fo intimately con- 
nected with the profperity of the coun- 
try. If it had becn adopted when re- 
commended by the Board of Agricul- 
ture, heafferted, that we fhould not now 
be fuffering fo much froma national ca- 
lamity. In 1795, and the following 
year, no lefs than a million quarters of 
foreign wheat had been imported at the 
expence of 3,000,000}. fterling, which 
contributed in a great degree to the pre- 
fent fcarcity of coin, —lie concluded by 
requefting Gentlemen to give the fub- 
jeét the molt feriousattention, and mov- 
'ed, That a Committee. be appointed to 
take into confideration the molt effec- 
tual means of promoting the cultivation 
andimprovement of Wafte Lands, Com- 
mon Arable Ficlds, Common Meadows, 
&c. within this kingdom. 

The motion paffed, and a Committee 
was appointed. 

Mr. Keene moved, That an humble 
Addrefs be prefenred to his Majefty, re- 
quefting a lift of the number of French 
prifoners in Great Britain, and how 
ihey were difpoted of; alfo an account 
of the number of foreigners who have 
come into this country, from the 1ft of 
May 1792, and now rcehdent therein, 
diftinguifhing the laity and clergy, and 
the number of each rcfpcétively. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas faid, that Go- 
vernment were now ufing their utmoft 
diligence to alcertain the number ; and 
when the examination was completed, 
he had no objection to lay before the 
Houle the rcfult of their refearches. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf in- 
to à Committee on the Bank Indemnity 
Bill, and the Claufe for indemnifying 
the Bank for having ftopt payment be- 
ing read, 

Mr. Fox faid, he could not confent to 
a claufe of this nature, as he confidered 
obedience to the Order of Council, on 
the part of the Bank, as culpable rather 
than meritorious. ‘Fhe intimate con- 
neétion that fubfifted between Govern- 
ment and the Bank, made him extreme- 
ly jealous in giving his confent to put 
the latter more under the controul of 
the former. lf the rumour were true, 
there would be an end of public credit.

The rumour he alluded to was, that the 
Bankers had gone to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, requefting his interfe- 
rence with the Bank for more liberal 
difcounts.—He urged the danger of 
making the King’s Minifters the medi- 
um of accommodation at the Bank, and 
reprefented the interference of the hand 
of power as incompatible with the ftabi- 
lity of public credit, and repugnant to 
the principles of the Conftitution. Re- 
probating, as he did, rhe interference of 
Minifters, he fhould give his negative to 
the claufe. 

Mr. Pitt contended, that the Report 
of the Committee was fufficient awthas 
rity for confirming the Order, and the 
indemnity was neceflary to relieve the 
Bank from the penalties for their obe- 
dience to that Order. As ro the intere 
ference fc much reprobated by the Ho- 
neurable Gentleman, he admitted that 
the Bankers had commuuicated to him 
the necetlity of a fupply of cath for the 
accommodation of their cuftomers, and 
that he had ufed what inf uence he pof- 
feffed as an individual, to furrher their 
views. He urged the propriety ot agree- 
ing to the claufe. 

Mir. Pollen was for delaying the paf- 
Ang of the Bill until che Secret Commit- 
tee brought up their Report. 

The Solicitor General entered intoa 
general defence of the claufe. 

Mr, Sheridan attacked the claufe in 
detail.—If the Committee adopted this 
claufe without inquiry, they eftablifhed 
this pernicious priuciple, that the Bank 
arc bound to obcy, and that they are 
fure of indemnity. He faid, he could 
not conceive it poifible te make Bank- 
notes a legal tender on the part of the 
Bauk, without extending the regulation 
to the whole clafs of Bankers alfo. 

Colonel Wood, the Attorney Genc- 
ral, and others, fpoke ; after which, the 
elaufe was agreed to without a divifion. 

The Committee next proceeded to the 
difcuffion of the reftrictive claufe,which, 
after the adoption of a variety of amend- 
ments, was agrecd to. 

On account of the Jatenefs of the hour, 
and the difcuffion which was tikely to 
arifeon the filling up of the blanks, it was 
moved, that the Chairman fhould re- 
port progrefs, and afk leave to fit again 
on the refumption of the Houfe. Leave 
was given accordingly. 

Mr. Fox faid, he had no objection to 
make way for the difcuflionof the Bank 
Bul, 
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Bill, by poftpening his motion on the 

fate of Ireland, which flood for to: mor- 

raw, to a future day.—Adjourned. 
THURSDAY, MARCH 23. 

The Houfe having refolved itfelf into 
a Coin mitree, to take into confideration 
the Petition from the Debtors in Lan- 
cater Cafile, 

‘Colone! Stanley faid, the object of 
his motion was to increafe the allowance 
to perfons charged in execution for debt, 
under the 2d Geo. IL. from fourpence 
to fixpencea day. He therefore moved, 
as a Refolution, that leave be given to 
briog in a Bill to amend part of an Act 
of the 2d Geo. Il. for the relief of per- 
Íons confined for debt. : 

The Report was brought un, and icave 

iven in conformity io the Kefolaron. 

Mr. Fox refe to make a motion re- 
fpe&iag the ftate of Ireland. He ob. 
ferved, that the bufinefs he had to bring 
before the Houfe was not only of great 
importance, but likewife cf great ur- 
gency, on account of the diftracted con. 
dition of the fifter kingdum. He en- 
tered into a detail of the circumitances 
that led ro thefe difcontents, the caufes 
of which were fit fuhjects of inveftiga- 
tion: Firft, the Houle ought to enquire 
how far the people of Ireland have had 
the benefit of the conceflicns that had 
been made; fecondly, whether meafures 
had been taken to allay the difcontents 
among the Roman Catholics, who con- 
ftitated-five-fixths of the people of Ire. 
land; and thirdly, to inquire into the 
ceufes of the difcontents in the north of 
Ireland. The general diffatiefaction he 
afesibed to the calamities brought on 
bv the war, in which the intereits of 
the people were not confulted, and to 
their conftitutional grievances. Ireland, 
he faid, had not a Legitlature even vir- 
tually reprefenting the people, and 
they had as little (bare in the Govern- 
pent as the fubjects of the moft arbi- 
trary Monarch. The concefiions that 
had been made, he contended from a 
variety of facts, had not produced an 
independence on tbe Minifters and Ca- 
binet of this couutry ; it had only pre- 
cluded the controul cf the Legiflatuce, 

Hetook a rapid review of their politi 
cal hiftory from its dependence on this 
country, traced their progrefs to civili- 
zation and comparative freedom, and af- 
fected, that the reprefentation was fo 
conduéted, for purpofes of emolument 
and corruption, as to bear only a faint 

, zefemblance to the reprefentation of this 
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country, with all its abufes (and fla- 
grant they were), though they profefs 
to be eitablifhed on fimilar principles. 

We were now, he faid, in a ftate fi. 
milar to the period of 1774, when we 
were to govern America by force, or 
make conceífions. He related a variety 
of occurrences which preceded the Ame- 
rican War, fimilar to thofe ihat have ta. 
ken place in Ireland. The proclama- 
tion, for inflance, for cifarraing the in- 
habitants of Maffichufet's Bay, to the 
proclamation lately iffued by General 
Lake at Solfat, and the difpofition of 
the French toaid them m their refiffance 
to the Government of Great Britain ; 
though Government might difarm, ex- 
perience proved their inability to keep 
the people difarmed. 

He hoped, that on fo urgent an occa- 
fion, no objeétions would be taken in 
point of form. The neceflity of the in- 
terf.rence ought to fuperfede all confi- 
derations of this nature. He concluded 
by moving,.** That an humble Addrefs 
be prefented to his Majefty. praying 
that he would be gracioufly pleafed to 
take into his royal confideration the di- 
fturbed fate of Ireland, and to adopt 
fuch lenient meafures as may tend to 
reftore tranquillity, and conciliate the 
affections of his Irifh fubjeéts." 

Sir F. Burdett feconded the motion. 

Mr. Pitt objeéted to the motion, on 
the ground that the Legiflarure of this 
country, having abdicated the power of 
enforcing any requifition by our autho- 
rity, we cou!d noi conititutionally inter- 
fere with an independent Legiflature. 
Befides, the motion was, in his opinion, 
nugatory, as it went toadvile his Ma- 
jefty to extend his paternal regard to the 
fitter kingdom; a circumftance which 
he had never ceafed to do during a 
long and happy reign. 

Lord Wycombe, Mr. W. Smith, Mr, 
Courtenay, and Mr. Hobhoufe, fpoke 
in favour of the motiom, and Lord 
Hawkefbury, Lord F. Campbell, and 
Colonel Fullarton, again ft it. 

Mr. Fox replied ; after which a divi. 
fion tuck place on the mution,

Mr. Ryder, in a Committee of the

The Houfe, in an adjeurned Commit- 
tee on the Bill for Indemnifying the 
Bank for fufpending the payment of 
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Notes in Specie, Mr. Hobart in the 
Chair, proceeded to read the refidue of 
the Clautes. 

Mr. Pitt then moved, that the blank 
fhould be filled up with the words ** una 
til the 24th of June 1797," which was 
put and carried. 

'The Committee having gone through 
the remaining parts of the Bill, the Re- 
port was ordered to be received. —Ad- 
journed.

‘ADMIRALTY-OFFICE, JAN. 20, 1797. 
Copy of a Letter from Rear -Admiral Har- 
vey to Mr. Nepean, dated on board the 

Prince of Wales, Fort- Royal Bay, Mar- 

inique, Dec. 4, 1796. 
you will pleaie to acquaint their 

Lordfhips, that a few hours after I 
anchored with the fquadron in this Bay, 
the ed inft. I received a letter from 
Capt. Barton, of his Majefty's fhip Lap- 
‘wing, acquainting me that he had de- 
ftroyed the French fhip Le Decius and 
La Vaillante brig, off St. Martin's, and 
that two French frigares, La Thetis 
and La Penfée, were at anchor off St. 
Martin's, referring me to Lieutenant 
St. Clair for further information. ` 

In confequence of the two frigates 
lying ac St. Martin's, I immediately 
ordered the Bellona and Invincible to 
St. Kitt's, and directed Capt. Wilfon to 
obtain fuch information as was necefla- 
rv at that ifland, and then proceed to- 
wards St. Martin's and Anguilla, ufing 
his beft endeavours to take or deftroy 
the French frigates and proteét the 
ifland of Anguilla; and fie failed the 
fame evening on that fervice. 

Captain Barton having referred me 
to Lieutenant Sr, Clair, whom he de- 
‘tached in a Danifh fchooner with his 
letter, it appears that the French had 
landed about 300 men on the ifland of 
Anguilla, the 26th ult. and that after 
having plundered the ifland, and burnt 
feveral houfes, and committed every 
devaftation poffible, attended with acts 
of great cruelty, that on the appearance 
of the Lapwing they re-embarked their 
troops the night of the 26th, and the 
following morning early the Lapwing 
came to action with the Decius of 26 
guns, and Vaillante brig, mounting four 
thirty-two and twenty-four pounders, 
as a gun veffel ; that aftera clofe aftion 
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of about an hour the brig bore away, 
and in half an hour after the Decius 
ftruck her colours, The brig rag on 
fhore at St. Martin's, and by the fire 
of the Lapwing was deftroyed 3 that on 
the Lapwing taking poffeffion of the 
Decius, it was found fhe had about So 
men killed and 40 wounded, being full 
of troops; that the following day the 
Lapwing was chaced by two large 
French frigates, and Captain Barton 
found it ncceffary to take the prifoners 
and his men out of the Decius, and 
fet fire to her, when he returned to St. 
Kitt’s, and landed 170 prifoners. 

I fhall take the earlieft opportunity 
of tranfmitting any further accounts 
which may be fent by Captain Barton; 
but it evidently appears that Captain 
Barton's conduct was highly meritorious 
by the capture and deftruction of this 
force of the enemy, and faving the 
iflaad of Anguilla from further depre- 
dation. 

The French troops employed -on this 
fervice were picked men from Gauda- 
loupe; and there is great reafon to 
fuppofe the greateft part of them have 
been taken or deítroyed. Many of the 
foldiers were drowned ia attempting to 
{wim on thore. 

The Lapwing had but one man kille 
ed (the Pilot) and fix men wounded.

French corvette L’Atalante, of 16 guns, 
manned with 112 men, commanded by 
Licutenant Dordelin, which, after a chafe 
of eight hours towards the N. E. quarter, 
fhe came up with and captured. The 
Atalante is a very fine biig, coppered, 
having 8o feet keel, and is only three 
years old. Should their Lordthips think 
proper to order her to be infpeéted, fhe 
will, Ithink, be deemed fit for his Ma- 
jelty's fervice. As loon as I (hall have 
landed the prifoners, and received the 
Phazbe’s men from the corvette, I purpofe 
proceeding to fea in further execution of 
their Lordfhips orders of the 3d init,

I HAVE the honour to make known 
to you, for the information of the Lords 
Commiffioners of the Admiralty, that on 
Friday laft the 13th init. at half paft noon, 
in latitude 47 deg. 30 min. N. Ufhant 
bearing N. E. 50 leagues, we difcovered a 
large ihip in the N. W. quarter, fteering 
under eafy fail for France: the wind was 
then at weft, blowing hard, with thick 
hazy weather. I inftantly made the fig- 
nal to the Amazon for a general chace, 
and followed it by the fignal that the 
chace was an enemy. At four P. M. 
the Indefatigable had gained fufficiently 
upon the chace for me to diftinguifh very 
clearly that the had two tier of guns, with 
her lower deck ports fhut, and that fhe 
had no poop. 

At 15 minutes before fix we brought 
the enemy to clofe action, which continued 
to be well fupported on both fides near ar 
hour, when we unavoidably fhot ahead ; 
at this moment the Amazon appeared 
altern, and gallantly fupplied our place 5 
but the eagernefs of Capt. Reynolds to 
fecond his triend had brought him up un- 
der a prefs of fail, and, after a well fup- 
ported amd clofe fire for a little time, he 
alfo unavoidably fhot ahead. The enemy, 
who had nearly effected running me cn 
board, appeared to be much larger than 
the Indefatigable, and, from her very 
heavy fire of mufquetry, I believe was 
full cf men: this fire was continued until 
the end of the aclion with great vivacity, 
although fhe frequently defended both 
fides of the ihip at the fame time. 

As loon as we had replaced fome ne- 
ceflary rigging, and the Amazon had re- 
duced her fail, we commenced a fecond 
attack, placing onrfclves, aster fome raking 
broadáüdes, upon each quarter; and thig 
attack, often within pittol hot, was by 
both (hips unremitted for above five hours: 
we then iheered of to fecure our maits.

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It would be needlefs to relate to their 
Lordthips every effort that we made in an 
attack which commenced at a quarter be- 
fore fix P. M. and did not ME excep'- 
ing at intervals, until half paft four A.M. 
l believe ten hours of more fevere fatigue 
was fcarcely ever experienced; the fea 
was high, the people on the main deck up 
to their middles in water; fome guns 
broke their breechings fonr times over, 
fome drew the ring bolts from the fides, 
and many of them were repeatedly drawn 
immediately after loading; all our maíts 
were much wounded, the main tcp mat 
compleatly unrigged, and faved only by 
uncommon alacrity. 

At about twenty minutes paft four, 
the moon opening rather brighter than 
before, fhewed to Lieutenant George 
Bell, who was watchfully looking out on 
the forecaftle, a glimpfe of the land; he 
had fcarcely reached me to report it when 
we faw the breakers. We were then 
clofe under the enemy’s ftarboara bow, 
and the Amazon as near her oa the lar- 
board; not an inftant could be loft, and 
every life depended upon the prompt 
execution of my orders; and here it is 
with heartfelt pleafure 1 acknowledge 
the full value of my Officers and fhip's 
company, who with incredible alacrity 
hauled the tacks on board, and made fail 
to the fouthward. The land could not 
be afcertained, but we took ix to be 
U thant, and in the Bay of Breft, crippled 
as we were, I had no particular fears, 
but before day we again faw breakers 
upon the lee bow ; the fhip was infant- 
ly wore to the northward ; and being 
then fatisfied that the land we had before 
feen was not Ufhant, the lingering ap- 
proach of day-light was mof: anxiouily 
looked for by all; and foon after it open- 
ed, feeing the land very clofe a-head, 
we again wore tothe fouthward intwen- 
ty fathoms water. anda few minutes af- 
ter difcovered the enemy, who had to 
bravely defended herfelf, laying on her 
broadfide, and a tremendous furf beating 
over her. The miferable fate of her 
brave but unhappy crew was perhaps 
the more fincerely lamented by us, from 
the apprehenfion of fuffering a fimilar 
misfortune. We paffed her within a 
mile, in a very bad condition, having at 
that time four feet water in her hold, a 
great fea, and the wind dead on the 
fhore, but we had afcertained, beyond a 
doubt, our fituation te be that of Hodierne 
Bay, and that our fate depended upon the 
poifible chance of weathering the Penmark 
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Rocks, Exhaufted as we were with fa. 
tigue, every exertion was made, and every 
inch of canvas fet that could be carried, 
and at eleven A. M. we made the break- 
ers, and by the blciling of God weathered 
the Penmark Rocks about half a mile. 
The Amazon had hauled her wind to 
the northward, when we ftood to the fouth. 
ward; her condition I think was better 
than ours, and I knew that her activity and 
exettions were fully cqual to any that 
could be effefted under fimilar circum- 
ftances ; the judgment with which fhe was 
managed during fo long an a&tion, and the 
gallantry of her attacks, could not but me- 
rit thehighelt commendation, and to the 
heart of a friend it was peculiarly gratify- 
ing. I have full as much reafon to (peak 
highly of my own Officers and men, to 
whom I owe infinite. obligations. The 
Lieutenants Thompfon, Norway, and 
Bell, Lieutenants O*Conner and Wilfon 
of the Marines, and Mr. Thompfon the 
Mafter, have abundant claims upon my 
gratitude, as well as every inferior Offi- 
cer in the fhip. The fufferings of the 
Amazon are unknown to me ; and I am 
fingularly happy to fay that my own are 
inconfiderable. The Firít Lieutena 
Mr. Thompfon, a brave and worthy O 
ficer, is the only one of that defcription 
wounded, with eighteen men, twelve ef 
which number have wounds of no ferious 
confequence, confifting chiefly of violent 
contuuons from fpl;nters.

ger, appeared off the coaft of Pema 
brokefhire the 22d inf. and cn the 
evening of that day difembarked. fome 
troops, reported by deferters to be 
about 1200, but without held pieces. 

It appears thar the moft active exer- 
tions were made by the Lord Lieutenant 
and Geutlemen of the county and its 
neighbourhood, in taking proper mea- 


fures on this occafion; and that the 
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greateft zeal and loyalty were manifefted 
by all ranks cf people, who crowded 
to offer their fervices againfi the enemy. 


Extract of a Letter from Lieutenant: 
Colonel Orchard, commanding the North 
Devon Volunteers, to the Duke of Port- 
land, datea Hariland Abbey, Feb. 24, 
1797: 

I Think it my dury to ftate to your 
Grace, that I yetterday received an ex- 
prefs from Ilfracombe, mentioning that 
there were three frigates © off thar 
place; that they had fcutded feveral 
merchantmen, and were attempting to 
deftroy the fhipping in the harbour. 
They begged that I would immediately 
order the North Devon Regiment of 
Volunteers under my command to 
march to their afliftance. In confe- 
quence of this reprefenration, | ordered 
the men to get ready to march as foon 
as poifible. 1 have great fatisfaction in 
fayine, that in four hours 1 found cve- 
ry Officer and man that was ordered cn 
the parade at Bideford (fifteen miles 
from home) ready and willing to 
march to any place they fhould be com- 
manded to goto. I cannot exprefs the 
fatisfa€tion I felt at feeing the men fo 
willing tu defend their King and Coun- 
try, at the fame time as filent, orderly, 
and feber, as might be expected at a 
morning parade of an old regiment 
The greateft exertions were made by 
ail defcriptions of people to afit, and 
to render every fervice in their power, 
As I was preparing to march, I re- 
ceived an account from Ilfracombe, that 
the French (hips were gone from the 
coaft, and that tranquillity was reftored 
again tothe cown. How far the report 
was well founded 1 cannot pothbly fay ; 
but as this affair may be mifreprelented 
and exaggerated, 1 trut your Grace 
will excule me troubling you with this 
letter; and I fatter myfeit it mutt give 
you plealure to hear of the loyalty of 
this meighbourhood, and that the bee 
haviour of the Volunteers and Inha- 
bitants wili meet the approbation of his 
Majetty.

The fatigue we experienced will, T 
truft, excufe me to your Grace for nor 
giving a more particular detail; but my 
anxiety to do juitice to the Ofhcets and 
men I had the honour to command will 
induee me to attend your Grace, with 
as little delay as pollible, to itare their 
merits, and at the fame time to give vou 
every information ja my power upon 
this fubject. 

The [pirit and loyalty which has per- 
vaded all ranks throaghout the country 
is jafinitely beyond what I can exprefs.

Yeiterday the debate was 
refumed relp.fking the civic oath, when 
the propofal ef Fabre was adopted, that 
each &lector fhould make the following 
declaration: I promife attachment and 
fidelity to the Republic, and the Gonjlitu- 
iron of rbe year 33 and I engage to de- 
fend them with all my power, az ainjl ibe 
attacks ef Royalty and Anarchy. 

ARMY OF ITALY. 

Head. Quarters at Valvafone, 27th Ven- 
tofe (March 17.) 

Buonaparte, Commander in Chief of the 
Army of Italy,£o the Execative Direc- 
fory. 

SINCE the battle of Rivoli, Citizens 
Directors, the army of 1talv occupied 
the Banks of the Piave and Lavis: the 
Emperor's army, commanded by Prince 
Charles, occupied the other Bank of the 
Piave, had its centre behind the Corde- 
vole, and fupported its right on the 
Adige, from the fide of the Salurne. 

On the 20th Ventofe, in the morning, 
the divifion of General MaiTena repair- 
ed to Feltre; at his approach, the enemy 
evacuated the line of Cordevole, and 
marched to Bellurne. 

Genera! Serrurier’s divifion advanced 
to Alols amid& the molt horrible wea- 
ther; but wind and rain, on the eve of 
a battle, have always been an omen of 
fuccefs to the army of Italy. 

On the 22d, at day-bieak, the divi- 
fion croffed the Piave, facing the village 
of Vider; notwitbfítanding the rapidity 
and depth of the water, we only loft a 
voung drummer. The Chief of Squa- 
dron Latalle, at the head of a detach- 
ment of cavalry, and ihe Adjutant- Ge- 
neral Le Clerc, at the head of the 218 
light infantry, worfted the hoftile corps 
which wanted tooppofe our paflage, and 
advanced vapidlv to St. Salvador ; but 
the encmy, at the firít news of the paf- 
fage, were afraid of being furrounded, 
and evacuated their camp of La Cam- 
pana. . 

@eneral Guicux, at two o'clock in 
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the afternoon, paffed the Piave at Ofpe- 
daletto, and arrived in the evening at 
Conegliano, 

Our cavalry, in the courfe of that day, 
encountered feveral times that of the 
enemy, had always the advantage, and 
took eighty huffars. 

On the 23d General Guieux, with 
his @'vifion, arrived at Sacile, fell on the 
enemy's rear-guard, and, notwithftand- 
ing the darknefs of the night, took one 
hundred prifoners from them. A corps 
of Hulans wanted to capitulate. Citi. 
zen Siabeck, Chief of Squadron, was 
killed, and General Dugua flightly 
wounded. 

At the fame time General Maffena’s 
divifion, having reached Bellurne, pur- 
fued the enemy, who had retreated to. 
wards Cadore, hemmed in their rear. 
guard, took 700 prifoners, among whom 
were 100 huffars, a Colonel, and Gene. 
ral Lufignan, whocommanded the whole 
centre. Lufignan having difgraced him- 
felf in his conduét towards our fick at 
Brefcia, I gave orders to conduct him 
to France, without bring exchanged, 

On the 26th, General Guieux's di- 
vifion fet out from Pardepone, at five 
o'clock ia the morning : that of Gene- 
ral Serrurier left Pahano at four, both 
direéting their march to Valvafone, 

General Guieux’s divifion paffed be. 
yond Vaivafone, and arrived on the 
banks of the Tagliamento at eleven 
o'clock in the morning. The hoftile 
‘army was entrenched on the oppofite 
fide of the river, of which it pretended 
to difpute the paflage. My Aide-de- 
Camp, the Chief of Squadron Croifier, 
went at the head of twenty-five guides 
to reconnoitre it as far as the entrench- 
ments, and was received with grape- 
fhot. 

General Bernadotte’s divifion arrived 
at noon. I immediately gave orders to 
General Guieux to march to the left, in 
order to crofs the river on the riyht 
of the enemy's entrenchments, under 
the protection of twelve pieces of artile 
lery. General Bernadotte was to crofs 
it on the right; both divifions formed 
their battalions of grenadiers, ranged 
themfelves in order of battle, having 
each half a brigade of light infantry be- 
fore them, fupported by two battalions 
of grenadiers, and flanked by the ca- 
valry. 

The light infantry manceuvred as 
riflemen; General Dammertin on the 
left, and General Lefpimálfe on the 

right, 
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tight, made their artillery advance, and 
a brifk cannonade was opened. 1 gave 
orders for every half brigade to file off 
in a clofe column on the wings of their 
fecond, and of their firft and third bat- 
talion. 

General Duphot, at the head of the 
27th tight infantry, threw himfelf into 
the river, and prefentiy gained the op- 
pofite bank. General Bon fupported 
him with the grenadiers of Guieux's di- 
vifion. General Murat made the fame 
movement on the right, and was like- 
wife fupported by the grenadiers of 
Bernadotte's divifion. The whole line 
put itfelf in motion; each half brigade 
en cebeion, with fquadrons of cavalry, 
to fill up the empty fpaces from behind. 
The koftile cavalry wanted feveral times 
to charge our infantry, but without fucs 
tefs ; the river was croffed, and the ene- 
my routed in every direCion. They 
attempted to affail our right with their 
tavalry, and our left with their infan- 
try. I fent General Dugua, and the 
Adjutant-General Kellermann, at the 
head of the cavalry of referve, affifted 
by our infantry, commanded by the 
Adjutant-Generai Merieur; they worfted 
the enemy's cavalry, and took ptifoner 
the general who commanded them: 

General. Guieux ordered the village 
of Gradifca to be attacked; and, note 
withftanding the darknefs of the night, 
he captured it, and completely routed 
the enemy; Prince Charles had juft 
time enough left to fave himfelf. 

General Serrurier's divifion paffedthe 
river, in proportion as it arrived, and 
ranged itfelf in battle array to ferve as 
a corps of referve. 

In that day we taok from theenemy 
fix pieces of cannon; one General, feveral 
fuperior officers, and made from four to 
five hundred prifoners. The quicknefs 
ef our difplay and manceuvre, and the 
fuperiority of our artillery, alarmedthe 
enemy to fuch a degree, that they would 
not make a ftand, and profited by the 
night to take flight. 

The Adjutant-Gencral Kellermann 
reccived feveral cuts with the fabre in 
charging at the head of the cavalry with 
bis ufual courage. 

Iam going to occupy myfelf in re- 
warding the Officers who diftinguifhed 
themfelves in the different actions.

l have given you an account of the, 
paffage of the Piave, of the battles of 
Longara, of Saeile, and of Tagliamento: 

The 28th, the divifion cf General 
Bernadotte departed at three o'clock in 
the morning, marched round Palmano-+ 
va, and took pofition on the torrent of 
the Torre, where the huffars met him. 

The divifion of General Serrurier 
took pofition on the riglit, that of Gene- 
ral Guieux on the left. I fent Citized- 
Lefale with the 24th regiment of Chaf- 
feurs to Udine: 

The enemy at our appreach evacuat= 
ed Palmamova, where we found 30,000 
rations of bread, &c. It was but ten 
days before that Prince Charles feized 
that place from the Venetians ; he wiíh- 
ed to occupy it: but he had not had time 
to eftablifh himfelf there; 

General Maffena arrived at $t.Daniel, 
at Olopo, at Gemona, and pufhed his 
advanced guards into the defiles. 

The 29th General FPernadotte ad- 
vanced and blockaded Gradifca; Gene- 
ral Serrurier marched óppofite Saint 
Pietro, for the purpofe of paffing the 
Honzo. The enemy had feveral pieces 
of cannon, and fome battalion: on the 
other fide, for defending the paffage. 

I ordered different manceuvres to a- 
larm the enemy, and the paffage was 
effected without oppafition. I cannot 
forget the trait of courage of Citizen 
Androffy, Chief of Brigade of Artillery, 
who, ordeted to try whether the river 
was fordable, precipitated himfelf inte 
the water, and paffed and repaffed on 
foot. 
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"PASSAGE OF D'ISONZO, AND 
CAPTURE OF GRADISCA. 
General Serrurier reached Gradifca 
by his march upon the heights which 
governed this town. 

To make a diverfion, and to preclude 
the enemy from the difcovery of our ma- 
nceuvre, General Bernadotte caufed the 
riflemen toattack them in theirentrench- 
ments; but our {cldiers, impelled by 
their natural ardour, advanced with 
their fixed bayonets to the very walls of 
Gradifca. They were there received 
bv a heavy difcharge of mufquetry and 
grape fhot. 

Five thoufand prifoners, the flower of 
Prince Charles's army, ten pieces of 
cannon, and eight ftandards, were the 
fruits of this manoeuvre. We at the 
fame time paffed L'ifonzo, and took 
Gradifca. 

General Serrurier, in the mean time, 
arrived upon the beights which com- 
manded Gradifca, rendering every 
means of retreat impoffible. The ene- 
my, panic firuck, law no poffibility of 
defence, and defpaired of making their 
efcape. General Bernadotte prefented 
the iummons fubjoined, when the ene- 
my capitulated. 

General Bernadotte, obliged to fup- 
port them, brought forwara four pieces 
-of cannon to ferce the gates; but they 
were defended by a fiecbe well entrencli- 
ed, 

The divifion of General Bernadotte 
conducted itfeif with that gallantry 
which guarantees our future fuccefs, 
General Bernadotte himfelf, his Aid. 
de-Camp, and Generals, braved every 
gifficulty aud danger. I folicit the rank 
of General of Brigade for Adjutant- 
General Mireur.

BATTLE OF CASASOLA. 

The divifion of Genera! Maffena, car- 
rving the firft of La Chinta, encounter- 
ed the enemy, who wifhed to difpute the 
palage of the bridge of Cafafola. The 
riflemen drove the enemy back, and 
immediately after the grenadicrs of the 
22d and s7th demi-brigade, in clofe co- 
lumns, forced the bridge, beating the 
enemy, notwithftanding their entrench- 
ments and cbevaus de frize, purtuing 
them even to Ponticba, taking 600 pri- 
foners, al! belonging to the regiments 
lately brought from the Rhine. All the 
magazines which the enemy poflefed on 
this fide became alfo our property. 

The rangers of the soth regiment, 
avith {word in hand, rufhed forward in- 
to the enemy’s entrenchments, and have 
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confequently new claims to the cfteert 
of the army.

BATTLE OF TARVIS. 

General Maffena- being arrived at 
Tarvis was attacked by a divifion of the 
enemy, which left Clagenfurth, and 
came to the affiftance of the divifion 
that was hemmed in, After a conflict 
extremely obftinate, he put it to the 
rout, took a vat number of priloners, 
among whom are three Generals. The 
Emperor's cuifficrs, who arrived from 
the Rhine, have fuifered moft feverely. 


ENGAGEMENT OF LA CHINSE, 
Capture of the Place. 

Meanwhile General Guieux drove 
the column which he had defcated to 
Pufero, as far as the Auftrian Chinfe, 
a poft extremely well intrenched, but 
which was carried by affault after a 
very obftinate eng-gement, in which 
Generals Bon, Verdier, and the fourth 
half-brigade, as well as the 43d, par- 
ticularly diltinguifhed themfelves. Ge- 
neral Kables himfelf defended the 
Chinfe, with soo grenadiers; by the 
Jaws of war thete coo men ought to have 
been put to the fword ; but this barba- 
rous right has always been difclaimed, 
and never exercifed by the French 
army. i 

The hoftile column, feeing theChinfe 
taken, precipitated its march, and fell 
into the middle of the divifion of Gene- 
ral Maflena, who, aftera flight coinbat, 
made the whoie prifoners, 30 pieces of 
cannon, 400 Waggons carrying the 
baggage of the enemy, 5000 men and 
four Generals fell into their hands. I 
am eager to apprife you of this event, 
pecaufe, under the prefent circumftan- 
ces, it is indifpenfable that you fhould 
be informed of every thing without de- 
lay ; I referve it to give you a more 
detailed account of all thefe events as 
(oon as I fhal! have received all the re- 
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ports, and as foon as every momen: 
fhall be lefs preciaus. 

The chain of the Alps which parts 
France and Switzerland from Italy, fe- 
parates the Italian part of Tyrol from 
the German part, the Venetian States 
from the dominions of the Emperor, and 
Carinthia from the county of Gorice 
and.Gradifea. The divifion of Maf- 
fena had croffed the Italian Alps, and 
came to occupy the defile of tbe Noric 
Alps. Our enemies werefoauk ward,as to 
enthral alltheir baggage and part of the 
army, by the Noric Alps, who were 
that moment taken. ‘The combat of 
Tarvis was fought above the clouds, on 
a height which commands Germany ; 
in feveral parts to which our line ex- 
tended the fnow lay three feet deep, and 
the cavalry, charging on the ice, fuffer- 
€d accidents, the refult of which were 
extremely fatal to the enemy's cavalry,

EAST INDIA INTELLIGENCE. 

A Detail of the operations of a de- 
tachment of the Britith troops in the 
fervice of the Nizam, by which the late 
alarming infurrection in the Decan was 
fupprefled, has been publiihed in the 
general orders of the Government of 
Fort St. George, together with a letter 
from General A. Clarke, expreffive of 
his admiration of the general conduct of 
the divifion. 

Jt appears, that all terms of concilia. 
tion and pardon having been refufed by 
the rebels, and the Nizam's troops being 
unabicte fubdue them, the Britifh de- 
tachment entered upon this fervice. 
They found the rebels iatrenched in a 
large and ftrong fortrefs ; which, after 
many days of preparation, they com- 
menced the fiege of, and on the 7th of 
April ftormed. Colonel Dalrymple, 
the commandant of the troops, fays, 
“The cuminanding officer. of artillery 
having this morning reported a breach 
his continued fire had made practicable, 
and having, in the courfe of the whole 
ofthe morning, gradually brought for- 
ward the troops I intended to employ, 
I determined to make the affaulr, which 
accordingly took place between three 
and four o'clock in the afternoon ; for 
feveral days preceding I had obferved, 
from a commanding fituation, thar the 
enemy relaxed in their attenticn during 
the heat of the fun *, which made me 
determine on the ettack by day ; ano- 
ther motive of equal inducnce induced 
me to chufe day Tight for the operation, 


* The Thermoincter was up to 112 degrees in a Field Ofiicer's marques, 
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as the immenfe height of the beach, 
rocks of confiderable magnitude fituated 
there, and in the area of the fort, pre- 
fented difficulties more to be appre- 
hended by night, as far more formidas 
ble than the enemy to be encountered, 
The company of artillery, volunteers, 
and twelve companies of fepoys, com- 
pofed the flrength of the troops which 
affaulted, and which were followed by 
four companies of the Nizam's troops, 
who were defirous of having a fhare of the 
credit to be acquired, and whom I could 
not well refufe. Having a fine cover 
in the Petrah, which feereted the 
troops from the view of the enemy, fo 
as to render all fufpicion of what was 
meditated in a manner impofible, the 
party, on the fignal given, moved out 
from the flank of the breaching bartery, 
at the diftance of goo yards, and were 
fo peculiarly fortunate, that the forlorn 
hope had gained the foot of the breach 
nearly before our troops were difco- 
yered croffing the interval; the enemy 
then collected about the beach, and 
made a formidabje oppofition. Though 
fix or eight of our leading men were 
overfet, and tumbled tothe bottom, yet 
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MARCH 23. 
A DREADFUL fire brcke outin the 
tà Minories, near the corner of Little 
Minories, which was not extinguifhed 
till near 30 houfes were confumed, be- 
fides an immenfe quantity of property, 
a great deal of which wag uninfured, 
The flames were fo rapid, that it was 

with the greateft. difficulty the inhabi- 

tants of fome ct the houfes efcaped their 
fury ; fevecal were much burnt, 

Same day a Common Halluf the Li- 
very was held a: Guildhall; prefent, 
the Lord Mayor, the City Members in 
Parliament, fve Aldermen, the Sheriffs, 
and a greit number of Liverymen. A 
motion wes made, “That an humble 
Addrefs and Petition be prefented to 
his Majefty upon the prefent alarming 
fate of public affairs, and praying him 
to difmifs his prefent Minifters from his 
Councils for ever, e$ the firit ftep to- 
wards obtaining a fpeedy, honourable, 
and permanent Peace ;" which was 
carried in the affirmative, as were alfo 
feveral other Refolutions, tending to 
carry that into effect. 

24. The Sheriffs of London went up 
ta Sw.

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their impetuofity was not to be refitted, 
and, though oppofed with mufketry, 
pikes, arrows, and ftones, they foon 
prevailed 5 as no fooner had the major 
part obtained a footing on the fummit, 
than the enemy fell back, and fled to a 
fecond wall, which was immediately ate 
tacked, and carried with more early 
fuccefs and better fortune." 

In lefs than an hour, by yigoroufly 
pufhing the affault in all quarters, the 
rebels fought refuge in every place it 
could be found, begging in the moft 
humiliating terms for mercy, which 
was generally granted, fo that not a 
perfon received any injury, after the 
fury of the firk affault had fubfided. 
The family of Darah Jahlt, the chief 
infurgent, even in the moment of vic- 
tory,as well as the houles of the people 
of rank, were held inviolate to all 1n- 
trufion ; as the troops refpected the 
fanétity of cuftom too much to abufe the 
fuccefs they had obtained. Exelufive 
of the young Prince, the Begum, Ifmael 
Khan, and the whole of the principal 
intruments in the rebellion, with about 
1009 prifoners, are in the poffeifion of 
the Britiih troops. 
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receive the Addrefs of the Livery of 
London, voted on Thurfday at the 
Common-hall; they were not admitted 
to the prefence as ufual, his Majefly 
fending out a meffage by the Duke of 
Portland, that his Majefty never re- 
ccived Addreffes on the "Throne, but 
from the Corporation of the City of 
London. 

26. This afternoon, about four o'clock, 
a moft dreadful fire broke out at the 
old family manfion of the Duke of St. 
Albans, at Hanworth Park, near Hamp- 
ton; which, in the courfe of three 
hours, deftroyed every part of the 
building, and all the beautiful gallery 
of paintings, which were an heir loom 
with the houfe.. Very little of the furs 
niture was faved. The fire broke out 
at the back of the houfe, near the li. 
brary, and was occafioned by à girl be- 
longing to the farm-yard lighting her 
fire tao near the windows; owing to the 
high wind, the flames caught the (hut. 
ters, and the conflagration fpread thro’ 
the manfion before any affiftance could 
be obtained.

** That the anfwer given tothe She- 
riffs, when they attended to know his 
Majefty’s pleafure as to the time of re- 
ceiving their Pejition, was given by the 
third Secretary of State, one of the 
perfons for whofe remoyal they pe- 
titioned; that the Sheriffs do again at- 
tend at St. James’s, and requeft a per- 
fonal audience of his Majefty, at which, 
if granted, they do reprefent to the 
King, that it is the privilege of the 
Livery to prefent Petitions to the So- 
vereign on the Throne; and that the 
Sheriffs do make a report of this appli- 
cation toa future Hall #.”
